Cincinnati,  Feb.  27.— At  6  o'clock  this 
morning  the  Ohio  river  had  reached  a 
depth  of  fifty-three  feet  and  three  inches 
and  was  still  rising.  Moreover,  the  cold 
wave  promised  for  two  days  had  not 
come,  and  instead,  the  sky  was  overcast 
and  there  were  indications  of  more  rain. 
With  the  river  at  this  stage  and  with  a 
forecast  of  a  possible  repetition  of  the 
last  rain  storm,  hope  of  escape  from  the 
troublesome  flood  was  not  strong. 

At  fifty-three  feet  the  water  is  over 
the  rails  in  some  portions  of  the  old 
canal  bed,  and  a  rise  of  one  and  a  half 
to  two  feet  more,  which  does  not  seem 
unlikely,  will  shut  off  travel  on  those 
tracks,  and  compel  passengers  to  embark 
and  alight  at  points  farther  out.  It 
also  cuts  off  a  large  portion  of  the  freight 
tralBc. 

At  11  a.  m.  the  river  had  reached  fifty- 
four  feet  and  one  inch,  still  rising. 
While  there  will  be  much  discomfort 
and  considerable  loss,  there  is  no  appre- 
hension of  a  devastating  flood  like  thoee 
in  188.3  and  1881,  when  the  water  reached 
a  height  of  seventy-one  feet,  unless  there 
should  be  phenomenally  rainy  weather 
within  the  next  fev  days. 

Orowing  Worse. 

At  noon  today  the  river  had  reached 
54  feet  2  inches,  and  was  rising  at  the 
rate  of  IJ^  inches  an  hour.  The  ther- 
mometer stood  at  ;")1  degrees,  the  sky 
was  overcast,  and  a  southeast  wind  was 
blowing.  Reports  from  points  above 
show  that  the  river  is  rising  at  all  points 
from  Pittsbug  down.  At  Portsmouth, 
130  miles  above  Cincinnati,  tho  rise  is  an 
inch  an  hour.  To  add  to  the  difficulty 
of  estimating  the  extent  of  the  flood, 
there  is  nearly  an  inch  of  rainfall  at 
Louisa.  Ky.  This  would  check  the 
river's  fall  if  it  did  not  cause  another 
rise.

THE    ARIZONA    FLOOD. 

Descripliou  of  the  Dlsa.ster  by  riioHO    Who 
Saw  II. 

Pbescott,  Ariz.,  Feb.  27.— Two  pros- 
pectors, Moses  and  Robert  Moore,  who 
have  arrived  from  upper  Walnut  dam, 
give  the  following  particulars  of  the 
tlood: 

"We  came  down  to  Hassayampa  pros- 
pecting, and  passed  several'  persons  on 
the  way  who  must  inevitably  be  lost. 
We  arrived  Thursday  night.  Friday 
morning  the  water  in  the  dam  wasativeK 
at  the  rate  of  thirteen  inches  an  .Ajur, 
with  all  the  sluices  open.  Superin- 
tendent Thomas  Brown  had  fifteen  men 
employed  all  day  in  blasting  out  waste 
waterway  to  allow  the  escape  of  water. 
Despite  the  immense  volume  whit-h 
went  through  this  passage,  the  water 
continued  to  rise  until  9  o'clock  at 
night,  when  it  began  to  pour  over 
the  top  of  the  dam.  In  the  after- 
noon Superintendent  Brown,  seemg  the 
dam  must  mevitably  go,  sent  a  messen- 
ger to  the  lower  dam  to  notify  them  of 
the  danger,  but  he  stopped  at  a  saloon 
on  the  road  and,  becoming  intoxicated, 
failed  to  deliver  the  message.  Next 
morning  another  messenger  was  sent, 
but  was  overtaken  and  drowned  by  the 
flood  just  as  ho  neared  Tower  camp. 
About  midnight  we  were  awakened  by 
Brown  calling  to  his  foreman:  "(let  up, 
Phil;  I  think  the  dam  has  broken." 
Soon  after  there  was  a  terrible  roar 
which  was  indescribable.  We  got  up 
and  looking  up  saw  water  running  out 
of  the  dam.  Inside  of  two  hours  it  had 
disappeared  entirely  from  where  it  was, 
from  GO  to  90  feet  deep." 

Francis  M.  Parker  was  one  of  the  men 
rescued  from  a  perilous  position  about 
daybreak.  Parker  and  his  partners  had 
gone  to  bed.  When  he  was  awakened 
he  heard  one  of  his  partners  exclaim: 
"My  God,  what  was  that."  He  (Parker) 
never  saw  them  again.  He  was  caught 
up  by  the  water  and  lifted  to  the  roof  of 
the  cabin,  where  he  clung  to  the  rafters 
until,  after  floating  around,  the  cabin 
was  driven  against  the  bluff,  where  he 
seized  some  bushes  and  drew  himself 
upon  a  cliff. 

One  man  was  seen  to  start  for  a  place 
of  safety,  and  seeing  escape  was  impos- 
sible, bravely  turned  his  face  to  the  flood 
and  was  swept  away.  Another  man  was 
seen  going  up  a  steep  hill,  and  reached  a 
point  about  fifty  feet  afx>ve  the  level  of 
the  river  bank,  when  a  mighty  volume 
of  water  struck  and  killed  him. 

The  survivors  are  in  great  destitution, 
having  neither  provisions  or  clothing, 
and  many  are  using  coarse  grain  sacks 
in  lieu  of  clothing.  Outside  towns  are 
supplying  all  needed  necessaries. 


Will    Attempt   to    Tt^Nt     U««<l'i« 
Rules  in  Court. 

Washington,  Feb.  27. — Immediately 
after  reading  and  approving  the  Journal 
Mr.  Ilowell  of  Illinois  called  up  the  con- 
tested election  case  of  Aitkin  sou  vs. 
Pendleton,  and  the  floor  was  accorded  to 
the  contested,  Mr.  Pendleton. 

He  said  that  he  felt  it  his  duty  to 
speak  on  his  own  behalf,  although  he 
knew  that  he  was  addressing  a  jury 
which  was  prejudiced  against  him.  He 
believed  that  he  had  carried  the  First 
district  of  West  Virgmia  by  means  as 
fair,  as  honorable,  as  upright  as  ever  had 
been  used  in  any  election  in  the 
history  of  the  country.  He  reviewed  the 
evidence,  controverting  statements, 
made  by  the  supporters  of  the  majority 
report  and  in  conclusion  reiterated  his 
declaration  that  he  had  been  fairly  and 
honestly  elected.  Mr.  Cooper  of'Ohio, 
closed  with  an  argument  in  support  of 
the  claim  of  the  contestant.  A  vote  was 
then  taken  on  the  minority  resolution 
declaring  Pendleton  entitled  to  the  soat. 
The  vote  recurred  on  the  majority  re- 
solution seating  Atkinson,  and  the  demo- 
crats refrained  from  voting,  their  object 
being  to  have  contestant  seated  by  less 
than  a  quorum,  so  that  the  question  of

INAUGURAL  CEREMONIES. 

Great      UeiuuaMration:       <iruiid      I'arad<<; 
Ueuiooratic  Jubilation. 

Dks  M()1Nk.s,  Feb.  27.— The  inaugura- 
tion of  Governor  Boies  took  place  in  the 
hall  of  the  house  of  representatives  this 
afternoon,  and  for  thetirst  time  in  thirty- 
four  years  a  democrat  presides  at  the 
state  house. 

The  city  is  gaily  decorated  in  honor  of 
the  event,  and  overcrowded  with  visi- 
tors, the  railroads  having  granted  a 
single  rate  for  the  round  trip  from  all 
state  points.  Prior  to  the  inauguration, 
there  w.as  one  of  the  tinest  parades  ever 
seen  in  the  state.  Thu  mililarj  con- 
tingent, with  Atljt.-Gen.  Berson  as  mar- 
shal, included  the  National  Guards  of 
Burlington,  Sioux  City,  Ottur^wa,  Un- 
butjue  and  Des  Moines.  In  th'»  civic  di- 
vision, of  which  J.  L.  Martin  was  grand 
marshal,  the  Cook  county  democracy  of 
Chicago  had  the  right  of  line,  and  were 
recorded  an  enthusiastic  reception. 


MRS.  SHAW  DENIES. 

She    in    Not    Kn^aged;    WhiNtlini;    Tor  the 
Aristocracy. 

Chicago,  Feb.  27. — A  private  letter 
from  Mrd.  Shaw,  the  phenomenal  whist- 
ler, who  created  something  of  a  furore 
in  the  West  and  South  last  year,  gives  a 
denial  to  the  cabled  report  that  she  is 
engaged  to  an  English  earl. 

She  has  been  taken  up  by  society  since 
reaching  Liondon  and  has  made  consider- 
able money  by  whistling  at  aristocratic 
entertainments,  but  so  far  has  not  in- 
volved herself  in  any  prospective  matri- 
monial alliances.

IT    LOOKS    DUBIOUS. 

Hopes  Entertained   tliat    the   Waters   May 
.Subside  Without  ttaiuase. 

Cincinnati,  Feb.  27. — At  10  o'clock 
last  night  the  Ohio  river  at  this  point 
was  just  tifty-two  feet  above  the  low- 
water  mark,  and  was  still  keeping  on 
rifling  at  the  rate  of  two  inches  au  hour. 

The  season  at  the  head  waters  of  the 
Ohio  river  and  its  tributaries  has  been 
an  unusually  rainy  one,  the  ground  is 
saturated  and  all  small  streams  are  full. 
It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  recent 
cold  snap  in  western  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York  may  tend  to  delay  a  Hood 
until  the  balance  of  the  present  rainfall 
has  been  safely  discharged  into  the 
Mississippi. 


Ottawa,  Ont,  Feb.  27.— It  is  learned 
in  reliable  quarters  that  there  is  to  be  a 
complete  revision  of  the  customs  tariff. 
Probably  one  of  the  most  important 
changes  affecting  the  United  States  will 
be  an  increase  of  from  50  to  75  cents  a 
barrel  on  wh«at  flour  and  a  removal  of 
duty  on  Indian  corn  imported  into  Can- 
ada from  the  United  States.  At  present 
the  duty  on  wheat  flour  is  only  50  cents 
per  barrel,  while  duty  on  the  quantity  of 
wheat  at  15  cents  per  bushel  required  to 
make  one  barrel  of  flour  is  72  cents. 

As  they  have  to  import  large  quantities 
of  American  wheat,  Ontario  millers  pro- 
test against  the  inequality  of  the  two 
duties  and  the  discrimination  in  favor 
of  the  importation  of  American  flour 
against  which  they  cannot  compete. 
People  of  the  maritime  provinces  who 
purchase  the  greater  part  of  the  flour 
which  they  consume  from  the  United 
States  have  protested  against  the  in- 
crease in  duty. 

Returns  recently  laid  before  the  Do- 
minion parliament  show  that  Canada 
imported  nearly  3,000,000  bushels  of  corn 
from  the  United  States  last  year,  upon 
which  $217,0(X)  was  paid  for  duty;  during 
the  same  period  257,000  barrels  of  Ameri- 
can flour  were  imported  into  the  Domin- 
ion, upon  which  $129,000  was  paid  in 
duty. 

Duty  on  American  fruits  and  vegeta- 
bles will  be  reimposed,  and  increased  on 
boots  and  shoes,  pork,  beef  and  fresh 
meat-B.  A  step  will  be  taken  to  secure 
the  abolition  of  the  export  duty  on 
pine  logs  shipped   to  the  United  States.

The  Governor  Finally  Get»  to   Iliit  AddreM 
to  tile  Lei;iMlature. 

Des  Moinks,  Feb.  17. — In  the  inaugu- 
ral address,  which  the  newly-elected 
democratic  governor  Boies  delivered 
this  afternoon,  he  procaeded  to  take  up 
one  by  one  the  most  important  public 
questions  agitating  the*jjeople  af  Iowa, 
discussing  them  at  great  length. 

Concerning  the  railway  situation  he 
said:  "Prior  to  our  present  laws,  the 
purchaser  of  transportation  was  at  the 
merCy  of  the  railway  companies.  They 
abused  their  power,'  and  to  gain  great 
dividends,  individual  and  public  rights 
were  «like  sacrificed."  Coming  to  the 
question  of  prohibition,  the  governor 
stated  that  the  prohibitory  laws  had 
been  despised,  disregardefl  and  ignored 
in  most  of  the  large  cities  of  the 
state  from  the  day  of  its  birth  to  the 
present  time,  and  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  as  a  ueverage  had  not  been  di- 
minished. Millions  and  millions  of  the 
capital  of  citizens  had  beea  invested  in 
business,  and  then  had  been  wiped  out 
without  one  effort  to  compensate  those 
who  were  ruined  tdereby.  Wherever 
the  law  had  been  enforced  owners  had 
been  impoverished.  In  his  judgment 
the  chief  obstacle  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  law  lay  in  the  fact  that  it  was  a  cruel 
violation  of  one  of  the  most  valuable  of 
human  rights. 

It  was  impossible  to  read  the  platform 
of  the  resi)ective  parties  without  reach- 
ing the  conclusion  that  no  political 
issue  was  ever  more  clearly  defined, 
more  thoroughly  discussed  and  better 
understood  by  the  masses  than  that  re- 
lating to  this  question.  In  the  campaign 
which  preceded  the  last  election  the 
people  of  Iowa  had,  through  the  only 
medium  known  to  them  for  settling 
political  issues,  passed  judgment  on  this 
question.  They  were,  therefore,  bound 
in  honor  to  furnish  for  those  localities 
desiring  it  a  most  carefully  framed 
license  law.  The  greatest  care  should 
be  taken,  of  course,  to  keep  the  tratlic 
out  of  the  hands  of  improper  parties. 
What  Iowa  needed  was  practical  legis- 
lation on  the  subject;  legislation  that 
was  broad  enough  to  cover  more  than 
the  views  of  a  single  class.

COLLECTOR    MAMER    TALKS. 


UeBcril>eH     the    Method    of     Adulterating 
WhiHky  to  Meet  Competition. 

Chicago,  Feb.  27.— Collector  Mamer 
has  seized  a  number  of  barrels  of 
whisky  selected  from  various  houses 
doing  a  wholesale  whisky  business  here, 
and  the  peculiar  methods  they  have  been 
following  to  meet  competition  in  trade, 
have  at  least  an  element  of  novelty.  The 
collector  said: 

"My  attention  to  this  department  was 
called  to  the  fact  that  a  good  deal  of 
whisky  was  being  sold  by  certain  firms 
at  a  figure  even  below  tax  cost.  After  a 
careful  investigation  we  djscovered  that 
a  number  of  dealers  are  in  the  habit  of 
reducing  the  proof  standard  of  whisky 
and  selling  it  to  their  customers  fully  20 
per  cent  below  the  proof  guaranteed  by 
the  United  States  certificate.  After  the 
whisky  is  guaged  and  the  proof  found  to 
be  a  certain  standard,  20  or  'JO  per  cent 
of  it  is  withdrawn  from  the  barrels 
which  are  then  tilled  up  with  water.  The 
guager's  certificate  thus  states  that  the 
whisky  is  of  a  certain  standard  when  in 
fact  it  is  adulterated,  the  government 
stamp  thus  aiding  very  considerably  in 
the  perpetration  of  fraud  on  customers. 
We  have  seized  a  number  of  barrels  thus 
adulterated  and  have  forwarded  them  to 
Washington  with  a  detailed  report  of 
the  whole  matter.  Parties  interested 
have  been  up  here  to  see  me  and  claim 
that  the  practice  is  generally  followed 
and  is  necessary  in  consequence  of  the 
keen  compe^tition  in  the  whisky    trade."

The 
scene  which  presented  itself  was  decid- 
edly interesting.  An  able  bodied  French 
lady,  Mrs.  La  Framberz,  was  belaboring 
the  cjhief  translator  in  a  very  vigorous 
manner.  It  transpires  later  on  that  the 
casus  belli  was  Mr.  Demerz'e  alleged  se- 
duction of  the  lady's  daughter. 

Settlers  who  have  taken  claims  along 
White  river  in  the  newly-opened  Sioux 
reservation  all  bring  favorable  reports. 
A  number  of  persons  have  taken  claims 
on  Medicine  creek,  where  the  land  is 
also  reported  to  be  good. 

The  house  committee  on  territories 
authorized  a  favorable  report  on  the  bill 
to  provide  for  the  admission  of  the  state 
of  Idaho.  The  bill  appropriates  825,000 
for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  con- 
stitutional convention  held  in  July,  1889, 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  constitu- 
tion.

No  Delay  Necessary. 
Washincton,  Feb.  27.  Officials  of  the 
Indian  bureau  are  of  the  opinion  that 
there  need  be  no  great  delay  in  opening 
the  ceded  Indian  lands  in  Minnesota,  be- 
cause of  the  provision  in  the  bill  allow- 
ing the  Indians  to  make  selections  on 
the  reservations  where  they  now  live. 
The  first  impression  was  that  it  would 
be  necessarj'  to  survey  all  the  reserva- 
tion lands,  but  as  the  contract  with  the 
Indians  cedes  about  seven-eighths 
of  the  Red  lake  reservation,  it  is  thought 
that  it  will  only  be  necessary 
to  survey  the  part  which  will  remain  a 
reservation  and  the  Indians  may  make 
their  selections,  and  then  the  approval 
of  the  President  need  no  longer  be  with- 
held. The  bill  appropriated  $150,000  for 
surveys  and  other  expenses,  and  tliis 
sum  is  available.

"The  senator  ventures  to  assert,  that 
railroadmen  were  not  able  to  give    many 
instances  where  it    would   be   unfair   to 
common    carriers  to  prohibit  them  from 
char^'ing  more  for  tiie  short  than  for  the 
loDgy  distance,  and  the  body    of  expert 
railroad  managers  will  assert  just  the 
contrary.     It  is  a  question  simply  whose 
assertion  is    to  be   taken   in  preference, 
and      that      depends     on     the   weight 
of  evidence  actually  adduced.   The  sena- 
tor cannot  fa.rly    expect  to    be  accepted 
as  judge,  jury  and  executioner  is  his  own 
case,  and  his  verdict    as  to   what  is    fair 
and  unfair  does  not  settle  the  question 
by  any  means.    That  farmers    generally 
have  been  benefittetl  by   the  enactment 
of  this  suort  haul  clause  we    do  not    be- 
lieve, and  the  general  complaint    which 
has  recently  been    raised    by    Nebraska 
farmers,  as  one  signal  example,   is  clear 
evidence  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  oper- 
ation of  that  clause  and  disappointment 
at  its    failure    to    secure  the   imagined 
benefits  to  agricultural  districts. 

The  rejoinder  is  made  by  this  com- 
plaint by  Senator  Cullom  that  freights 
between  Missouri  river  points  and  Chi- 
cago have  generally  fallen  since 
188.5,  which  nobody  will  deny, 
any  more  than  that  such  freights 
have  fallen  bravely  in  the  decade  from 
1875  to  1S6.5.  That  the  passage  of  the 
interetate  commerce  law  has  had 
anything  to  do  with  accelerating 
the  more  recent  fall  there 
IS  no  substantial  reason  to 
suppose,  and  the  conclusion  of  Senator 
Cullom  will  be  satisfactory  to  few  be- 
side himself.  The  main  controlling  fac- 
tors in  reducing  rates  are  competition 
and  progressive  railway  management, 
giving  producers  the  lion's  share  of  the 
savings  effected  bj  modern  advances  in 
cheapening  the  cost  of  hauling  and 
railway  conduct. 

On  o  e  point  we  fully  agree  with  Sen- 
ator Cullom.     '-Tne  long  and  short  haul 
provision    of    the    act,"    he    says,    "if 
it     should     turn      out      to      be      an 
inquiry    to    the  people  of    the  far  West, 
would  for     the    same     reason    operate 
against  those  of  the  East,  for   while  the 
farmer  seeks  to  get  his  product  to   mar- 
ket in  the  East,  thereby  requiring  a  long 
haul  for  his  corn,  wheat,  beef    and  pork, 
the  manufacturer  of  steel   rails   and  the 
merchant  with  his  stock  of  goods  both 
desire  to  supply    the    demand    for  such 
products  in    the    far    West,    so    that  it 
Would  seem  that    the  interest  of  both  is 
the  same  in  that  regard."    That    is    ex- 
actly what  we  think.      The    interest  of 
both  Wesl^nd  East  in  the  matter  of  ob- 
taining the  cheapest    through    rates  at- 
tainable is    substantially    identical,  and 
the  competition  of  the    great    transcon- 
tinental lines  in  moving  crops  to  the  sea- 
board and  securing    freight    enough    to 
fill  their    return    cars    ensures    bottom 
rates    for  both    West    and    East    more 
thoroughly  and  naturally  and    certainly 
than  any  arbitrary  law  regulating    rates 
can    possibly    do.     If    there    are    over- 
charges anywhere  for  short  line  hauling, 
let  every  state  see  to  the  just  protection 
of  its  own  citizens  and  enforce  laws  for 
their  protection  far    more    quickly    and 
certainly  than  the   interstate  commerce 
commission  or  the  national  government 
can  ever  do. 


missioners  are  to  meet  in  Chicago,  adopt 
rules  and  appoint  officera  At  their  tirst 
meeting  they  are  to  open  books  for  sub- 
scription to  the  capital  stock,  and  to 
set  the  wheels  in  motion.  The  sharehold- 
ers appear  to  be  entitled  to  elect  officers 
after  the  tirst  year,  but  this  provision  is 
by  no  means  clear.  The  life  of  the  cor- 
poration is  limited  to  18DS.  The  limit  of 
capital  is  3110,000,000,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  §10  each,  and  as  part  subscrip- 
tion may  be  accepted  the  supposititious 
iJ5,00(),U00  subscription  alreaJy  made  in 
Chicago.  The  commission  cannot  act 
until  it  shall  have  received  G  per  cent  of 
a  subscription  of  So,000,000.  It  has  author- 
ity to  issue  bonds,  but  the  United  States 
holds  national  credit  and  responsibility 
clear  of  entanglement  under  any  cir- 
cumstances save  two.  These  are  autho- 
rity to  expend  iJ100,000  for  all  purposes 
connected  with  the  admission  of  foreign 
goods  to  the  exposition  and  an  appropri- 
ation of  $l,r)LK),OUO  to  make  an  exhibit 
from  the  Smithsonian  institution,  the 
national  museum,  and  the  life-saving 
stations.  The  commission's  program  for 
the  exposition  must  be  submitted  to  con- 
gress. And  when  the  project  is  fully 
under  way  the  President  is  to  iLivite  the 
co-operation  of  foreign  governments.

New  Lumber  Rate  to  the 
Lets   Out   Chicago; 
Notes.

That  Duluth  has  another  line  to  the 
seaboard  that  cuts  down  all  previous 
records  of  distance  to  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  seems  to  be  a  fact,  and  it  is 
a  fact  of  very  considerable  importance 
to  this  city  and  the  Northwest. 

Herbert  Sheridan,  a>fent  of  the  Flint 
&  Pero  Marquette,  a  road  whose  inten- 
tions in  the  way  of  increased  efficiency 
and  shorter  time  service  has  been 
briefly  referred  to  in  The  Herald,  is  in 
Duluth  today  looking  up  matters  in  con- 
nection with  the  Omaha  road.  Mr. 
Sheridan  has  with  him  several  of  those 
peculiarly  constructed  maps  that  show 
a  bias  to  be  a  straight  edge  and  that 
conclusively  prove  the  lines  put  inmourn- 
ini?  are  always  surveyed  with  a  rule 
and  a  spyglass.  But  a  rule 
laid  on  an  unbiassed  map  shows  the 
Flint  Jc  Pere  Marquette  and  connections 
to  have  an  almost  unbroken  air  line 
from  the  center  of  Mmnesota.  across 
Wisconsin  and  Lake  Michigan,  to  Port 
Huron,  Butfalo  and  thence  to  New  York 
via  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  A  West- 
ern. 

"Our  road  has  always  aimed  some 
time  to  control  or  be  part  of  a  short  line 
through,"  said  Mr.  Sheridan,  "and  in 
furtherance  of  this  project  it  a  few 
months  ago  bought  a  narrow  guage  road 
from  Saginaw  to  Port  Huron.  This  has 
now  been  widened  and  we  have  for  a 
few  weeks  been  using  it  as  our  main 
line.  Then  we  have  established  another 
passenger  and  freight  line  of  boats  across 
Lake  Michigan  from  Ludington  tu  Man- 
itowoc, on  the  direct  route  to  the  North- 
west. We  are  already  doing  a  big 
freight  traffic  and  e.xpect  to  soon  get 
into  the  passenger  trade. 

"As  to  Duluth,  we  have  very  close 
affiliations  with  the  Omaha  and  will 
soon  have  cl'jser.  We  shall  get  into  this 
city  by  a  run  of  12t>8  miles  from  New 
York  city  over  the  foUowiLg  lines: 
Duluth  to  Merrillan,  Wis.,  the  Omaha; 
Merrillan  to  New  London,  the  Green 
Bay,  Winona  &  St.  Peter;  New  London 
to  Manitowoc,  the  Milwaukee  &  Lake 
Shore;  Manitowoc  to  Port  Huron,  our 
own  line;  Huron  to  Buffalo,  the  Grand 
Trunk;  Buffalo  to  New  York,  the  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  &  Western.  .\s  yet 
we  are  not  running  through  trains  or 
through  sleej)ers,  but  we  will  soon  do  so 
and  shall  make  a  rustle  for  the  traffic. 

"We  have  a  ditferential  and  the  short- 
est line,  and  intend  to  push  business."

RATES     TO    THE     EAST. 

Wisconsin  Liues  UlU  Oive  Their   Throu|;h 
TralHc  to  tlieCaiuidian  Fiu-itic-. 

An  important  meeting  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin committee  of  the  Western  Freight 
association  was  held  yesterday  at  the 
Milwaukee.  Lake  Shore  A-  Western 
offices  in  Milwaukee  for  the  purpose  of 
agreeing  upon  lumber  rates  to  the  East 
via  the  "Soo"  and  the  Duluth,  South 
Shore  &  Atlantic  and  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific. 

For  some  time  an  effort  has  been  made 
by  the  Wisconsin  lines  to  make  some  ar- 
rangement with  the  Chicago  and  New- 
It  ork  roads  to  meet  the  lumber  rates  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  and  its  connec- 
tions, but  the  eastern  lines 
have  steadily  refused  to  reduce 
their  proportion  of  the  through  rate. 
The  Wisconsin  committee  has  therefore 
decided  to  recommend  to  the  Westein 
association  that  a  new  lumber  tariff  be 
issued  quoting  through  rates  from  all 
points  in  northern  Wisconsin  and  Michi- 
gan to  the  East,  via  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific. 

The  proposed  rates,  if  put  in  effect, 
will  make  freight  charges  on  lumber 
from  Prentice,  Heafford,  Gaden,  Turtle 
Lake,  Cameron,  Pembine,  and  Hermans- 
viUe  to  New  Yurk  about  the  same  as 
from  Chicago,  consequently  the  result 
will  be  to  stop  all  eastern  lumber  ship- 
ments via  Chicago,  and  to  give  all  traffic 
of  that  nature  to  the  Canadian  Pacific.

MAY    DELAY        AT  I  ERS. 

The  Opening  of  Northeru  Minnenuta  Roter- 
vatluD<<  Delayed  for  a  Time. 

President  Harrison  has  discovered  a 
flaw  in  the  act  under  which  the  Chippewa 
commission  secured  signatures  at  the 
various  Minnesota  reservations  last  sum- 
mer which  will  prevent  him  from  taking 
any  action  looking  to  the  opening  of  the 
lands  for  settlement. 

Senator  Washburn  and  Congressman 
Comstock  called  on  the  President  at 
Washington  yesterday,  and  he  gave 
them  his  views,  setting  forth  the  provis- 
ion that  any  Indian  may  take  his  allot- 
ment on  the  reservation  where  he  now 
resides  prior  to  the  removal  contemplated 
in  the  act.  The  president  says  that  all 
the  reservations  will  have  to  be  surveyed 
so  that  the  Indian  may  make  his  selec- 
tion. Indians  cannot  take  allotments 
until  the  lands  are  surveyed.  This  pro- 
vision defeats  the  intention  of  the  bill. 
Senator  Washburn  thinks  that  it  would 
be  a  good  thing  to  gather  the  Indians 
at  one  place,  where  the  schools  could  be 
maintained  and  the  agent  could  look 
after  them.  Both  Messrs.  Washburn 
and  Comstock  are  searching  for  a  way 
ont  of  the  difficulty. 


Billy  McLean,  the  old  League  umpire, 
is  now  making  a  specialty  of  training 
baseball  players  at  his  gymnasium  in 
PiMladelphia. 

President  Nimick,  who  is  on  the  sched- 
ule committee,  is  making  out  a  10-club 
schedule,  and  claims  that  Spalding  and 
Sotlen  are  doing  likewise.

Berlin,  Feb.  27.— Emperor  William's 
determination  to  carry  out  his  labor 
rescripts  has  not  been  shaken  by  the 
negative  results  of  the  reichstag  elec- 
tions. He  declares  that  he  will  do  all  in 
his  i>ower,  with  the  counsel  of  the  wiseat 
experts,  to  improve  the  condition  of  the 
working  classe& 

It  is  reported  that  the  Emperor  has 
found  a  powerful  auxiliary  in  Pope  Leo, 
who  hiis  assured  him  of  his  E|>'mpathy. 
It  IS  probable  that  the  holy  father  will 
soon  issue  instructions  to  the  Catholic 
clergy  in  Germany  enjoining  upon  them 
to  assist  the  Emperor  in  the  good  work 
now  beginning. 

The  imperial  rescripts  on  the  labor 
question  are  not  believed  to  have  had  the 
effect  on  the  elections  that  has  been  rep- 
resented by  the  press.  There  was  not 
time  between  their  issue  and  the  elec- 
tion for  them  to  be  properly  understood, 
or  for  them  to  have  made  any  consider- 
able alteration  in  results.  The  socialists 
and  advanced  liberals  may  have  felt  en- 
couraged by  the  spirit  of  the  rescripts 
and  enjoyed  under  them  a  larger  meas- 
ure of  freedom  of  action  than  in  previous 
elections,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  the 
result  of  the  election  would  have  varied 
greatly  if  the  rescripts  had  not  t)een  pro- 
mulgated. The  election  was  a  purely 
political  one,  conducted  by  party  man- 
agers for  political  purposes.  The  ideas 
professed  by  the  Emperor  did  not  enter 
into  their  programs  and  made  no  alter- 
ation in  their  policy. 

The  rescripts  were  not  conceived  for 
political  purposes.  According  to  the 
government  leaders,  they  have  a  larger 
and  a  grander  scope.  They  may  yet 
have  the  effect  of  modifying  old  parties 
and  laising  new  ones,  incidentally  to  the 
accomplishment  of  that  main  object,  the 
re-adjustment  of  the  relations  of  labor 
and  capital,  the  cure  of  social  griefs  and 
the  raising  of  the  poor  man  in  the  scale 
of  society. 

It  is  impossible  to  define  as  yet  the 
ctim position  and  exact  complexion  of  the 
new  reichstag.  The  supplementarj- 
elections  must  be  looked  to  to  show  the 
balance  of  parties,  and  by  this  delicate 
arrangement  the  character  of  the  house 
is  only  to  be  determined. 

Prince  Carolath,  who  made  such  a  sen- 
sation in  the  reichstag  at  the  closing  sit- 
ting, when  he  denounced  the  govern- 
ment for  allowing  the  publication  of  a 
scurrilous  pamphlet  against  the  Em- 
press Frederick  and  Queen  Victoria, 
telegraphs  to  the  progressist  newspapers 
of  this  (iity  as  follows: 

"I  have  been  vindicated;  triumphant 
over  both  conservative  and  socialist  op- 
ponents.    I  am  now  a  liberal."

Uuluth. 

Minneapolis,  Feb.  28.  —  [SpeciaLJ — 
The  TribuQe-Star  will  say  today  that  J. 
J.  Hill  of  the  Great  Northern  road  is 
said  to  be  nursing  a  big  scheme  which 
will  astonish  the  railway  world-  The 
scheme  is  a  line  from  Anaconda,  Mont., 
in  almost  a  direct  line  to  San  Francisco. 
For  some  time  surveyors  for  the  Great 
Northern  have  been  working  westward 
from  Anaconda.  They  are  reported  to 
have  discovered  a  pass  through  the 
Rocky  mountains  near  the  source  of 
Marys  Fork.  It  is  also  claimed  that 
San  Francisco  business  n.en  have  made 
big  otifers  to  Hill  and  that  the  line  will 
be  short.

—Secretary  Win- 
dom  has  directed  a  lease  to  be  made 
with  the  North  American  Commercial 
company,  New  York  and  San  Francisco, 
I.  Lieber,  president,  for  the  exclusive 
privilege  of  taking  fur  seals  upon  the  Is- 
lands of  St.  Paul  and  St.  George,  Alaska, 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years  from  May  1. 
This  company  seat  in  three  bids,  and 
it  is  not  yet  known  which  was  accepted. 
They  were  as  follows:  First,  S.>j,2W 
rental,  82  revenue  tax,  $3.75  bonus  for 
each  seal  skin,  and  a  request  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  promise  not  to  restrict  to  a 
catch  of  less  than  100,000  a  year  after  the 
tirst  year.  Or  they  are  willing  to  pay,  in 
addition  to  the  rental  and  revenue  tax, 
i.j  per  cent  of  all  receirjts  from  the  sale 
of  seal  sk  ns.  This,  they  said,  would  net 
the  government  at  least  88  a  skin.  Or, 
as  a  second  alternative,  they  offer  to  pay 
10  per  cent  more  than  any  other  bidder. 
I.  Lieber  signed  the  bid. 

Second;  bid  number  eleven,  offering 
to  pay  8«JO,000  rental,  82  revenue  tax, 
87.02^2  bonus  and  50  cents  a  gallon  for 
oil. 

Third;  bid  number  twelve,  terms,  i5r)7,- 
100  rental,  62  revenue  tax,  g8.25  bonus 
and  50  cents  a  gallon  for  oil. 

The  o'd  lessee,  the  Alaska  Commercial 
(.•onipany,  bid  §50,0W  as  annual  rental, 
§2  tax,  §4.50  bonus  and  twenty-five  cents 
a  skin  for  the  comfort  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  islands.  They  offered  to  run 
a  mail  service  from  Sitka  to  Kodiak  dur- 
ing four  months  of  the  year.  The  bid 
stated  that  the  United  States  would  be 
in  receipt  of  J875,U00  a  year  if  the  -oni- 
pany should  receive  the  contract. 

Under  the  old  lease,  which  ran  from 
May  1,  1870,  the  United  States  guaran- 
teed the  lessee  the  exclusive  right  of  tak- 
ing fur  seals  in  the  Pribylov  islands  for 
twenty  years.  The  lessee  was  permitted 
to  kill  100,000  seals  per  annum  and  was 
prohibited  from  killing  any  female  seal 
or  any  of  a  less  age  than  one  year,  and 
from  killing  any  at  any  tjme  other  than 
June,  July,  September  and  Octot)er,  and 
further  from  killing  by  firearms  or  any 
means  tending  to  drive  the  animals 
from  the  islands,  and  lastly  from  killing 
any  seal  in  the  water  or  on  the  beaches, 
cliffs  or  rocks  where  the  animals  are  ac- 
customed to  haul  up  from  the  sea. 

The  lessee  paid  a  rental  of  S55,000  a 
year  and  a  tax  of  82.G21.2  per  skin;  fur- 
nished the  inhabitants  of  the  islands, 
22(.i0  dried  salmon  aunually,  GO  cords  of 
wood,  salt,  barrels  to  preserve  seal  meat, 
and  to  maintain  a  school  eight  months 
in  the  year.  In  the  twenty  years  the 
government  lias  received  nearly  89,000,- 
000    The  cost  of  Alaska  was  87,500,000. 

The  new  contract  of  lease  provides 
that  but  00,000  shall  be  taken  yearly  and 
that  the  company  shall  establish  more 
schools.  In  other  respects  it  does  not 
differ  from  the  old  arrangement. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  sealers, 
there  have  been  a  large  number  of  plun 
dering  poachers.  Many  of  them  in  the 
direct  employ  of  the  old  Alaska  mo- 
nopoly. This  will  be  guarded  against. 
The  poacher  stands  otT  to  sea  in  his 
schooner  and  watches  for  the  seals  as 
they  swim  to  feeding  ground.  The  seal 
swims  near  the  surface  and  as  he  ap- 
pears to  breathe  from  time  to  time, 
crack  goes  the  poacher's  rifle.  If  the 
animal  is  hit  in  a  vital  part  and  dies  at 
ance,  he  floats  on  the  surface  and  is  gen- 
erally recovered.  If,  on  the  contrary  the 
seal  is  only  wounded  he  at  once  dives  to 
the  bottom  and  is  seen  no  more.  It  has 
been  proven  that  only  one  seal  out  of 
every  seven  shot  by  these  marauders  is 
ever  recovered.

FORGED   ENDORSEMENTS. 

A  WiM-otirtin  Finn  I'liat  Kept  OoocI  NaiueN 
ou  Itj>  I'aper. 

L.A  Crosse,  Wis.,  Feb.  28.  -When  the 
affairs  of  J.  Semsch  &  Bro.,  crockery 
dealers,  who  failed  last  fall,  came  up  in 
court  today,  the  most  astounding  series 
of  forgeries  was  disclosed.  Certain  par- 
ties had  endorsed  tl>e  firm's  paper  from 
time  to  time  and  after  the  endorsers  had 
generally  given  one  or  two  renewals, 
their  names  were  forged  as  sureties  over 
and  over  again.  How  many  times  this 
has  been  done  is  not  known,  but  of 
eleven  notes  in  the  La  Crosse  National 
bank,  seven  are  forgeries. 

Only  a  few  days  before  the  failure,  an 
agent  of  a  Philadelphia  firm  was  here  to 
secure  the  settlement  of  an  old  account 
and  received  nine  notes  on  which  the 
name  of  Mr.  Semsch's  father-in-law  was 
forged.  It  was  the  discovery  of  this 
that  caused  the  attachment. 

Mr.  Semsch  has  lived  economically  and 
not  squandered  a  penny  so  far  as  can  be 
learned.  The  forgeries  had  been  to  lx>l- 
ster  up  a  losing  business  iu  hope  of  bet- 
ter times. 


Commodore  Inman  has  traded  the

16  feet,  depth  8  feet.  The  boat  is  much 
more  powerful  than  the  Record,  the 
present  head  of  the  fieet,  having  two  in- 
ches larger  cylinder.  She  has  also  a 
new  Scotch  steel  boiler  with 
a  licensed  steam  pressure  of  125 
pounds  and  will  l>e  here  the  first  thing 
in  the  spring,  taking  her  just  place  as 
head  of  the  Inman  tleet. 

The  commodore  has  also  closed  a  sea- 
eon  contract  for  the  towing  and  handling 
of  vessels  through  the  Sault  locks  witli 
Capt.  Alex  AlcDougall  and  several 
other  leading  vessel  agents  and 
lines.  Two  powerful  tugs  are 
by  the  terms  of  the  con- 
ti  act,  compelled  to  be  there  night  and 
d  ly,  and  not  to  engage  in  any  other  busi- 
ness whatever.  Capt.  W.  B.  Harrow 
will  be  manager  at  the  Sault. 

The  largest  steam  pump  on  the  lake 
is  now  on  the  way  here.  It  will  form 
one  of  a  number  of  pumps  of  different 
sizes  which  will  be  a  part  of  Inman's 
wrecking  outfit,  which  will  be  one  of  the 
most  complete  on  any  lake.  The  pump 
now  on  the  way  is  a  twelve-inch  Jos.  Ed- 
ward's make  and  will  bring  up  anything 
from  a  needle  to  a  cook  stove. 

The  commodore,  at  the  earnest  solici- 
tation of  leading  vesselmen,  has  made 
these  important  changes  and  departures, 
(that  of  the  Sault  towing  being  the  most 
notable  one,  and  hereafter  will  have 
nothing  to  do  with  ariy  class  of  passen- 
ger or  excursion  work,but  will  devote  all 
his  time  to  vessel  and  dredge  towing 
and  wrecking  work.

Athens.  Ga.,  Feb.  28.— Brown  Wash- 
ington, the  negro  who  was  arrested  for 
criminally  assaulting  and  murdering  the 
little  U-year-old  niece  of  Alfred  Horton, 
confessed  his  crime  when  taken  before 
the  coroner's  jury  yesterday  afternoon.

A  crowd 
carried  the  doomed  negro  down  the  rail- 
road track  one  and  a  half  miles  towards 
Augusta,  and  told  him  to  prepare  for 
death.  Tney  placed  a  rope  around  his 
neck  and  swung  him  up  to  a  telegraph 
pole.  Revolvers  in  the  crowd  were  dis- 
charged rapidly  and  the  negro's  body 
riddled  with  bullets.

la  the   Most  the  Sault   1  aual   can    Hope  for 
Thl»  Year. 

Washington,  Feb.  28.-  The  measure 
which  seeks  an  approprmti'm  of  85,000,000 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Sault  canal 
and  Hay  lake  channel,  will  be  killed  be- 
fore it  ever  reaches  the  floor  of  the  lower 
house  in  the  national  congress.  The  in- 
dications at  the  present  time  point  to  no 
other  outcome. 

The  bill  has  been  cleverly  handled  by 
the  Northwestern  memtors  whose  inter- 
ests are  bound  up  in  its  passage.  Sen- 
ator Davis  made  such  a  brilliant  pre- 
sentation of  the  measure  in  the  senate, 
and  Senator  Washburn  handled  it  so 
clever  ly  after  it  went  into  the  commerce 
committee  room,  that  there  is  no  doubt 
of  its  passage  in  the  senate.  But  the 
rub  is  to  come  in  the  lower  branch  as 
usual.  The  house  committee  on  rivers 
and  harbors  will  probably  kill  the  bill 
when  it  reaches  that  committee  room 
for  final  action.  So  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  is  little  chance  of  its  reaching  the 
floor  of  the  house. 

The  Northwestern  members  of  the 
lower  house,  however,  will  make  uu  en- 
ergetic fight  before  the  committee  in 
hoiMJS  of  securing  a  favorable  report. 
They  will  be  aided  by  Senators  Wash- 
burn and  Davis.  Col.  Graves  of  Duluth, 
and  a  host  of  other  clever  Northwi>stern 
wire-pullers,  and  the  ouleoiue  iiia>  be  a 
compromise.  By  this  is  meant  th  it  the 
river  and  harbor  committee  will  insist 
on  defeating  tiie  appropriation  sc  leme, 
but  in  lieu  thereof  will  give  the  S;  ult  a 
big  appropriation  in  the  regular  river 
and  harbor  bill. 

It  is  hoped  that  at  least  82,(kX),0<>.)  can 
be  secured  in  this  manner  this  s  <ason. 
If  this  can  be  done  the  work  of  im;)rove- 
ment  can  be  carried  on  during  th«i  com- 
ing summer.  It  is  practically  coi  c;eded 
that  82,OO0,0(X)  will  cany  out  all  the  im- 
provements that  can  be  accomplished  on 
the  Sault  in  one  season.  If  ttii»  t2,000,- 
000  or  83,000,000  appropriati..n  c.in  be 
secured  this  season  there  is  ev^'i  y  reason 
to  believe  that  the  remainder  can  be 
crowded  into  the  harbir  bill  next  year. 
The  passage  of  the  special  appropriation 
bill  in  the  senate  this  winter  will  be 
used  as  a  lever  to  got  a  big  lump  sum  in 
the  regular  river  and  harbor  bill.  The 
Sauit  scheme  will  not  meet  utter  failure 
this  year  in  any  event.

BAD    ON    CREDITORS. 

Unnecessary  Cost  of  Insolvency  to  the  Poor 

Creditors. 

Chicago,  Feb.  28.— The  beauty  of  law 
as  it  affects  the  creditors  of  insolvent 
estates  receives  an  apt  illustration  in  the 
case  of  the  Deimeis  Bros.,  the  great  fur- 
niture house  that  failed  over  a  month 
ago,  with  liabilities  of  over  half  a  mil- 
lion, to  creditors  mostly  in  New  York 
and  the  East.  According  to  a  statement 
just  filed  in  court  the  assets  are  being 
eaten  into  on  the  following  elaborate 
scale: 

xMaster  in  chancery,  S40  daily;  ^two 
attorneys  for  the  receiver,  $175;  the  re- 
ceiver for  the  Deimeis,  §«)5;  one  book- 
keeper, ^50;  receiver  for  American  Par- 
lor Frame  company,  a  side  concern,  67.5;

This  makes  a  totil  of  1600,  but  there 
are  other  contingent  expenses  which 
bring  the  total  cost  of  "managing"  the 
insolvent  estate  up  to  872.>  per  day.

A  SOCIETY  YOUNG  MAN, 

But  His   Nose   Wait  Tweiiked   and  lie   8hot 
the  Tweaker. 

Washington,  Feb.  28. — In  the  shadow 
of  the  house  at    1:10  p.  m.,  ex-Congr^s 
man  Taulbee  was  shot  through  the  head 
by  Charles  Kincaid,  correspondent  of  the 
Louisville  Times. 

Both  men  are  Kentuckians,  and  the 
trouble  was  caused  by  the  e.x-congress- 
man  pulling  the  correspondent's  nose  for 
publishing  certain  statements  in  regard 
to  him.  The  shooting  occurred  just  out- 
side the  capital,  near  the  southeastern 
entrance  to  the  building.  Taulbee  was 
shot  m  the  head,  but  it  is  not  known  yet 
how  serious  a  wound  was  infiicted.  Kin- 
caid is  a  slight  built,  inoffensive  looking 
man  of  about  3,^  years  of  age.  He  was 
formerly  judge  in  one  of  the  Louisville 
courts,  and  his  family  is  one  of  the  best 
known  in  Kentucky.  He  has  a  wide 
acquaintance  in  social  circles  here,  and 
has  spent  considerable  of  his  time  in  at- 
tending receptions,  parties  and  other 
society  events. 

Ex-Congressman  Taulbee  came  from 
one  of  the  mountain  districts  of  Ken- 
tucky. He  is  39  years  old,  of  tall  figure, 
with  a  frame  sinewy  and  strong.  He 
soon  became  known  in  the  house  as  a 
ready  talker,  and  was  more  frequently 
on  his  feeD  than  any  other  young  mem- 
ber. He  had  an  immensely  powerful 
voice,  and  in  the  tumult  which  some- 
times occurred,  it  could  always  be  heard. 

Kincaid  was  arrested  by  Otlicer  Bryan 
and  lodged  in  New  Jersey  avenue  p<3lice 
station,  where  he  is  charge<l  with  assault 
with  intent  to  kill.

A  BAD   COLLISION. 

A  PaHfteneer  Train    in    u    Thick    Fog    Col- 
lideH  With  a   KreiKht. 

Indianai'oli.s,  Feb.  28. —A  Big  Four 
passenger  train  due  here  Thursday  night 
at  10:45  from  Cincinnati,  collided  with  a 
freight  at  "Nigger  Hill,"  east  of  this 
city.  The  passenger  was  running  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed,  making  up  time.  The 
freight  was  standing  on  the  main  track, 
and  on  account  of  the  dense  fog  was  not 
S£>en  by  the  engineer  of  the  passenger 
until  he  was  within  a  few  rods  of  it.  He 
reversed  his  engine,  but  it  was  too  late, 
and  both  he  and  the  fireman  jumped. 

The  train  dashed  on  notwithstanding 
the  reverted  lever,  and  crashed  into  the 
freight.  The  engine  was  badly  demol- 
ished and  made  unfit  for  use,  while  the 
wreck  of  the  freight  cars  was  total.  The 
terrible  shock  awakened  the  sleeping 
piissengers  and  for  a  few  moments 
pandemonium  reigned.  The  force  of  the 
collision  derailed  several  cars  of  the 
freight  train  and  delayed  the  arrival  of 
the  passenger  until  -1  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. 

Fireman  Dillingham  was  the  only  per- 
son injured,  he  having  been  hurt  in  the 
jump.  His  back  and  wrist  were  badly 
sprained,  but  it  is  thought  he  is  not  in- 
jured seriously.

B1R.MINOUA.M,  Ala.,  Feb.  27.— Richard 
Hawes,  the  wife  murderer,  was  hanged 
at  12:30.  His  neck  was  broken  by  the 
fall.  He  stated  on  the  gallows  that  John 
Wyley  did  the  killing  and  was  paid  §200 
by  him  for  his  services. 

Hawes  murdered  his  wife  and  two 
daughters,  drowning  them  in  an  arti- 
ficial lake  near  Birminghaiji  in  Decem- 
ber, 1888.  Two  days  after  the  com- 
lission  of  the  crime  he  married  a  young 
t;irl  named  Story  of  Columbus,  Miss., 
and  was  on  his  wedding  tour  when 
arrested,  .\ttempt8  made  to  lynch  him 
resulted  in  a  riot,  the  sheriff  and  his 
posse  firing  into  the  mob  and  killing 
twelve  citizens.  He  was  sentenced  to 
death.

Boston,  Feb.  28, — Representatives  of 
160  granite  concerns  of  New  England, 
covering  the  entire  area  from  eastern 
Maine  to  western  Connecticut,  who  have 
been  in  secret  session  for  the  past  two 
days,  have  formed  an  organization  to  be 
known  as  the  Granite  Manufacturers 
association  of  New  England.

men.

THE  REAL  CONTEST. 
Our  Washington  despatches    and  let- 
tens  are  to  the  effect  that   the  real  con- 
teat  over  the  appropriation  for    the  im- 
provement of  the  Sault  canal   and  Hay 
lake  channel  will  be  in  the  lower  house, 
and  that  the  hearty  and  active  effort  of 
all  interested  ia  called  for  to    secure   its 
passage  even  in   a  modified    form.    The 
bugbear  of  a  deticit  will  be  held  up  by  the 
democratic  side  of  the  house  persistently 
and  shaken  for  all  it  is   worth    to   rattle 
the  country  and  demoralize    the    house. 
Dedcit  or  no  deticit,  there  should  be  no 
question  in  the  minds  of    rational  men, 
alive  to    the    needs    of     the     country, 
of  providing  adequately  for    its   actual 
requirements,  and  we  know    nothing  of 
more  far-reachmg  importance  than   the 
great    northern    lake    highway  of  com- 
merce.   Scrimping   the    needful    allow- 
ance for  the  most  effective  prosecution 
of  wo'k  at  the    Sault    or    dilly-dallying 
over  it,  or  fooling  of  any  kind   is    wholly 
unworthy  of  a    representative    congress 
and  should  be  denounced  in  the  plainest 
and  sharpest  terms  by  every  voice  of  the 
people. 

The  senate,  as  we  are  glad  to  be  as- 
sured, is  fully  awake  to  the  importance 
of  prompt  and  adequate  action  thanks 
to  the  united  efforts  of  the  commercial 
bodies  of  the  North,  the  lead- 
ing representative  newspapers,  and 
the  direct  effective  appeals 

of  our    Minnesota    senators    and     their 
able  adjutants.    There   now    seems  no 
doubt  of  the  grant  of  the  appropriation 
called  for  practicall>-  in  full  by  the  sen- 
ate, but  the  house  committee    on  rivers 
and  harbors  is   already   kicking    at    the 
size  of  the  appropriation  and  its    special 
character,    and    the    best    that  can   be 
hoped  from  this  committee  is  the    sup- 
port of  a  considerable  aJlowance    in  the 
regular  river  and  harbor    bill.    The    ad- 
vocates of  the  special  appropriation   bill 
admit  that  it  is  an  exception  uj  common 
practice,  but  hold  with  undeniable  force 
that  the  case  is  one  that    properly    calls 
for  the   exception    and  that  when  such 
immense  interests  are    bound  up  in  it, 
the  exception  is    rightfully    to    be  pre- 
ferred to  the  rule. 

We  hope  for  the  beat,  and  cling  to  the 
chance  that  the  house    committee    may 
yet  come  round  to  the  clear  sighted  and 
progressive  position  of  the  senate,  but  if 
that  chance    fails,    it    is   obviously  the 
proper  thing  to  do  to  bring  every    legiti- 
mate influence  to  bear  upon   the    house 
committee  on  rivers  and  harbors  and  the 
house  itself  to  forward    a  just    and  gen- 
eral appreciation  of  the  extraordinary  im- 
portance of  the  work  at    the    Sault  and 
the  imperative  call    for    its  prosecution 
without  an  hour  of    needless    delay    for 
lack   of   authorization    or   funds.

Porter  Not  Generous    to    This 

Big   District,    Progress 

of  Work. 


Lively 
End; 


Blaze    at    The    West 
Work    at    The

Superintendent  Porter  of  the  national 
ceusus    seems    disponed    to    be     rather 
economical  in    his  treatment  of    Duluth 
and  the  Northwest.     A  few  days  ago  W. 
H.  H.  Johnson,  supervisor    in  this  dis- 
trict, called  upon  him  in  Washington   in 
l)ehalf  of    himself    and  E.  J.  Davenport, 
suiiervisor  of   the    Minneapolis  district. 
The  work  to  l>e  done  in  the  two  districts 
WHS    pretty    thoroughly    discussed,  the 
diUiculties  of  the  count  and  the  meager- 
ness  cf  the  compensation  being  tne  prin- 
cipal points  discusseil. 

One  difficulty  is  that  the  compensation 
of  J1lK>0    to    the    supiervisors   is   rather 
meager  when  it  is    considered    that   the 
work  will  L)egin    April    1    and    not  end 
until    Nov.    1.     Superintendent    Porter 
said  that  each  suj^ierviaor  would  have  to 
pay    his    own    traveling    expenses   and 
clerk  hire  except  :n  extraordinarv  cases. 
Mr.    Davenport    has    a    lar^e    district, 
extending  from  St.  Paul  to  Duluth    and 
beyond  to  the  boundary  of  the  state.    To 
divide  this  territory    to    advantage    the 
supervisor  must  go  over  the  whole  terri- 
tory personally— a  proceeding   that   will 
entail  considerable    e.xpense    which   he 
must  pay    out    of    his   own    ailo.vance. 
Superiutendent  Porter    said    he    recog- 
nized that   in    districts    like    these    the 
work  would  bo  ditfijult,    owing    to  the 
fact  that   the  district    includes    several 
go<xi-sized  cities  and  whole    counties  of 
farming     communities,     but    that    the 
bureau  could  allow  extra  clerks  only   in 
very    exceptional    cases.      He    did    not 
think  he  could  do  so  in    anv    Minnesota 
district. 

The  enumerator  districts  in  thickly 
populated  localities  will  be  maile  to  in- 
clude from  •JH.K.l  to  ixW  people,  while  in 
the  thinly  populated  districts  they  would 
contain  much  less. 

At  the  last  national  census  extra  clerks 
were  allowed  for  the  statistics  of  manu- 
factures, but  the  superintendent  told 
Mr.  Johnson  that  this  would  not  be  done 
this  year,  as  in  cities  the  size  of  Duluth, 
Miuneapolis,  St.  Paul,  StilKvater,  Anoka 
and  some  others  this  would  be  attended 
to  by  special  agents  who  would  report 
directly  to  the  superintendent.  Blanks 
will  be  sent  out  to  the  sui>ervi8ors  in 
about  sixty  days,  at  which  time  the  work 
will  fairly  begin.  A  great  deal  of  the 
work  m  such  districts  as  this  can  be 
done  earlier  than  that,  as  the  districts 
can  be  subdivided  and  the  general  plan 
of  organizing  be  mapped  out,  so  that  the 
enumerators  can  be  at  once  sworn  in 
and  equipped  as  soon  as  tne  blanks  are 
received. 

The  senate  committee  on  census  has 
decided  to  report  favorably  the  Dunuell 
bill,  which  gives  enumerators  in  sparsely 
settled  districts  i:i  a  day  and  expenses, 
instead  of  *;$  to  Hi  with  no 
allowance. 


The  Jfew  Pere  Mttrquett«  MueGrowios  In 
Favor  Fast. 

In  further  corroboration  of  an  article 
that  appeared  io  The  Herald  comes  the 
followiug  from  a  Milwaukee  exchange: 

Since  the  establishment  of  the   new- 
route  between  Minneapolis  and  the  sea- 
board,  via   Manitowoc   the    Ludington, 
the  freight  business  has  increased  until 
the  steamer  F.   &   P.   M.   No.  1  can  no 
longer  handle  it  alone,  and  arrangements 
have   therefore   been   perfected  to  place 
the  steamer    Petoskey  in    the    line   to 
alternate  trips  with  her.      The  increase 
of  the  Milwaukee  business  of  the  Flint 
&,  Pere   Marquette  railway,  not  alone  in 
freight    but   in   passenger   carrying,  has 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  management  to

"I  like  John  Burns;  he  is  such  a  tine 
fellow — honest  as  the  day  in  every  sense 
of  the  word,  and  so  staunch  and  true.  I 
am  glad  to  talk  to  an  interviewer  for  the 
American  people,  for  I  love  them;  in 
fact,  had  I  not  been  elected  A  member  of 
the  London  school  board,  I  should  most 
certainly  have  visited  America  this 
year." 

"Are  you  in  favor   of    the    eight-hour 
movement,  Mrs.  Dilke?" 

"  Ves,  I  am.  That  is  a  leading  question 
just  now,  as  labor  is  a  leading  problem. 
I  think  the  trades  unions  should  settle 
the  question,  not  the  legislature.  Eight 
hours  is  quite  sufficient  for  a  day's 
manual  lab<jr.  A  man  wants  time  to 
himself  for  self-improvement,  for  home 
life.  Skilled  laborers,  however,  might 
perhaps  have  longer  hours,  since  their 
empk)yment  makes  rather  less  demands 
on  their  powers  of  physical  endurance. 
What  I  want  to  see,  however,  is  the 
trades  unions  backed  by  legislation, 
force  the  employers  to  pay  the  workmen 
WHgee  on  which  they  can  live  with  some- 
thing approaching  to  comfort,  at  a 
settled  rate,  in  accordance  with  the 
various  trades  and  the  skill  required  by 
them.  Otherwise,  I  much  prefer  action 
on  the  part  of  the  unions  to  control  on 
the  part  of  the  state."

Jay  Cooke's  plans  with  respect 
St.  Louis  river  water   power   are 
mng  to  uome  out  on  semi-official  author- 
ity. 

A  party  well  known    in    Duluth    who 
has  just  returned  from    the    East,    and 
who  had  several  lont,'    conferences   with 
Mr.  Cooke  in  regard  to  the  projected  im- 
provement up  the  river,  says  today  that 
large  and   important   improvements  are 
to  be  made  at  once.    There  has  been,  as 
is  well  known,  a    careful    and    accurate 
survey     made    of    the    falls,  and   these 
have  shown  that  the  capacity   is  100,000 
horse  power.     Ue  proposes    to    put  in  a 
big  plant  at  the  town    of    Astor,  named 
after  John  Jacob  Astor,    which    is  situ- 
ated directly  across  the  river  from  Fond 
du  Liac.     Tnis   will    consist    of    the  im- 
mense dam,  described  in  The  Herald  two 
weeks  ago,  from  which  the  coiupany  will 
transmit  power    for    Duluth    manufac- 
tures either  by  electricity  or  couipressed 
air,  and  on  which  it  proposes  also  t  J  lo- 
cate   factories.    The     latter    method  of 
transmitting  power  although  a  compar- 
atively new  system,  is  provmg  very  suc- 
cessful and  Mr.  Cooke  expresses  himself 
as  in  favor  of  it. 

All  the  way  up  the  river  townsites 
have  been  located  which  will  be  named 
after  various  manufacturing  towns  in  the 
East.  This  fact  has  already  been  pub- 
lished. That  the  power  will  be  utilized 
to  a  large  extent  in  a  very  short  apace  of 
time  will  be  readily  understood  from  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Cooke  has  lately  had  appli- 
cations from  eighty-four  different  manu- 
facturing concerns  for  power,  all  of 
whom  are  very  desirous  of  getting  sites 
on  the  St.  Louie  river. 


Th«  Navy   to  be  Made    the   Subject 
vestlKMtiou,  too. 

Washuiqton,  March  1. — The  United 
States  steamer,  Enterprise,  is  booked  to 
reach  New  York  today  from  Europe,  but 
owing  to  the  rough  weather  prevailing 
on  the  Atlantic  it  may  be  several  days 
before  she  is  reported  at  Sandy  Hook. 

Her  arrival  is  awaited  with  more  than 
usual  interest  in  naval  circles,  not  only 
because  she  bears  the  body  of  ex-Min- 
ister  Pendleton, who  died  in  Germany,  but 
because  of  the  reports  that  there  is  seri- 
ous trouble  among  the  officers  and  the 
crew. 

B.  H.  McCalla,  who  is  commander  of 
the  vessel,  is  an  exceedingly  strict  dis- 
ciplinarian, and  nearly  100  letters  from 
seamen  have  been  received  here  during 
the  past  few  months  complaining  of  bis 
brutality.  Seventy  men,  it  is  said,  have 
been  forced  to  desert  since  the  ves- 
sel left  this  country,  and 
Ensign  Kline  and  Chief  Engineer  Ent- 
whistle,  are  said  to  be  impt-iscjued  under 
the  hatches  pending  a  wurt  marshal 
after  their  arrival,  for  insulting  the 
dignity  of  the  commander.  The  offense 
of  the  latter,  it  is  said,  was  ''talking 
back  to  the  captain  while  a  reproof  was 
being  administered.'i 

It  is  also  said  that  a  seaman  is  in  the 
ship's  hospital  sutfering  from  a  sword 
wound  inflicted  by  the  captain  while  in 
a  fit  of  temjjer.  Coming  so  soon  after 
the  rebuke  given  by  the  administration 
to  the  army  martinets  in  the  Northwest, 
the  matter  will  create  a  great  amount 
of  public  attention;  and  in  the  opinion 
of  prominent  naval  officers  here.  Com- 
mander McCalla  is  likely  to  get  the  worst 
of  it.

AN  APPEAL  TO  ALL. 

The  highly  important  statement  from 
the  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce which  is  made  in  the  columns  of 
The  Herald  today  merits  the  most  care- 
ful consideration  of  every  loyal  citizen 
of  Duluth.  The  Herald  can  add  nothing 
to  Its  admirable  presentation  of  the 
work  undertaken  and  carried  through 
bytheCnamber  for  the  city,  and  the 
value  and  possibilities  of  such  an  organ- 
ization, supported  as  it  should  oe  by  the 
general  and  adequate  appreciation  of  all 
here,  should  need  no  word  of  argument. 
We  cannot  believe  that  this  rising  aod 
aspiring  city,  having  full  in  view  the 
example  and  etfort  of  every  progressive 
city  ot  the  West  in  the  maintenance  of 
like  organizations,  will  consent  to  see  i.s 
own  Cuamoer  of  Commerce  crippled  and 
falling  beniod  for  the  lack  of  tiie  hearty, 
universal  support  which  it  should  un- 
questionably command. 

It  18    not    fair,  nor    right,  nor    decent 
even,  that  the  whole   burden  of   advanc- 
ing the  interests  of  the  whole  city  in  the 
ways  open  to  the  Cnamber  of  Commerce 
should  rest  on  the  shoulders  of  a  hand- 
fal    of    public-spirited    citizens.     Their 
work  is    one  of    which    the    whole    ci  y 
reaps  the  fruit,  and  for   which  the  whole 
city  should  be  glad  to  make  the  8li.;ht 
individual  contribution   required,     xue 
cost    of      the     work     ia     but     a     tritie 
compared       with        its       signal      and 
direct      benefits      to     the      city,     and 
if  for  any  reason  it  should   be  suspendeu 
or  stopped,  few  weeks  woald  pass  before 
the  city  would  feel  the  loss  of  its  service 
and  its    well-won   prestige  in  ways  that 
would  come  home  to    the    dullest,  most 
thoughtless  and  narrow  minded  of  men. 
It  is  not,  however,  for  a    just  appreci- 
ation and  support  of   the   chamber  that 
Tne  Herald  is  now  appealing.     The  pres- 
ent question  is  not  whether  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  is    a    good    or   inditferent 
thing  to  the  city.      It    is    simply    and 
barely  a    question    of    obedience  to  the 
law.     By  the  formal  act  of  the  state  leg- 
islature which   created  the  city  charter, 
the  charter  was  amended  to  provide  for 
the  appointment  and  compensation  of  a 
railroad  commissioner.Tuere  is  no  manner 
of  doubt  that  tue  creating  body  has  the 
right  to  alter  or  amend  its  own  creation. 
The  validity  of   the  special  amendment 
in  question  has  been    passed    upon  and 
expressly  affirmed  by  the  judge  to  whom 
this  point  was  referred  by  the  consent  of 
both  plaintiff  and  defendant  in  the  ap- 
plication for  a    mandamus  to  constrain 
the  council  to  obey  the  law.    The  appli- 
cation was  denied,  it  is  true,  but  solely 
on  the  ground  that  the  ordinary  method 
of  securing  conformity  to  the    law  was 
open  to  the  plaintitf  and  to  be  preferred. 
The  law  stands  unshaken  and    plain   in 
view.     The     sole     question      for     the 
council    is    of     obedience    or    defiance 
on      a     pretext     which    a    competent 
court      ot       reference      has      declared 
to  be  unsound  and  untenable.    Will  the 
council  now  persist  in  its  refusal  to  obey 
an  affirmed  law  and  will  the  city    coun- 
tenance suoh  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  its 
representative  body?    Those  are  the  di- 
rect and  pressing  questions    of  the  day. 
We  have  here  no  material    considera- 
tions of  personal  opinion    or  preference 
or  prejudice.    It  does  not  matter  a  whit 
so  far  as  re  ards  the  duty  of  the  council 
or  the  city  whether  the    constitution   of 
the  railroad  commiesionership  by  act  of 
the  legislature  is  approved  or  not.    The 
fact  is  that   the  charter  was  amended 
and  the  commissionership  created  upon 
the  application  of  more  than  300  of  the 
representative  business  man  of    the  city 
as  recited  by  the  president  of  the  Cham- 
ber in  his  statement  today,  and  the  pro- 
posed amendment  was  further  supported 
and  endorsed  by  both  representatives  of 
Duluth  in  the  legislature.      It  is  now  a 
law,  and  the  present  commissioner  duly 
appointed  in  accordance  with   the  law. 
Now    comes    the    plain    issue,  will  the 
council  obey  the  law  or  no*,  and  will  the 
city  countenance  its  disobedience  of  the 
law  under  a  pretext  set  aside  erplicitly 
by  the  court  of  appeal?      That  is  what 
The  Hrirald  wants  to  know,  and  to  this 
issue  it  appeals  strictly.    What  will  the 
answer  be?

Over  300  years  ago  there  appeared  in 
the  public  prints  of  China  a  work  em- 
bodied in  twenty-two  thin  octavo  vol- 
umes, entitled  "A  Complete  History  of 
Gods  and  Genii." 

This  work  was  compiled  by  a  cele- 
brated Chinese  physician  and  philos- 
opher, who  had  spent  many  years  in 
collecting  material  for  it,  having  searched 
through  all  the  annals  of  his  country. 

There  are,  of  course,  hundreds  of  gods 
mentioned  in  the  book,  and  among  them 
our  own  Savior,  Jesus  Christ,  takes  a 
prominent  place,  the  physician  having 
taken  his  story  from  a  mythological 
Chinese  work  which  was  supposed  to 
have  been  written  in  China  very  early 
in  the  Christian  era. 

It  may  prove  interesting  to  the  read- 
ers of  Tne  Herald   to  read   the  Chinese 
version  of  the  coming  of  Christ,  and  it  is 
therefore    translated    literally    and    ap 
pended  below: 

"The  extreme  Western  nations  say 
that  at  the  distance  of  97,000  ly  from 
China,  a  journey  of  about  three  years, 
commences  the  border  of  Sy-Keang.  In 
that  country  there  was  formerly  a  virgin 
named  Ma  lea. 

"In  the  first  year  of  Yuen-chy,  in  the 
dynasty  Han,  a  celestial  god  reverently 
announced  to  her,  saying:  "The  Lord 
of  heaven  has  selected  thee  to  be  His 
mother."  Having  finished  his  discourse 
she  actually  conceived  and  afterwards 
bore  a  son. 

"The  mother,  filled  with  joy  aad  rever- 
ence, wrapped  him  in  a  cloth  and  placod 
him  in  a  horse's  manger.  A  tiock  of 
celestial  gods  sang  and  rejoiced  in  the 
void  space.  Forty  days  after  his  mother 
presented  him  to  the  holy  teacher  and 
named  liim  Vay-soo.  When  12  years  of 
age  he  followed  his  mother  to  worship 
in  the  holy  palace.  Returning  home 
they  lost  each  other.  After  three  days' 
search,  coming  into  the  palace,  she  saw 
Yay-soo  silting  on  an  honorable  seat, 
conversing  witu  aged  and  learned  doc- 
tors about  the  works  and  doctrines  of 
the  Lord  of  heaven.  Seeing  his  mother, 
he  was  glad,  returned  with  her  and 
served  her  with  the  utmost  filial  rever- 
ence. 

"When  30  years  of  age  he  left  his 
mother  and  teacher,  and,  traveling  in 
the  country  of  You-teh-a  taught  men  to 
do  good.  The  sacred  miracles  which  he 
wrought  were  very  numerous. 

"The  chief  families,  and  those  in  office 
in  that  country,  being  proud  and  wicked 
in  the  extreme,  envied  him  for  the  mul- 
titude of  those  who  joined  themselves  to 
him  and  planned  to  slay  him.  Among 
the  twelve  disciples  of  Yay-soo,  there 
was  a  covetous  one  named  Yu-tah-sze.

La  Prairie  is  a  new  town  at  the  pres- 
ent terminus  of  the  Dulutb  &  Winnipeg 
railroad.  It  is  located  in  sections  2!2,  23, 
•Jt).  27-5.V23  in  Itiisca  county.  La  Prairie 
18  seventy  miles  northwest  of  Cloquet 
and  about  ninty  miles  in  the  same  direc- 
tion from  Duluth.  It  is  situated  in  the 
very  center  of  a  vast  pice  forest,  alt houffh 
its  immediate  surroundings  consist  prin- 
cipally of  scattering  pines.  The  topog- 
raphy of  the  adjacent  country  is  siiijfhtly 
rolling. 

The  vilhif^f  is  situated  l)etw<>en  the 
Mississippi  aud  E'rairie  rivers,  just  above 
the  junction  of  the  two  rivers.  Prairie 
river  is  a  beautiful  clear-watered  stream 
and  runs  from  a  northerly  direction 
through  a  number  of  lakes.  It  is  toler- 
ably rapid  and  of  uniform  ttow.  the  rise 
and  fall  being  very  slight  on  account  of 
the  lakes  which  act  as  reservoirs,  hence 
the  stream  does  not  overflow  its  banks 
at  any  season.  The  Prairie  drains  an 
immense  country,  and  acts  as  carriage 
for  oO.OOO.tXX)  or  ai,(.)00,OUO  feet  of  logs 
per  year.  Even  at  this  rate,  however, 
with  the  pine  in  sight,  it  will  continue 
to  bring  down  lumber  on  this  basis  for 
thirty  years  to  come,  and  there  are  large 
tracts  of  land  tributary  to  this  stream, 
not  yet  fully  explored.  The  numerous 
lakes,  tw^o  of  which  are  within  ejisy  dis- 
tance of  the  townsite,  act  for  valuable 
storage  capacity  for  logs  for  milling  pur- 
poses. 

Then  there  are  line  chances 
for  water  power  within  the 
town  plat  which  can  be  improved  at 
slight  cost,  the  immense  volume  and 
steady  tlow  of  the  stream  ensuring  reli- 
able power. 

The  Mississippi  also  floats  between  40,- 
000,000  anil  o(,l,t>00,ax)  feet  per  year  by 
this  place  from  its  Northwestern  source. 
The  Mississippi  is  navigable  from  Ait- 
kin to  this  point,  making  this  practically 
the  head  of  navigation.  Two  steamers 
run  during  the  season.  Last  year  there 
were  three  running.  The  building  of 
the  road,  however,  will  shut  off  t<}  a  large 
extent  the  carriage  of  freight  by  water. 
Navigation  opens  early  in  May  and 
closes  about  Nov.  10.  Two  trips  a  week 
are  regularly  made  and  about  30(.)0  tons 
of  merchandise  handled  in  this  way. 

The  government  reservoir  system  reg- 
ulates the  tlow  of  water  in  the  Missis- 
sippi, so  that  low  water  does  not  inter- 
fere with  navigation.  The  lower  reser- 
voir, Pokegema  Lake,  is  but  a  few  miles 
from  La  Prairie,  where  the  government 
has  a  dam  originally  costing  88.">,000, 
upon  which  many  thousand  dollars  in 
improvement  have  since  been  added. 
This,  with  Pokegema  Falls,  just  below, 
is  a  place  of  interest  "vhich  visitors 
should  not  fail  to  see.  The  other  reser- 
voirs, further  up  the  stream,  are  Leech 
Lake,  with  a  dam  the  first  cost  of  which 
was  .^9<.),0ix\  and  Winnebeyoshish,  with  a 
dam  costing  ^120,000.  The  government 
has  spent  large  sums  in  the  improve- 
ment of  these  since  tirst  built. 

The  Prairie  and  Mississippi— both 
rivers,  as  well  as  the  numerous  lakes  in 
the  vicinity  are  well  stocked  with  white- 
tiflh,  pickerel,  pike,  musculonge.  bass, 
trout  and  many  other  species  of  game 
being  among  the  chief  varieties.  That 
it  IS  a  sporteman's  paradise  here  may  be 
inferred  from  the  fact  that  the  wwds 
are  full  of  deer,  m^ose,  caribou,  bear  and 
various  small  game,  all  of  which  are  to 
be  had  for  the  shooting. 

La  Prairie  is  also  a  great  fnr  market 
there  being  sold  and  traded  here  an  im- 
mense amount  of  fur,  bear, 
otter,  mink,  bobcat,  fisher,  foss, 
silver  grays  are  frequently  caught,  lyn.'c, 
wolf,  marton  and  an  oc'casional  wolverine 
—to  say  nothing  of  muskrats  and  a 
multitude  of  the  smaller  fur  animals. 

In  the  season  the  fields  immediately 
adjacent,  as  well  as  for  miles  in  all  di- 
rections, are  purple  with  blueberries  and 
other  wild  small  fruits  are  as  numerous 
as  sand  on  the  seashore. 

There  are  a  few  specimens  of  the  noble 
red  man,  although  the)  are  fast  disap- 
pearing. 

The  mineral  resources  of  this  section 
are  as  yet  but  slightly  known.  There  is 
iron,  traces  of  silver,  and  small  pieces  of 
coal  have  been  found  in  the  float. 

Ten  miles  northeast  of  here  there  has 
recently  been  opened  up  an  immense 
quanli.y  of  hematita  ore,  of 
a  quality  not  surpassed  by  any  mine  in 
the  N(jrthwest.  There  are  even  better 
surface  showings  much  nearer  La 
Prairie.  This  is  on  the  Messabi  range. 
This  will,  without  a  doubt,  surpass  the 
Gogebic  range  as  an  iron  proflucing 
country.  Farther  north  the  Vermilion 
range  crosses  the  country.  Although 
numerous  surface  showings  are  found,  it 
has  not  yet  been  thoroughly  explored, 
but  sufficient  is  known  to  satisfy  the 
most  sceptical  that  there  are  vast  stores 
of  iron  in  that  range. 

And  all  this  is  tributary  to  La  Prairie. 
A  spur  track  extending  from  here  to  the 
iron  mine,  tirst  mentioted,  ten  miles  dis- 
tant, will  be  built  in  the  spring.  This 
mine  is  owned  by  a  corporation,  styling 
itself  tlie  Diamond  Mining  company, 
compcjsed  of  some  of  the  heaviest  monied 
men  in  the  state. 

Lon  Merritt  of  Duluth,  and  others 
have  within  four  and  a  half  miles  of  La 
Prairie,  the  best  surface  showing  of 
hematite  ore  yet  discovered  in  this 
region.  Sufficient  explorations  have  not 
yet  been  had  to  form  an  adequate  idea  of 
the  extent  of  the  same. 

The  Akeiey  and  Itasca  Lumber  com- 
panies intend  building  a  logging  railway 
about  thirty   miles  in   length   into  the 


timber  in  the  vicinity  of  Swan  lake,  and 
will  haul  their  logs  to  this  place  to  be 
sawed  into  lumber.  Several  mills  are 
projected  to  be  built  at  an  early  date. 
The  tirst  to  go  up  will  be  one  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi  river,  near  the 
steamtwat  landing,  and  is  now  being 
erected  by  S.  R.  Kerr,  the  leading  con- 
tractor of  the  place.  The  mill  will  be 
all  ready  and  equipped  for  sawing  by  the 
15th  of  next  month.  It  will  be  a  mill  of 
large  capacity  and  fitted  up  with  the 
best  machinery. 

The  importance  of  La  Prairie  as  a 
railroad  point  will  be  understood  from 
the  fact  that  this  is  the  end  of  the  first 
freight  division  of  the  Duluth  «fc  Winni- 
peg road.  The  company  has  secured 
abundance  of  yard  room,  and  will  have 
aniple  facilities  for  handling  large  quan- 
tities of  freight.  The  yards  comprise  a 
strip  of  land  3000  feet  long  by  300  feet 
wide.  It  is  estimated  that  they  will 
have  five  miles  of  side  track  laid  within 
the  next  six  months:  this  is  anticipa- 
tion of  a  big  business  which  must  in- 
evitably come  here,  of  which  the  hauling 
the  ore  from  the  iron  mines  will  form  no 
inconsiderable  portion. 

Another,  and  at  present  the  principal, 
factor  in  building  up  the  business  of  La 
Prairie  is  the  fact  that  many  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  supplies 
are  distributed  from  this  {>oinl,  upwards 
of  4(XX>  men  being  employed  who  are 
directly  dependent  upon  this  place  for 
their  supplies.  They  leave  here  in  the 
fall  f  jr  the  woo<ls  and  return  again  in 
the  spring.  Con8e<iuently  this  is  a  large 
distributing  point. 

A  few  of  the  principal  camps,  being 
within  easy  distance  of  La  Prairie  and 
doiug  business  here,  are  as  follows.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  are 
only  the  principal  and  largest  concerns; 
there  are  many  small  ones  which  bring 
the  aggregate  considerably  higher: 

The  Itasca  Lumber  company's    camp 
on  Trout  lake,  employing  120  men;    Mc- 
Leo<l  it    Dickinson,    Spider    lake,    sixty 
men;  Price  Bros.,  on  Prairie    river,    120 
men;  HIake  Bros.,  over  100    men;  Bovee 
de  Lait  Lumber  company.,  about    forty 
men;    Senator    C.    B.    Buckmans    two 
camps,  eighty  men;  B.  K.  Lewis,   thirty- 
five  men;  E.  11.  Lewis,  two  camps,    sixty 
men;  Shea  &  Hutchison,  one  camp,  forty 
men;  Beido  it  Diiggan,   forty    men;  the 
foregoing   ail    being    on    Prairie    river; 
Coats  Jfc    Freeman,    on    VVabauna    lake, 
sixty  men;  W.  11.  Lawrence,  five    camps 
on  ditTereiit  streams,    1.30    men;    .Jamjs 
Sherry,  on  Pokegema  lake,    sixty    men; 
T.  CI.  Frazer,  forty    men;  C  ough    Bros., 
forty  men,  both  camps  on  the  same  lake; 
Day  it  Co.  and  Haywjod  A  Co.,  both    on 
Bear  river,  each  about  120    men;  Torrey 
Jc  Libby,  Vermilion  river,    eighty    men; 
H.  A.  Smith,  H.  F.  Brown,  H.    Ldighton, 
Powers  &  Dwyer.  Wright,  Davis  Jt    Co., 
Samuel    Wilson,    and    several     smaller 
camps  on   Swan  river,  in  all    about    500 
men;  Miller  &   McKinney    on    Quadnoe 
and  Little  Hill  rivers,  1.30  men;    T.    F. 
Foley,  150  men;  J.  B.Chatterton,  seventy- 
live  men;  McAllister,  150  men,  all  on  the 
Wilson  river.    The  principal   camps  on 
the  Mississippi  river,    tributary    to   this 
place  are  Seeley  O.  Kennedy,  sixty  men; 
John    Tweedie,    sixty    men;     Kichle   & 
Deary,  eighty  men;  Clay  &    Toole,    fifty 
men;    Loper    A    Kumery,    120  men,  all 
these  on  the  Big  Fork. 

A  brief  description  of  the  buildings  of 
ante-radroad  date  will  be  of  interest. 

Here  is  located  a  branch  of  St.  An- 
thony hospital  of  Minneapolis.  It  is  a 
large,  two-story  frame  building  of  dur- 
able construction  and  has  accommoda- 
tions for  thirty  patients.  The  hospital 
IS  in  charge  of  Dr.  M.  U.  Manson.  who 
is  one  of  the  best  physicians  and  sur- 
geons in  the  state,  as  his  success  in  this 
tield  will  testify.  He  has  an  able  assist- 
ant in  his  wife,  who  has  given  up  all  the 
luxuries  of  a  beautiful  Minneapolis 
home,  to  assist  her  husband  in  his  good 
work.  The  sick  and  maimed,  all  bear 
witness  to  the  kind  care  and  superior 
treatment  they  have  received  at  the 
hand  of  the  good  doctor  and  his  excel- 
lent wife  120  patients  have  been  inmates 
of  this  institution  since  last  Oetober,and 
a  large  number  of  outside  patients  have 
also  been  treated.  The  prevailing  ail- 
ments have  been  cases  of  minor  surgery 
with  some  cases  of  grip  and  severe  colds. 
Mrs.  Manson  desires  to  speak  of  the  ex- 
cellent and  exceeding  good  behavior  of 
the  men,  all  having  shown  her  the  great- 
est respect  and  consideration. 

The  hospital  site  is  a  beautiful  one, 
commanding  a  magnificent  view  of  the 
Mississippi  river.  The  sanitary  features 
of  tlie  institution  are  most  excellent, 
the  grounds  sloping  gently  toward  both 
rivers,  and  thus  affording  easy  and  ample 
drainage.  \m\  the  same  may  be  said  of 
the  entire  town  site.  A  very  desirable 
and  valuable  feature  here  is  the  purity 
of  the  water,  which  is  easily  obtained. 
Drive-welis  are  employed  and  a  bounti- 
ful supply  is  always  to  be  had  at  any  point 
at  a  depth  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty 
feet. 

The  Wright  Mercantile  company,  pres- 
ent owners  of  a  Inrge  part  of  the  town- 
site,  purchased  the  property,  together 
with  the  store  and  improvements  of 
Eusti^s,  Xeal  &  Co.,  in  August,  1887.  W. 
E.  Neal,  the  pioneer  last  mentioned, 
logged  on  the  pleasant  site  of  La  Prairie 
in  the  winter  of  '84  and  '85.  The  next 
January  he  formed  a  copartnership  with 
W.  H.  Eustis  of  Minneapolis  and  John 
G.  Frazer  of  La  Prairie.  That  fall  the 
firm  built  a  store  ond  put  in  a  stock  of 
general  mercl  andise,  lumbermen's  sup- 
plies, etc.,  largely  extended  their  logging 
operations,  and  until  the  transfer  to  tsie 
VVright  Mercantile  company  did  a  large 
business  in  both  branches.  They  bought, 
repaired  and  operated  the  old  steamboat 
.\itkin  City,  which  they  rechristened 
the  George  Houghton,  this  boat  plying 
between  Aitkin  and  this  point  until 
burned  during  the  winter  of  '87  and  '88 
while  owned  by  the  Wright  Mercantile 
company.  This  last-named  firm  is 
doing  an  extenbive  business  between 
«3O0,U0O  and  §400,000  a  year.  Tney  are 
also  operating  the  steamer  .\ady  Gibson, 
a  boat  of  2(X)  tons  capacity  and  capable 
of^  carrying  100  passengers.  A.  W. 
Wright,  the  Michigan  millionaire,  is  the 
principal  stockholder  in  the  company, 
which  also  numbers  among  its  stock- 
holders H.  C.  Akeley  of  Minneapolis, 
Wells  Stone  Mercantile  company,  Du- 
luth; Frank  A.  Clarkson,  Duluth;  J.  P. 
Sims,  La  Prairie;  C.  H.  Davis  of  Sagi- 
naw, Mich.,  and  several  others.  Frank 
A.  Clarkson  is  the  general,  and  George 
W.  Clark,  for  many  years  a  business 
man  of  Aitkin,  is  local  manager  of  the 
concern. 

David  Shaw,  one  of  the  earliest  set- 
tlers of  this  location,  bomesteaded  in 
the  present  site  of  La  Prairie  six  years 
ago.  Two  years  since  he  sold  eighty 
acres  to  James  Smith  for  8200,  before 
there  were  any  prospects  of  railroad  or 
city.  Mr.  Shaw  is  an  American  citizen, 
of  Scotch  descent,  he  was  raised  in  Wis- 
consin; spent  many  years  of  his  life  in 
the  nine  woods  of  that  state,  and  was 
the  trusted  foreman  of  Knapp,  Stout  & 
Co.  Mr.  Shaw  is  a  veteran  of  the  war 
and  a  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  having 
served  his  country  for  several  years  in 
a  cavalry  regiment  in  the  Union  army. 
He  is  unmarried,  has  a  first-class  reputa- 
tion for  honesty  and  probity  in  all  his 
business  dealings.  He  still  has  large 
real  estate  interests  here,  is  liberal  in  his 
views  and  not  too  stiff  in  his  prices.  He 
has  some  of  the  choicest  property  in  the 
town  plat,  which  is  on  the  market  at 
reasonable  figures. 

James  Smith  is  the  proprietor  of  the 
original  plat,  which  comprises  some  of 
the  best  business  property  in  La  Prairie. 
Mr.  Smith  is  also  a  Grand  .\rmy  man, 
with  an  excellent  army  record.  He  has 
had  his  ups  and  downs  in  life,  not  long 
since  losing  all  his  earthly  effects  by 
fire.    Hia   raiafortuaes  have  not  had  the 


'  effect  of  souring  bis  disposition.  He  is 
I  of  a  very  kindly  nature.  Aside  from  the 
fact  that  he  is  the  possessor  of  very 
valuable  real  estate  Mr.  Smith  is  rich  in 
the  possession  of  a  capable,  shrewd  and 
business-like  wife.  Mrs.  Smith  (x>d- 
ducts  considerable  of  her  husband's 
business  affairs,  and  her  administration 
of  the  same  shows  sound  judgment  and 
common  sense.  Like  his  old  friend 
Shaw,  Smith  is  honest  and  square,  up- 
right in  all  his  dealings  of  whatever  na- 
ture. 

Courteney    A.    Buell    is  largely  inter- 
ested   in    the    townsite,    having   home- 
steaded  160  acres,  part  of  which   ia   now- 
platted  and  the  rest  will  be  shortly.     He 
made  his  entry  in  July,  1887,  and    made 
final  proof  by  commutation    in   Novem- 
ber, 1888.     Mr.  Buell's  real    estate  com 
prises  some    of  the    most    valuable  on 
the  plat,  available  for  both  business  and 
residence  purposes,  being  most  favorably 
situated  with  respect  to  the    river    and 
the    business    center.     He    came    here 
from  Northfield  in  '80,  is  a  native  of  the 
Badger  state  and  is  trying  to  delude  the 
fair  sex  into  the  belief  that  he  is    still  a 
young   man.     Mr.    B.    took    charge    of 
Eustis,  Neal  Ji;  Co.'s  store   in   .\pril,   '80, 
which  position  he  retained  till    the  sale 
to  the  Wright  Mercantile    company  was 
effected.     Mr.  Buell  has  an  office  where 
he  carries  on  a  land   business,  and   at- 
tends to  conveyancing.    He  is  one  of  the 
county  commissioners,  is  justice    of  the 
peace  and  a  highly   respected  and  valu- 
iible  citizen. 

Capt.  J.  P.  Sims,  another  resident,  is 
manager  of  the  Itasca  Lumber  company, 
and  the  year  previous  to  September, 
18S8,  was  manager  of  the  Wright  Mer- 
cantile company.

Sue  had  mucfi  correspond- 
ence with  Father  Damien,  wlio  was  very 
anxious  Itiat  bUe  go  to  tielp,  but  wno   re- 
ferred ttie  matter  Lo  ttie  ctiurch  and  the 
goverameut.     ibe  latter  wrote  her  tdat 
at  tnat  time  there  was  no  way  in    which 
she  could  be  cared  lor,  but  that  in  a  year 
hospitals  Would  be  erected  at  Kalaupapa, 
a  lew  miles  from  Kalawao,  bot.n    on    ti.e 
island  of  MoioKui,  and  if    at    that   time 
she  still  cared  lo  go  bome  way    might    be 
i.ouud.     At  Kalaupapa,  be  it  understood 
were  the  nouSi^s  oi  tuoae   of    tne    lepsrs 
wtio  bad  not  reached  the   advanced  and 
loathsome  form  of  the  disease   and   here 
often  came  healthy  people  ot  the  islands 
to  visit  tueir  relatives  aaioug  the  lepers. 
Here  aibO  there  was  not  a   little    stir    of 
life  because  of  the  frequent    inter-island 
man  bteamers  and  the  tratUc  aud   barter 
incident   tuereto.     uut    it    was    not    to 
Kalaupapa  tuai  this  heroic    little    body 
wanted  to  go.     If  she  was  to   be    amoug 
the  lepers  sue  wanted  to  be  amoug  tuose 
Who  needed  help  moat,  and  to  the  graves 
of  Kalawao  Mics  Fiavin  was  bound.   But 
the    goverumeut    realized    the     fearful 
nature  of  her  uuderlaking  and  it    hoped 
to  dissuade  her  fiom    the    attempt   and 
for  that  reason,  in  part,  wrote  as  1    have 
ubove  ludicaied,  that  a  year  later    there 
Would,  perhaps,  be  room. 

A  year  did  not  see  uer  deap  seated  en- 
thusiasm wane,  chough  she  spent  the 
twelve  months  in  w^orK  in  fearful  cancer 
and  other  hospitals,  and  in  studying  up 
on  lepiociy  aud  kiudiMd  diseases  But 
the  eud  of  the  Year  was  to  bee  her  no 
nearer  the  fulfillment  of  her  heroic  plans, 
though  for  a  time  it  seemed  as  if  she 
Was  to  go.  Fatuer  Damien  wrote  her  in 
Liverpool  that  the  hospital  and  sisters' 
home  was  completed  and  that  she  must 
oome  to  the  L'uited  btates  and  join  the 
sisterhood  of  a  Franciscan  convent,  six 
of  wiiOce  memLKjrs  were  goicg.  Arrived 
at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  a  year  ago, 
she  learued  lo  her  bitter  sorrow,  that 
the  limit  ot  age  for  entrauc««to  the  sister- 
hood had,  lu  her  case,  ueen  passed  and 
she  could  not  join.  Vou  may  ask  why 
did  bhe  not  go  to  some  other  order  than 
the  Franciscan  or  travel  lo  Honolulu  as 
a  becuiar  heiper.  But  neither  of  these 
plans  Were  open.  Ihe  church  had  sent 
to  over  titty  houbes,  or  convents,  in 
America  and  Europe  to  oblain  six  nuns 
who  Would  volunlter  to  go  to  the  itland, 
and  had  found  none  lo  accede  to  the  re- 
quest but  this  ii'rancibcan  house  in  Syra- 
cuse. The  government  had  then  officially 
turned  over  the  care  of  all  leper  children 
and  joung  people  to  the  sisterhood,  so 
that  for  the  past  two  years  its  reprebent- 
atives  have  had  full  charge  of  the  dis- 
eased among  the  younger  in  the  village 
of  Kalaupapa. 

flliss  Flavin  then  advised  with  Arch- 
bishop Corrigan  of  Mew  Yurk,  to  whom 
she  carried  letters  of  introduction  from 
Eurjpe  for  advice,  and  tinally  appealed 
to  t-ie  order  frouu  the  decision  of  the  con- 
vent, but  to  no  avail. 

There  was  nothing  then  to  do  but  wait, 
though  her  books,  her  valuables,  a  beau- 
tiful set  of  vestments  for  the  leper  priest 
other  things,  had    gone    on  to  San 


the  very  last,  when  dissolution  is  to  free 
one,  is  there  pain;  but  then  it  is  very 
severe.  One  of  the  symptoms  of  the 
disease  is  a  loss  of  sensation,  and  this  is 
how  holy  Father  Damien  knew  he  had 
it.  He  had  been  out  on  a  long  walk  one 
day,  and  coming  back  to  his  cottage 
tired,  he  poured  some  hot  water  into  a 
bowl  to  wash  his  feet  and  legs.  He 
plunged  them  in  and,  looking  down,  saw 
al  Ithe  appearances  of  a  severe  scald.  But 
there  was  no  pain.  A  few  days  after  a 
physician  from  another  island  told  him 
he  had  leprosy  fastened  on  his  body.  'I 
feared  it  and  expected  it,'  said  Father 
Damien. 

"Now  leprosy  is  not  an  infectious  dis- 
ease, aud  you  must  remember  there  is  a 
great  difference  between  infection  and 
contagion.  It  can't  be  spread  by  the 
air  but  the  virus  of  the  leper  spot,  com- 
municated either  direct  or  second  hand 
through  clothing  or  in  some  other  way, 
must  touch  the  skin,  so  a  person  might 
be  with  them  for  several  years  and  have 
no  danger.  The  disease  spreads  chiefly 
by  heredity,  and  it  often  jumps  two  or 
three  generations  only  to  reappear  in 
the  grandchildren. 

"Molokai,  the  island  of  the  lepers,  is 
the  hfth  in  size  of  the  Hawaiian  group.  It 
has  200,000  acres.  There  are  1500  lepers 
there  in  the  two  villages,  Kalawao 
and  Kalaupapa.  The  villages  are  encir- 
cled on  three  sides  by  high  cliffs  and  on 
the  fourth  is  the  sea.  Kalawao  is  the 
place  of  the  worst.  The  population  of 
the  islands  is  dying  off  so  fast  by  leprosy 
and  diseases  incident  to  civilization,  etc., 
that  if  the  present  rate  is  held  up,  1897 
w  ill  see  the  last  native  of  the  islands  of 
Hawaii  a  corpse.  The  death  rate  is 
tremendous,  atd  while  the  lepers  are  in- 
creasing rapidly  the  deaths  by  other 
diseases  are  gaining  fast,  too.  They 
seem  to  catch  everything  that  can  be 
brought  them,  and  where  fifty  years  ago 
they  were  a  clean  and  healthy  people 
they  are  now  but  wrecks.  They  have 
no  moral  perceptiono,  you  know,  and  are 
debased  in  every  way." 

It  is  to  this  place  that  Miss  Flavin  has 
exiled  herself;  a  land  the  most  horrible 
on  all  the  earth;  a  home  of  loathsome 
disease  and  death,  with  which  science 
dare  not  grapple;  a  community  of  out- 
casts, whose  only  business  is  to  perish; 
the  place  of  wifeless  husbands,  husband- 
less  wives,  and  orphaned  children,  where 
each  jealously  watches  his  fellow  go 
down  a  pathway  to  a  coveted  death  that 
he  knows  must  come  to  him. 
^  "But  you  musn't  think  the  Hawaiian 
islands  are  the  only  places  in  the  world 
where  there  are  lepers,"  said 
Miss  Flavin  as  I  sat  thinking 
of  her  future.  "Why,  there  are 
lt>8  of  them  in  Minnesota,  Wisconsin 
and  Dakota.  They  are  all  among  the 
Scandinavian  immigrants  or  their  chil- 
dren and  no  especial  care  is  taken  of 
them,  or  isolation  made.  I  look  to  se*' 
the  number  increase.  Why,  do  you 
know  that  I  have  it  on  the  best  of 
authority  that  there  are  some  eight  or 
ten  of  your  countrymen  under  treatment 
for  the  disease  in  the  terrible  leper 
colony?  Then,  despite  the  efforts  of  the 
authorities,  the  number  of  lepers  at  San 
Francisco  is  rapidly  increasing.  Only  a 
short  time  ago  a  dozen  Chinese  afflicted 
with  the  horrible  malady  were  shipped 
off  to  Hong  Kong  at  the  expense  of  the 
city.  But  there  are  nearly  as  many 
lepers  there  again.  The  latest  addition 
to  the  wretched  crowd  is  a  young  Ameri- 
can who  recently  arrived  from  the  Sand- 
wich islands. 

"In  various  parts  of  British  India 
thf>re  are  300,000  lepers,  and  no  precau- 
tions are  taken,  no  hospitals  eii&t.  I 
have  seen  them  in  stores  in  Bombay  and 
Calcutta  acting  as  clerks,  in  street  rail- 
ways as  conductors,  on  docks  as  porters 
handling  clothes  and  stuffs.  I  wanted 
to  go  to  them  and  wrote  the  bishop  of 
Bombay,  an  Englishman,  but  after  a 
conference  with  authorities  he  wrote 
back  to  the  effect  that  I  could  do 
nothing,  that  there  was  no  way  to  reach 
them,  that  they  were  free  and 
in  public  and  were  not 

cared  for.  I  think  the  British 
government  is  inhuman  and  cruel.  It 
should  at  least  do  as  much  as  the  pov- 
erty-stricken Honolulans.  There  are 
rnany  in  Norway,  too,  but  they  are  con- 
fined in  lazar  houses  and  cared  for. 
Lazar  houses  should  be  erected  in  this 
state  of  Minnesota."

Francisco.  A  request  to  the  Hawaiian 
government  asking  the  privilege  of 
building  her  own  cottage  in  the  leper 
village  w-a.^  temporarily  refused.  So 
wait  she  did,  again  under  the  advice  of 
the  archbishop,  until  a  few  months  ago, 
when  she  came  West  to  Nebraska  on 
business  and  started  on  a  lecturing  trip 
to  awaken  interest  in  the  cause  before  a 
final  start  for  the  plague  smitten  dibtrict. 
"And  that  is  why  I  am  here  this 
week,"  said  she  to  me  last  night,  "and 
that  IS  why  I  am  going  to  lecture  here 
tomorrow  afternoon." 

"Yes,"  she  said,  in  a  strong  English 
accent  and  in  a  deprecatory  sort  ot  way, 
as  if  it  was  quite  the  most  natural  thing 
in  the  world  for  a  ymng  woman  to  im- 
mure herself  in  a  dungeon  Irom  which 
death  only  cau  bring  relief,  "I  am  going 
out  to  Molokai  as  a  volunteer  nurse  to 
the  lepers.  I  can  never  return.  1  have 
broken  my  ties  to  home  and  friends. 
They  can  never  bo  welded  in  this  life. 
When  I  take  up  my  work  there  I  shall 
be  as  completely  an  outcast  as  the  poor 
wretches  whose  lives  I  hope  to  mitigate 
and  whose  souls  I  want  to  save.  In  the 
years  I  have  been  waiting  my  deter- 
mination has  not  weakened,  and  if  any- 
thing could  shake  il,  that  thing  would 
be  the  study  of  leprosy  1  have  made  and 
the  hospital  training  1  have  had. 

"Of  course  you  know  that  since  I 
came  to  this  county  Father  Damien  has 
died,  overcome  by  the  disease  of  those 
about  him.  He  had  oeen  in  Molokai 
sixteen  years,  and  had  in  his  enthusiasm 
and  zeal  done  everything,  been  every- 
thing to  the  people.  He  was  nurse, 
priest,  brother,  graved igger,  everything, 
and  he  took  the  disease.  About  four 
years  ago  he  noticed  that  he  had  it  but 
it  had  probably  fastened  to  him  a  year 
before.  I  suppose  you  think  leprosy  is 
as  painful  to  the  victim  as  it  is  sickening 
and  loathsome  to  the  beholder.  Noth- 
of  the  sort,  I  assure  you.    Except  at 


Mr.  Cotter, 
who  has  been  in  the  East  for  recruits, 
said  his  mission  was  successful. 

"Our  industrial  association,"  he  ex- 
plained, "was  organized  by  Daniel 
Cronin,  a  well-known  anti-Chinese  agita- 
tor, and  myself,  before  'Looking  Back- 
ward' was  published.  While  we  thor 
oughly  understood  the  general  plan,  yet 
several  details  puzzled  us.  For  the 
solution  of  these  we  are  indebted  to  Mr. 
Bellamy. 

"We  took  up  some  government  land 
under  the  homestead  plan  and  bought 
the  rest.  We  now  have  ab<jut  4000  acres. 
Over  100  acres  are  under  cultivation. 
General  farming,  fruit  raising, stoc.t  rais- 
ing and  lumbering  are  the  princ  pal  in- 
dustries. We  hope  to  build  and  operate 
railroads,  telegraphs,  and  other  gigantic 
industries  some  day.  Until  that  time  a 
thorough  test  of  the  socialistic  condition 
cannot  be  arrived  at.  With  our  limited 
means  we  are  trying  to  better  ourselves 
and  the  conditions  ot  our  fellowmen. 

"The  work  of  the  colony  is  divided 
into  four  departments — production,  dis- 
tribution, transportation  and  education. 
The  government  is  a  democracy.  All 
business  is  conducted  by  a  board  of  di- 
rectors." 

Mr.  Cotter  said  that  all  the  workers 
received  the  same  pay.  They  are  given 
an  allowance  from  the  common  store 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  necessities  of 
life.  Every  man  is  expected  to  do  all 
the  work  in  the  eight  hours  allotted  to 
labor,  though  his  allowance  does  not  de- 
pend on  the  work  done. 

"As  all  are  paid  the  same  out  of  the 
common  store,"  he  continued,  "we  have 
neither  rich  nor  poor  among  us.  One 
cannot  sail  under  false  colors,  for  we 
know  what  each  one's  income  is.  Be- 
sides that  there  is  no  inducement  to  be 
fastidious.  Everything  needed  except 
clothing  and  tine  groceries  we  produce. 
Just  picture  a  settlement  with  no  sa- 
loons, no  drunkards,  no  churches,  no  re- 
ligious cranks,  and  you  can  get  a  good 
idea  of  the  colony.  Every  one  worships 
in  his  own  way.  Inasmuch  as  we  have 
separated  from  the  outside  world  and 
accumulated  property  valued  at  §150,000, 
we  can't  let  any  one  come  in  without 
contributing  lo  the  common  stock  some- 
thing equal  to  8500.  One-half  of  this 
can  be  paid  in  labor.  We  exclude  every- 
thing savoring  of  anarchy  and  individ 
ualism,  and  hope  to  see  the  day  when 
universal  humanity  will  not  be  an  idea, 
but  the  real  condition  of  society."

The  sketch  herewith  shown  shows  an 
artistic  gown.  It  is  made  in  Redfern 
cashmere  of  a  pale  fawn,  one  of  the 
pretty  and  delicate  new  colors.  A  sash 
composed  of  rich  corded  silk  of  the  same 
shade  comes  from  over  the  shoulders  and 
ties  around  the  front,  the  ends  of  which 


plain  material  to  form  the  dress.  In  the 
mi  jupe  portion  half  the  breadth  of 
double  with  is  given  over  to  novelty 
effect  and  a  narrow  border  is 
woven  on  the  opposite  edge 
for  trimming  corsage  and  sleeves.  Ef- 
fective contrasts  are  seen  and  as  stripes 
are  prominent  in  dress  goods,  so  here 
also  they  are  noticeable,  but  not  to  the 
exclusion  of  extremely  pretty  patterns 
in  open  work  silk  lace  united  with  em- 
broidery and  fringed  with  heavy  fringe 
below.  These  are  in  mi  jupe  style  with 
lace  work  and  embroidery  to  match  for 
corsage  and  sleeves.  Such  costumes 
are  expensive,  however,  because  the 
goods  are  very  fine  wool  and  the  work 
artistic  in  execution  as  also  in  harmoniz- 
ing of  colors.  Silks  are  thus  adorned 
and  it  may  be  added  that  lace  effects  are 
very  noticeable  in  new  fabrics  where 
they  appear  either  in  open  work  or  with 
simulation  by  thick  threads  on  the  sur- 
face. In  most  cases  they  are  arranged 
in  stripes  and  may  alternate  with  silk  or 
wool,  since  the  placing  together  of  differ- 
ent textures  prevail  as  largely  now  as 
formerly. 

Styles  of  making  in  dresses  being 
made  by  Lord  &  Taylor  the  mijupe  pat- 
tern is  placed  on  the  front  of  skirts 
where  it  forms  a  deep  border,  while  more 
conservative  bordered  materials  show 
when  made  up,  a  finish  of  fancy  weave 
around  the  bottom  as  formerly.  To 
this  the  plain  skirt  is  well  adapted  and 
therefore  remains  fashionable  nor  do 
drapings  in  the  genuine  sense  appear 
an  J  where  on  new  costumes,  the  corsages 
of  which,  however,  are  adorned  in  every 
possible  way  and  often  differently  on  the 
two  sides.  To  this  tailor-made  dresses 
j  are  an  exception,  but  even  they  show- 
fancy  vests  of  contrasting  color.  Con- 
trasts in  truth  are  much  more  frequently 
seen  than  tones  of  one  color  while  the 
marked  predominance  of  black  produces 
perpetual  antagonisms  throughout  dress 
of  every  character. 

In  spring  millinery  the  assortment  of 
plaided  ribbons  is  remarkably  large  be- 
cause plaids  in    dress    materials  are  ex- 
pected to  be  worn  to  an    unprecedented 
extent       and       frequently        in        un- 
heard      of      boldness        and      bright- 
ness   of    pattern.      Not     ribbons    only 
therefore  follow  puit,  but  millinery    fab- 
rics as  well  where  enormous  squares  are 
surrounded  or  traversed    by    stripes  of 
opposite  and  often  gaudy  color.     For  an 
exhibition  of  such  abandon  in    hue  and 
design,  black  straws  of  some  dimension 
are  a  necessity  and  they  appear  in  Milan 
weave  or  fancy  braid,  the  two  often  com- 
bined and  generally  with    brims  narrow 
at  the  back  and  projecting  far   in   front. 
Bonnets  are  varieties    of    capote    shape 
and  largely  in  fancy  braids  that    corres- 
pond to  dress  goods  in    color.      Flowers 
for  the  most  part  are  small  and    in    gar- 
land style  will  encircle  low  crowns  or  ap- 
pear as  coronds  on    bonnets.      The   few- 
large  tiowers  will  be  placed    in    bouquet 
style  in  front  and  often  as  an  addition  to 
lesser  blossoms.     Black  is    still    the    fa- 
vorite combination  in  millinery    and   in- 
deed  throughout    the    world    of    dress, 
since  nothing  serves  so  well  as  a  relief  to 
bright  or  delicate  hues.

failed  in  his  subsequent  life  to  retain 
that  strong,  peculiar,  intense,  loya!  senti- 
ment, which  permeated  his  later  presi- 
dential administrations.  It  was  a  re- 
markable and  impressive  incident  that 
his  only  friend  should  have  helped  him 
in  the  hour  of  his  greatest  necessity, 
should  be  the  first  Confederate  officer  to 
•urrender  to  Grant  upon  the  threshold 
u  .5  ™'l'tary  fame,  and  that  Grant 
should  have  called  him  to  his  bed  lide  to 
bid  him  good-bye  when  dying  at  :vlount 
McGregor. 

"An  aphorism  which  will  be  heurd  as 
long  as  the  memory  of  Grant  exists  is 
the  terse  epigramatic  phrase  the  general 
once  uttered  in  connection  with  Buck- 
ner:     'He  is  a  close  friend.'  "  ,f.  S.

There  is  that  in  the  friendship  be- 
tween truly  great  men  which  passes  all 
understanding.  The  ties  that  bind 
them  are  stronger  than  mere  good  fellow- 
ship. Their's  is  a  tie  of  love  strong  as 
their  natures;  natures  something  seem- 
ingly not  of  the  earth,  earthy.  Great 
men  make  few  friends.  The  verj-  height 
of  their  minds  is  beyond  ordinary  ken. 

Even  in  the  effirainate  times  of  the 
nineteenth  century  there  have  been 
friendships  as  enduring  as  that  of  Damon 
and  Pythias,  ties  of  love  as  strong  as  the 
world  has  seen.  Sacrifices  have  been 
made  on  frienilship's  altar,  that  the  eyes 
of  the  world  have  not  seen  nor  the  ears 
of  men  heard;  and  they  seem  all  the 
more  beautiful.hallowed  by  disinterest- 
edness, and  made  almost  sacred  by  the 
circumstances  which  have  surrounded 
them. 

There  is  a  fraternal  feeling  amongst 
comrades  of  the  army  corps,  the  likeness 
of  which  is  found  in  no  other  class  of 
men.  The  days  of  danger,  where  all  the 
nobler  qualities  of  men  come  to  the  sur- 
face; the  bivouac  and  the  march;  the 
time  of  battle,  when,  shoulder  to  shoul- 
der, the  uniformed  ranks  face  death:  the 
dying  comrade,  entrusting  to  his  fellow 
the  last  message  to  friends  at  home;  all 
these  scenes  and  trials  tend  to  cement 
friendships  more  enduring  than  the 
world  itself;  ties  of  love  that  bind 
through  eternity. 

The  friendships  that  were  made  dur- 
ing the  civil  war  were  of  this  kind,  and 
no  prominent  character  in  the  drama  of 
battle  held  truer  friendships  than  (Jen. 
Ulysses  S.  Grant.  Since  his  death, 
many  incidents  of  his  love  for  comrades 
have  been  made  known,  yet  the  sweet- 
est story  of  them  all  has  not  yet  been 
told. 

In  Duluth  the  other  day  I  met  the  son 
of  an  old  officer  who  was  prominent  in 
the  stirring  days  of  early  Californian  life 
and  afterwards  a  commander  of  Union 
forces  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  The 
conversation  turned  on  Gen.  Grant,  and 
this  is  the  story  my  friend  told:  "In  the 
late  '50s  Grant  was  living  in  San  Fran- 
ciswx  He  was  a  captain  in 
the  Fourth  regiment  of  infan- 
try, and  was  stationed  at  Vancouver 
Barracks,  some  distance  below  Portland. 
The  commanding  officer  of  the  post  was 
Col.  Buchanan,  Lieut.  Ingalls,  after- 
wards Gen.  Ingalls,  being  military  quar- 
ter-master. Grant  had  many  acquaint- 
ances at  the  Presidio,  in  San  Francisco, 
among  officers  who  afterwards  became 
distinguished  on  both  sides  in 
the  civil  war.  Names  among 
these,  familiar  lo  all.  were  those 
of  Capt.  E.  D.  Keyes,  now  general; 
Lieut.  H.  G.  Gibson,  also  a  general; 
Lieut.  Mowry,  who  distinguished  him- 
self as  delegate  to  congress  from  Ari- 
zona; Lieut.  W.H.  C.  Whiting,  later  a 
gallant  general,  and  Lieut.  G.  W.  C.  Lee, 
whose  career  is  well  known. 

"The  first  of  a  series  of  remark- 
able incidents  began  here  with 
Grant.  A  difference  of  opinion 
between  Capt.  Grant  and  Col. 
Buchaunan  led  l«  the  former's  resigna- 
tion. Leaving  Vancouver  he  came  down 
to  San  Francisco,  where  his  friends  gave 
him  a  dinner,  previous  to  his  departure 
for  New  York.  His  'circumstances'  at 
that  time  were  none  of  the  best,  and  he 
reached  New  York  with  little  or  no 
money,  as  his  pay  was  then  only  $100  a 
month  and  army  officres  are  by  no  means 
the  most  saving  of  men. 

Grant  arrived  in  the  metropolis  friend- 
less and  penniless.  Learning  from  some 
brother  officers  that  Simon  B.  Buckner, 
an  old  chum  and  comrade,  was  stationed 
in  command  of  the  recruiting  station  at 
Governor's  island,  he  went  to  see  him. 
The  renewal  of  old  friendly  ties,  identi- 
fied, as  they  were,  with  former  army  life, 
and  especially  their  comradeship  during 
the  Mexican  war  led  to  confidences,  and 
through  this  Capt.  Grant's  financial  con- 
dition became  known.  Buckner  imme- 
diately offered  aid,  which  was  accepted 
with  the  same  generous  feeling  as  that 
with  which  it  was  given.  The  moneyr  e- 
ceived  enabled  him  to  go  to  his  him  in 
Galena  and  to  obtain  those  things 
of  which  he  stood  in  need.  This  act  of 
friendliness  on  the  part  of  the  command- 
ing officer  at  Port  Columbus  was  seem- 
ingly an  unimportant  matter,  but  the  re- 
markable outcome  of  this  friendly  con- 
ference and  action  makes  the  story  more 
impressive.  The  facts  above  related  oc- 
curred about  1856. 

"Five  years  afterwards  the  military  re- 
lations of  the  two  friends  'uad  changed. 
Grant  was  on  the  Union  side,  Simon 
Buckner  an  officer  in  the  Confederate 
forces.  Grant  rapidly  rose  in  rank. 
His  first  great  campaign  was  against 
Forts  Henry  and  Donaldson. 
He  attacked  the  works  and  silenced  the 
grim  gunt  of  the  enemy.  The  com- 
manding officer  of  Donaldson  sent  his 
aide-de-camp  to  surrender  the  post  and 
the  troops  as  prisoners  of  war,  with  the 
condition  that  they  be  allowed  to  march 
out  with  their  arms.  Grant  sent  the 
answer  back,  'Unconditional  surrender 
only.'  When  Grant,  in  command  of  the 
Un  ion  army,  received  the  sword  of  the 
commanding  officer  of  Fort  Donaldson, 
the  prisoner  of  war  proved  to  be  Gen.' 
Simon  Buckner.  The  only  friend  Grant 
had  in  185(5,  and  a  prisoner  of  war  in 
his  hands  in  1862,  under  conditions 
never  named  before  to  a  surrendering 
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The  above  bright  and  benevolent  face  is  Dr,

"But  cruel  war  and  differences  in 
opinion  as  to  the  justice  or  injustice  of 
the  conflict  could  not  break  the  friend- 
ship between  these  two  brave  men.

The  Kentucky  general  sent  Grant  a 
check  for  his  entire  bank  account  of 
$15,000.  'Pay  it  back  when  you  are 
able,  or  not  at  all'  were  the  words 
with  it.

At  Mount  McGregor 
the  dying  hero  lay,  surrounded  by  his 
family  and  military  body  guard.  One 
frien(]  stood  beside  him  in  the  closing 
moments,  and  tears  stood  in  his  eyes 
and  rolled  down  his  wrinkled  cheeks.

A    Letter    From   the    President 

Calling  for  Help  it 

Wants. 


DvLiTU,  MiUN.,  Feb.  28,  1890. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Tde  Duluth  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  the  piist  three  years  has  been  the 
power  aud  the  iDrtiience  which  has  done 
more  to  orj^anize  and  unite  the  efforts  of 
our  business  men  in  behalf  of  all  these 
measures  which  tend  to  builii  up  the 
city  and  to  promote  its  highest  good  than 
all  others.  Such  organizations  have 
been  found  indispensable  in  all  cities 
havinif  an  ambition  to  gi'ow  and  pros- 
per. 

They  take  different  names  in  different 
places.  In  some  they  are  called  Busi- 
ness Men's  associations,  in  others,  boards 
of  trade,  in  others,  commercial  clubs,  in 
others,  chambers  of  commerce.  The  city 
which  neglects  to  avail  itself  of  such  an 
an  organization  ine  itably  goes  to  the 
rear.  There  are  more  than  .JOO  such  as- 
sociations in  the  United  States,  and  the 
number  is  rapidly  increasmg.  The  bene- 
fits which  Duluth  has  denvetl  during 
the  last  three  years  cannot  be  enumer- 
ated or  even  summarizeil  within  the 
limited  space  of  this  article.  The  fact 
that  a  disinterested  public-spirited  body 
of  citizens  meets  once  a  week  to  consider 
those  measures  and  enterprises  needful 
to  promote  the  general  got)d,  is  itself 
suggestive  of  a  vast  and  beneficent 
power.  That  they  give  their  time  aud 
means  to  this  work  freely  is  an  answer 
to  all  cavil  and  criticism. 

This  body  has  not  received  and  does 
not  receive  the  support  to  which  it  is  en- 
titled. The  sentiment  of  enlightened 
selfishness  alone  ought  to  prompt  every 
citizen  to  become  a  member  and  to  con- 
tribute his  share  of  influence  and 
material         aid  to         its         work. 

By  this  means  its  influence  would  be 
mukipUed  a  hundred  fold,  and  the  value 
of  its  labors  correspondingly    increased. 

This  chamber  commenced  upon  its 
new  carper  in  the  early  part  of  1887. 
The  West  Duluth  Land  company, 
through  whose  efforts  so  much  has  been 
accomp.ishetl,  had  its  suggestion  and 
origin  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  beneficent  results  that  have  down 
from  that  combination  of  capital  and 
brains  \*t)uld  alone  justify  many  times 
over  all  the  expense  and  labor  that  it 
has  cost  to  support  this  chamber. 

But  this  body  has  not  confined  its  ef- 
forts or  its  infiuence  to  this  immediate 
locality.  It  hiis  had  an  eye  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  great  chain  of  water 
ways  reaching  from  the  head  of  the 
lakes  to  the  Iijastern  seaboard.  It  not 
only  led  in  the  movement  for  the  im- 
portant convention  which  met  at  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  in  July  1887,  for  the  purpose 
of  expediting  the  improvement  of  the 
.St.  Mary's  Palls  canal,  the  key  to  the 
commerce  of  Lake  Superior,  but  it  ac- 
tually organized  and  carried  through  to 
success  that  notable  enterprise.  It  se- 
cured the  appropriation  in  the  river  and 
harbor  bill  of  the  following  year  of  ^l,- 
500,(.)00,  while  before  only  a  tenth  of  that 
sum  had  lieen  given  to  that  object.  In 
fact  it  has  led  m  this  movement  up  to 
the  present  time.  By  means  of  the  agi- 
tation and  discussion  following  the  re- 
cent accident  to  the  coffer-dam  which 
it  has  promoted,  congress  is  likely  to  ap- 
propriate a  larger  sum  to  that  object 
than  at  any  previous  period.  The  Du- 
luth Chamber  of  Commerce  has  taken 
an  active  interest  in  the  improvement 
of  our  harbor.  Through  its  efforts  and 
influences  larger  appropriations  have 
been  obtained  than  ever  before.  It  has 
secured  a  range  light  for  the  harbor  en- 
trance, after  much  effort.  It  effected  ar- 
rangements with  the  government  for  a 
life  saviig  station  on  Minnesota  Point, 
but  that  object  has  been  jjostponed,  if 
not  defeated,  by  the  indifference  of  the 
authorities  at  Park  Point. 

The  Chamber  was  a  potent  factor  in 
indacing  the  location  of  the  great  car 
works  at  West  Duluth.  The  promoters 
of  the  Iron  Jc  Steel  works  are  active  di- 
rectors in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
In  short,  most,  if  not  all  of  the  leading 
manufacturing  enterprises  in  this 
city  have  been  directly  or 
indirectly  promoted,  encouragea 
and  assisted  by  this  body  of 
citizens.  The  Terminal  railway  enter- 
prise, which  brought  the  (ireat  North- 
ern system  into  Duluth,  and  upon  which 
three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars  have 
been  expended  in  improvements,  was 
inaugurated  and  brought  to  a  practical 
result  by  and  through  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  The  effort  now  being  put 
forth  to  secure  a  bridge  across  the  ship 
canal  and  to  utilize  and  unite  the  two 
parts  of  Minnesota  Point  separated  by 
the  canal,  was  started  and  has  been 
earnestly  advocated  and  assisted  by  the 
same  men  and  the  same  influences  that 
are  centered  in  this  body  of  citizens. 

.\  partial  summary  of  the  important 
objects  and  enterprises  assisted  and 
accomplished  by  and  through  the  Cham- 
ber of  C<jmmerce,  would  include: 

The  establishment  of  the  jobbing:  trade  as 
one  of  the  peruiiiuc-ul  industries  of  the  cil y. 

The  active  prost't-ution  and  partial  coiHtruc- 
tion  of  the  Dulutli  dc  \Vlnuii>ejf  railroad,  the 
most  liDporiitut  railway  t-nterprise  yet  under- 
taken ill  belialfof  this"citv. 

The  promotion  of  Ifgialation  by  eonprress  by 
which  Dulutli  has  lieen  made  a  full  port  of 
entry  and  delivery,  with  power  of  immediate 
delivery. 

The  reduction  of  freight  rates  and  the  re- 
moval of  discriminations  prejudicial  to  the 
interests  of  the  city. 

Tlie  orguuization  and  suc-cessful  proffcution 
of  the  euterprix;  which  gave  us  The  ?'piildliig 
house,  and  all  the  lidvautages  accruing  there- 
from. 

The  promotion  of  the  company  which  has 
erected  and  nearly  completed  one  of  the  finest 
buildings  of  the  kind  in  the  Northwest— the 
Chamber  (.f  Commerce  building. 

The  at  cumulation  of  a  large  library  of  mapp, 
charts,  directories  and  reference  books,  upon 
all  lmp<jrtiint  commercial  and  industrial  sub- 
jects, which  are  freely  open  to  all  citizens. 

The  preparatUm  and  publication  to  the  num- 
ber of  oO,iJU)  copies  of  the  pamphlet  entitled 
"The  Hise  and  Progress  of  a  Great  Trad"  Cen- 
ter," wliich  has  done  more  to  commend  this 
city  to  careful  Investors  than  all  other  puo- 
licatlons  combined,  aud  which  Is  still  in  active 
demand,  requiring  a  new  edition  for  general 
distribution 

The  most  active  and  earnest  proraolcrs  of 
the  Palladio  building  have  been  ti.e  direct*>rs 
and  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerc-e. 

The  most  persistent  and  earnest  advocates 
of  the  coustructicjn  of  th«  Union  de|M.»t  and 
via<luct  have  bt-eu  the  same  organized  bo<Jy  of 
public-spirited  citizens. 

The  recent  e<)uipment  and  decoration  of  an 
excursion  to  the  seaboard  of  the  now  famous 
"flour  train,"  coml>o^ed  of  Duluth  cars  and 
Duluth  flour,  had  its  origin  and  most  of  its 
active  work  performed  in  and  by  this  Chamber. 

It  has  given  largely  of  time  and  money  to 
the  entertainment  of  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture, of  distinguished  organizations  |like 
the  American  Institute  |of  Mining 
Engineers,  the  State  Dental  ass/x-l- 
atlon,  editorial  associations.  Jobbers,  milway 
men  and  others,  whose  knowledge  of  the  city 
aud  Its  advantages  has  bpen  vastly  increased 
throujth  these  efforts. 

There  is  scarcely  a  valuable  municipal  im- 
provement, such  as  the  grading  and  paving  of 
the  streets,  the  reliirhting  of  the  city,  the  im- 
provement of  the  gas  ami  water  supplies,  the 
perfection  ol  the  sewage  system,  the  eularge- 
menlol  our  educational  faciliiies.that  has  not 
received  the  hearty  support  aud  sympathy  of 
the  (  hamber  of  Commerce. 

It  organized  and  i.iii  ri'-.l  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion the  only  excursion  party  of  oiircltl- 
aens  to  southwestern  Minnesota  and  Dakota 
that  ever  was  formed  here,  opening  up  to  our 
busines-  men  possibilities  of  large  trade  rela- 
CioQB  with  that  rich  and  prosperous  country.

and  measures  which  have  been  pro- 
moted, encouraged  and  carried  to  suc- 
cess through  the  influence  and  exertions 
of  this  body. 

The  foregoing  constitutes  but  a  small 
part  of  what  has  been  its  actual  work. 
Much  of  this  work  is  quiet  and  silent 
and  does  not  appear  in  the  public  prints, 
and  therefore  is  not  generally  known  to 
the  people  at  large.  It  should  not  be 
necessary  to  urge  that  such  a  force,  such 
an  organization,  such  work,  such  sacri- 
fices, are  in  these  days  indispensible  to 
the  progress  of  any  city  iispiring  to  be 
great  and  prosperous.  It  should  require 
no  argument — it  should  be  patent  to 
every  thinking,  intelligent  man.  If, 
only,  all  other  cities  supposed  to  be  com- 
peting with  Duluth  would  fold  their 
hanils,  lie  back  and  wait  for  these  great 
enterprises  to  come,  it  would  do  very- 
well  for  us,  but  in  this  age,  when  compe- 
tition and  rivalry  enter  so  largely 
into  the  business  of  city  building,  it  is 
idle  to  think  that  such  organized  efforts 
as  we  have  alluded  to  here  can  be 
neglected  with  impunity. 

Such  is  a  very  brief  and  imperfect 
summary  of  the  results  accomplished 
through  this  organization.  More  has 
been  omitted  than  stated  in  this  epitome 
of  results.  The  ijuestion  naturally  arises, 
"In  what  manner  and  by  what  means 
has  this  work  hitherto  been  supported?" 
In  answer  it  may  be  stated,  through  the 
liberality  and  public  spirit  of  a  few  citi- 
zens, about  thirty  of  whom 
subscribed  in  1887  to  a  guaran- 
tee fund,  to  the  amount  of  ijixl  each 
a  year  for  three  years,  ami  they  have 
suffered  themselves  to  be  liberally  drawn 
upon  for  the  financial  support  of  the 
Chamber.  In  addition  to  this,  something 
has  been  obtained  through  annual  mem- 
berships, about  1.10  citizens  being  en- 
rolled on  the  list.  These  have  hitherto 
been  the  sole  reliance  for  the  support  of 
a  work  beneficial  in  the  highest  degree 
to  the  whole  city,  to  every  citizen  and  to 
every  property  holder,  whether  he  be 
resident  or  non-resident.  During  each 
of  the  past  three  years  from  HOOO  to 
^10,(X)0  have  been  thus  expended  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  promotion 
of  its  work.  Its  correspondence  has  been 
very  extensive,  the  letters  received  and 
dispatched  numbering  far  into  the  thou- 
sands each  yeaf.  It  has  distributed  more 
than  100,000  pamphlets,  circulars  of  in- 
formation and  other  publications  neces- 
sary to  give  correct  ideas  of  the  growth 
of  the  city  and  the  causes  thereof.  It 
has  been  repeatedly  stated  that  Duluth 
is  now  one  of  the  beet  advertised  of  any 
of  the  cities  of  the  United  States.  If 
this  be  so  it  is  due  largely  to  the  active 
labors  and  progressive  policy  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Now  the  question  arises.  What  is  to  be 
the  future  reliance  of  this  organization 
for  that  support  which  is  simply  indis- 
pensible if  it  is  to  continue  its  existence 
and  work?  No  valuable  results  in  any 
direction,  whether  by  individuals,  asso- 
ciations, corporations  or  any  other  com- 
bination can  be  attained  without  the 
liberal  expenditure  of  money.  Here  is  a 
work  beneficial  to  every  citizen.  Shall 
every  citizen  in  proportion  to  his  means 
contribute  his  share  to  that  which  is  for 
the  common  benefit?  or  shall  the  burden 
continue  to  be  borne  by  a  few  self-sacri-  ! 
ficing,  unselfish  men  who  have  no  more  ! 
to  gain  than  their  fellow  citizens  from  | 
their  labor  and  expense.  It  has  been 
thought  that  simple  justice  and  equity 
demanded  that  for  a  work  of  this  kind, 
the  whole  property  of  the  city  should 
contribute  its  share,  that  the  huadreUs 
of  non-residents  owning  valuable  prop- 
erty, and  awaiting  its  development  at  the 
expense  of  the  few,  should  be  placed  in 
such  relations  to  this  work  as  to  con- 
tribute their  share.  For  this  reason,  on 
the  petition  of  more  thanSOOof  the  lead- 
ing taxpayers  of  this  city,  the  last  legis- 
lature amended  the  charter  and  pro- 
vided for  the  appointment  of  a  railroad 
commissioner,  defining  his  duties  and 
makiug  provision  for  his  salary  and  office 
expenses.  This  is  a  measure  designed 
to  meet  the  conditions  already  alluded 
to.  That  is  to  say,  it  was  designed  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  whole 
property  of  the  city  in  behalf  of  that 
which  is  a  benefit  to  the  whole  city. 
The  step  was  taken  in  the  belief  that 
justice, equity  and  fairness  alike  demand 
that  the  whole  city  should  aid  in  defray- 
ing the  cost  of  promoting  its  interests. 
It  was  believed  that  a  just  principle  is 
involved  in  this  question,  and  that  all 
alike  should  take  their  share  in  whatever 
burden  is  involved  in  promoting  the 
work  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 
This  principle  has  been  contested  by  the 
citycouncil,  with  honest  motives  nodoubt, 
who,  up  to  the  present  time,  have  re- 
fused to  recognize  what  the  courts  have 
declared  to  be  a  valid  and  binding 
amendment  to  the  charter  of  the  city. 
Since  this  question  has  been  decided, 
however,  it  would  seem  that  all  ground 
of  contest  ought  to  be  abandoned,  and 
that  the  city  council  should  co-operate 
heartily  and  as  law-abiding  citizens  in 
the  execution  of  that  which  is  a  part  of 
the  charter  itself. 

With  this  recognition  and  this  co- 
operation, the  future  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  its  beneficent  work  are 
assured  beyond  all  peradventurc.  With- 
out it,  all  is  uncertain  and  doubtful. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Chamber  that 
the  services  of  the  present  secretary 
should  still  be  continued,  and  that  the 
work  which  has  been  so  well  begun 
should  be  carried  on  without  interrup- 
tion; but  it  is  understood  that  proposi- 
tions and  guarantees  have  recently  been 
placed  in  his  hands  which  make  it  for 
his  interest  promptly  to  surrender  his 
work  in  this  city.  At  least  two  enter- 
prising localities  are  ready  to  do  all  that 
is  necessary  to  justify  him  in  severing 
his  connection  with  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  giving  his  energies  to  one 
or  the  other.  Having  entered  into  this 
work,  with  all  his  pride  and  ambition 
enlisted  therein,  on  general  principles  he 
is  disposed  to  remain,  other  things  being 
equal,  and  carry  it  on,  and  such  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  desire  of  every  member 
of  this  Chamber.  It  remains  for  those 
who  are  interested  in  the  future  pro- 
gress of  the  city  and  its  up-building,  to 
determine  without  delay  what  the  re- 
sult shall  be.

OUcusMion   of  the  Report    of   the  Parnell 
Coutinliwion  in  Progrresn. 

LoMJON,  March  3. — Debate  on  the 
report  of  the  Parnell  commiB- 
sion  opened  in  the  bouse  of 
cx>mmonB  this  afternoon.  Great  inter- 
est in  the  subject  was  manifested,  nearly 
every  member  being  in  his  seat  while 
the  galleries  were  overcrowded. 

The  debate  was  opened  with  a  motion 
by  the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer 
thanking  the  judges  that  composed  the 
royal  commission  for  their  valuable  re- 
port. Against  this  the  opposition  sub- 
mitted an  amendment  which,  while  not 
reflecting  upon  the  court  is  calculated  to 
bring  out  an  exhaustive  and  acrimonious 
discussion,  and  at  the  same  time  de- 
manding the  appointment  of  a  special 
committee  to  inveetigate  the  forgery 
conspiracy,  and  the  attempts  of  The 
Liondon  Times  both  in  this  country  and 
the  United  States  to  suborn  evidence. 

It  is  understood  that  Parnell  has  re- 
ceived valuable  information  from  the 
United  States  in  relation  to  this  matter. 
The  government,  of  course,  is  sure  of  a 
large  majority,  and  the  prop<i8ed  com- 
mittee will  be  refused,  but  Parnell  will 
have  laid  the  ground  for  favorable  ac- 
tion when  the  liberals  return  to    power.

That  the  building  of  the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  railroad  will  greatly  advance 
Duluth  commerjiall>  has  long  been  con- 
ceded, but  the  part  which  this  new  road 
would  form,  if  any,  in  the  existing  rail- 
way systems  of  the  country  has  never 
been  authoritatively  and  precisely  de- 
tined.  Today  The  Herald  presents  re- 
liable information  on  this  most  impor- 
tant point  which  has  been  heretofore 
withheld  from  the  public.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg 
really  means  much  more  than  the 
public  at  large  has  been  given 
to  understand.  This  road,  in  real- 
ity, controls  the  northern  transcon- 
tinental tratiic  situation. 

Look  at  a  map  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  It  will  be  observed  that 
three  great  lines  carry  the  transcon- 
tinental freight  of  the  Northwest. 
These  are  the  Canadian  Pacific,  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  the  Manitoba. 
Yet  none  of  these  lines  hold, 
at  present,  a  position  to 
compete  at  extraordinary  advantage 
so  far  as  through  freight  is 
concerned.  The  objective  point  of  the 
Manitoba  road  is  the  Pacific  coast,  and 
it  will  be  completed  to  the  coast  as  soon 
as  possible.  The  Northern  Pacific  has 
been  awaking  giant  strides  in  shortening 
its  line  to  the  West.  Numerous  cut-offs 
have  been  built,  and  the  line  between 
Duluth  anci  Puget  Sound  shortened  by 
several  hundred  miles. 

To  counteract  this  movement  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  the  Manitoba  has  had 
an  army  of  surveyors  in  the  field  mark- 
ing out  a  line  to  Puget  sound  and  the 
coast.  The  Union  Pacific  is  also  to  enter 
this  territory,  making  another  disturbing 
element  in  the  situation;  so  that,  as 
matters  now  stand,  no  lees  than  three 
lines  are  centered  at  the  sound. 

Tnis  much   information   has    been  at 
times,  given,  but  now  semi-oHlcial    con 
tirmatioo  of  matters  relating  to  the  Du- 
luth vt  Winnipeg,  the  Canadian   Pacific, 
and  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  Jc  .\tlantic, 
three  roads  which    have  a  primary  place 
in    Duluth's    future    commerce  can  be 
published.    As    a    mother    watches  the 
growth  of  a  child,  so  the    Canadian    Pa- 
cific IS  looking  after  the   Duluth  A;  Win- 
nipeg.     By    again      referring     to     the 
map,      it     will      be     at     once     seen 
that        from        the        Pacific        coast 
to  the  East  via  the  Canadian   Pacific  to 
Winnipeg,  thence  to    Duluth    over    the 
Duluth  A;  Winnipeg,  from  Duluth  to  the 
Sault  over  the  South  Shore  A-    Atlantic 
makes  a  line  at  least  150    miles    shorter 
than  from  the  West  to  the  East  over  the 
Canadian  Pacific  alone.    Not  only    does 
the  Duluth  route  offer  an   advantage  in 
matter  of  distance,    but    the    saving    in 
time  is  still  greater,    for    the    roughest, 
slowest  part  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  road 
is  that  between  Winnipeg  and  Sudbury. 
The  scheme  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
when  carried    out — and  there    is    everv 
reason  to    affirm    that    it    will    be— will 
make  Duluth  one  of  the  most  important 
points   in  a    line   of   traffic  and   travel 
which  has  Liverpool  and  Hong  Kong  as 
its    terminals.      The    Canadian    Pacific 
runs  steamers  from  Vancouver  to  China. 
From  Quebec  to  Liverpool  a  line  of  fast 
steamers    is  being    prepared,  and    with 
ships  and  railway  the  route  via    Duluth 
will    be  the    shortest    and    quickest  be- 
tween the  Orient  and  the  West. 

Moreover  the  Canadian  Pacific  will 
shorten  its  line  west  from  Winnipeg 
wherever  feasible  by  cut-offs  and  re- 
grading,  and  it  is  now  building  as  is  well 
known  its  connection  south  to  invade 
the  territory  of  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
Manitoba  with  a  terminal  at  Seattle  and 
perhaps  Tacoma  as  well— entering 
.\merican  territory  as  an  American  com- 
pany. In  these  ways  it  will  grasp  at 
the  bulk  of  the  transcontinental  busi- 
ness of  the  North,  and  when  the  Duluth 
it  Winnipeg  is  completed  its  mam  busi- 
ness will  go  through  Duluth.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  within  two  years  a  great 
through  freight  and  passenger  traffic  be- 
tween Hong  Kong,  and  LiveriHXjl  will  be 
carried  on  via  the  head  of  the  great  lakes.

LIABLE    TO    INVESTIGATE. 

The  AdminUti-atlon  may  look  Still  Further 
Into  Military  Matters. 

Wa.shincjton,  March  3.— The  interfer- 
ence of  the  administration  with  the  mili- 
tarj-  martinets  in  the  Northwest  is  not 
likely  to  end  with  the  court  of  inquiry 
into  the  actions  of  Lieut.  Steele.  It  is 
said  upon  very  high  authority  that  the 
press  reports  of  interviews  with  and 
comments  made  by  several  officers  of  St. 
Paul  and  elfewhere  have  been  furnished 
to  the  secretary  of  war  at  his  command, 
and  that  some  of  the  wearers  of  epau- 
lettes who  have  been  talking  altogether 
too  freely  may  find  themselves  brought 
up  with  a  round  turn. 

Gen.  Ruger,  it  is  said,  has  failed  to 
remember  the  proverb  that  silence  is 
golden.  Maj.  Jewell  has  been  talking  at 
random,  while  Col.  Mason,  the  com- 
mandant at  Fort  Snelling,  is  credited 
with  several  sarcastic  flings,  both  at 
President  Harrison  and  Secretary  Tracy. 

It  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  these  in- 
dividuals will  figure  on  the  defensive  be- 
fore the  proposed  general  court  of  in- 
quiry. 

THE  SISTERHOOD  REBELLS 
Ursnllne  Nnnit  CIhIiii  the  Ki/^^lit  to  $4>11 
Tli«'ir  Owu  i-roperty. 
PiTTSBUKG.  Pa.,  March  3.— The  Ursu- 
line  nuns  are  in  open  rebellion  against 
his  holiness  the  pope.  The  troubles  of 
this  sisterhood,  which  have  covered  sev- 
eral years,  were  supposed  to  have  ended 
some  months  ago,  when,  with  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  authorities  at  Rome,  it  was 
arranged  that  the  entire  property  of  the 
nuns  should  be  turned  over  to  Bishop 
Swiss  upon  payment  of  ^60,000. 

Ex-Mother  Superior  Alphonse,  how- 
ever, has  now  gone  back  on  this  com- 
promise and  has  placed  the  fourteen 
acres  with  the  building  in  the  hands  of 
of  a  real  estate  agent  to  be  disposed  of. 
She  claims  that  herself  and  her  associ- 
ates organized  the  institution,  secured 
the  necessary  funds  and  hold  the  title, 
and  that  they  do  not  regard  the  eccle- 
siastical law  as  rismg  superior  to  the  laws 
of  Pennsylvania. 

The  tight,  which  will  now  proceed  with 
increased  bitterness  on  both  sides,  is  of 
interest  to  the  Catholic  church  through- 
out the  world,  as  it  is  the  first  time  that 
a  sisterhood  has  openly  defied  the  au 
thority  of  the  holy  pontiff'.

DR.    LORIMER    ILL. 

Divine  Will   Kent    Before   Taking  the 
Platform  Again. 

Chicago,  Maich  3.— Rev.  Dr.  Lorimer, 
the  famous  Baptist  pulpit  and  platform 
orator,  whose  remarkable  lecture  in  the 
East  a  week  ago  while  under  the  in- 
fluence of  an  overdose  of  quinine,  has  fur- 
nished material  for  a  good  deal  of  sen- 
sational and  unreliable  writing,  is  hardly 
lik»ly  to  be  heard  on  the  platform  agai  n 
for  a  year  at  least,  and  it  is  doubtful 
whether  he  will  occupy  his  pulpit  until 
next  fall.  He  is  in  a  state  of  complete 
physical  ^collapse  and  unable  to  leave 
his  residence. 

When  he  has  sufficiently  recovered  to 
s'and  the  journey  he  will  be  taken  to 
Florida,  or«ome  other  Southern  point 
with  a  climate  more  favorable  than  that 
of  Chicago. 

A  GENTLE  HINT. 


Chicago,  March  2.  -The  resolutions 
adopted  by  directors  of  board  of  trade 
Saturday  cutting  off  the  gathering  and 
disseminating  quotations  after  March  31 
have  created  much  comment. 

Treasurer  Hamill  was  asked  by  a  re- 
porter: "(Jranting  the  right  of  the 
board  to  withhold  the  quotations,  what 
will  be  the  effect  of  such  action?" 

"That  is  an  important    question,"  said 
Mr.  Hamill.    '•Commission  men  will  have 
to  confer  with  their  customers   by   wire 
a',  great  expense.    Men   who  have   been 
sitting  in  their  office    and    getting  mar- 
kets as  fast  as  they  were  made,  will  now 
have  to  keep  a  corps    of    messengers  to 
run  from  the  board  to  their  offices    with 
the  quotations  or  go  over  to    the    board 
themselves.     Men  who    now   get  orders 
right  from  wires  in  the  building  will  no 
longer  have  that  convenience.    The  tele- 
graph companies  will  have  to  get  out.  The 
Anaount  of  business  done  with  our  quo- 
tations is  simply  enormous.    They  have 
been  sending  them  right  from  the  board 
to  all  parts  of  the    country.     After   this 
month  there  will  be  none' to  send.     But 
we  used  to  get  along  without  quotations 
and  I  suppose  we  can  do  the  same  thing 
again.    Before  we  had  quotations  there 
was  more   business  done  on  the  board 
than  we  have  been  doing  since  we  have 
been  using  quotations,  and  ills  just  pos- 
sible that  a  return  of    the  old   methods 
may  bring  us  back  a  great  deal    of    our 
lost  trade.    We  will  no  doubt   miss  the 
good  features  of  the    quotations    but   if 
there  is  marked   improvement    in    busi- 
ness we  can  well  afford  to  suffer  a  little 
inconvenience." 

"Will  absence  of  quotations  do  away 
with  bucket  shops'r" 

"It  will  certainly  have  that  tendency. 
Trading  on  prices  the  bucket  shops  men 
might  pick  up  in  the  pits  would  be  un- 
satisfactory." 

Nearly  every  board  of  trade  man  seen 
had  some  fears  of  the  complications  that 
the  new  order  of  things  would  bring 
about.  It  is  very  important,  they  say, 
to  have  quotations  of  the  Produce  Ex- 
change from  New  York.  If  these  people 
are  cut  off  from  Chicago  quotations  they 
will  be  apt  to  refuse  to  furnish  Chicago 
their  prices.  Bucket  shop  men  are 
equally  alarmed  about  the  outcome  of 
the  issue  which  the  board  has  now 
made.  If  they  fail  in  compelling  the 
board  to  continue  to  furnish  quotations 
they  will  have  to  devise  some  other 
means  of  getting  at  the  prices  made  on 
the  board.  .Just  what  plan  they  will 
adopt  has  not  yet  been  determined,  but 
they  declare  that  they  will  trade  in  pro- 
duce in  spite  of  anything  the  board  of 
trade  may  do. 

The  telegraph  companies  have  very 
little  to  say.  In  fact,  they  do  not  wish 
to  say  anything  about  the  matter.  But 
they  are  lar|?ely  interested  parties  in  the 
fight.  It  means  the  loss  of  enormous 
business  to  them  if  the  board  succeeds 
in  its  present  intentions.  Upon  one 
pt)int  all  parties  interested  seem  to  be 
agreed,  and  that  ie,  no  matter  what  may 
occur,  all  contestable  ground  will  be 
fought  over  with  determination.

The  I3uiuth  Idea. 

The  Chicago  board  of  trade  has  evi- 
dently made  a  mistake  as  the  expression 
of  a  number  of  Duluth  grain  men,  hur- 
riedly intervieved  on  the  subject,  would 
imply.

The  move  of  the  Chicagoans  will  result 
in  great  benefit  to  New  York  from  the 
start,  as  its  Produce  Exchange  will 
gladly  send  out  quotations  and  ulti- 
mately to  Buffalo  and  Duluth,  and  the 
action  of  the  Lake  Michigan  grain  men 
in  refusing  to  "cry  their  wares"  can  only 
be  construed  into  a  tacit  admission  of 
their  inferiority,  and  the  dawning  of  a 
knowledge  that  Chicago's  supremacy  as 
a  grain  dealing  stronghold  is  falling  into 
the  sere  and  yellow  leaf. 

For  a  time  there  will  be  not  a  little 
disturbance  of  trade  functions,  say  the 
Duluth  men,  but  this  disturbance  will 
not  last  long.  It  is  hardly  possible  that 
doing  away  with  reports  and  quotations 
can  have  an  effect  to  increase  trade,  as  it 
will  make  business  with  Chicago  diffi- 
cult and  slow.  The  trouble  arises  from 
the  late  action  of  courts  that  decided 
quotations  were  public  and  could  not  be 
withheld  from  bucket  shops,  if  given  to 
boards  of  trade. 


CAPITALISTS    ARE    UNEASY. 

Investors  In  tlie  Beliriug;  Seal  Industry  Are 
Liable  to  Lose. 

New  York,  March  3.— The  persistent 
uniformity  of  reports  from  Washington 
and  Ottawa  respecting  the  basis  of  the 
settlement  adopted  in  the  Behring  sea 
question,  have  begun  to  impress  people 
here  with  the  conviction  that  these  re- 
iterated statements  are  substantially 
true. 

Our  citizens  whose  capital  or  industry 
16  invested  in  fur  seal  tisheries  are  natur- 
ally uneasy  under  the  prospect  of  an 
early  curtailment  of  their  means  of  in- 
come or  livelih(X)d.  A  projected  close 
season  for  fur  seals  must  necessarily 
cover  the  very  period  of  each  year,  dur- 
ing which  fisheries  can  most  profitably 
and  naturally  be  operated,  and  if  the  im- 
pending treaty  is  to  take  the  form  in- 
dicated in  the  public  prints  of  Canada 
and  the  United  States,  it  is  bard  to  fore- 
see how  any  lawful  fishery  of  seals  in 
Behring  sea  is  to  be  carried  on  by  others 
than  the  lessee  of  the  American  and 
Russia  seal  islands  after  the  treaty  shall 
have  gone  into  operation. 

This  is  a  serious  matter  for  the  small 
capitalists  and  hardy  hunters  who  have 
hitherto  shared  with  the  rich  lessees  in 
the  profits  of  seal  catching. 

HE    DESERVES    PUNISHMENT 

For   Creatinj;  a  Disturlmnci'  Auiongr 
ored  Worsliiiiers. 

St.  Locis,  March  3.~Henry  Weber, 
33  years  of  age,  was  arrested  and  locked 
up  yesterday  afternoon  on  complaint  of 
Henry  Nelson  and  Lizzie  Lewis,  both 
colored  for  raising  a  disturbance  at  the 
Seventh  street  colored  Methodist  church 
while  services  were  being  held. 

Nelson,  it  appears  was  standing  at  the 
entrance  of  the  church,  when  Welder 
happened  to  pass  along.  There  was  an 
old  grudge  exiscing  between  the  two 
men  and  Weber  is  said  to  have  ad- 
dressed the  negro  in  the  moFt  vulgar 
terms.  The  colored  man  resented  this 
and  told  him  he  ct)uld  not  insult  a  true 
Christian.  Weber  became  very  angry 
and  made  a  rush  at  Nelson,  who  hastily 
retreated  into  the  church.  Weber  fol- 
lowed nim.  He  was  armed  with  a 
shovel,  and  although  services  were  in 
progress,  he  chased  Nelson  down  one  of 
the  aisles  of  the  church.  He  raised  the 
shovel  three  or  four  times  to  strike  the 
negro,  but  the  latter  managed  to  ward 
off  the  blows. 

This  of  course  caused  a  scene  of  wild 
excitenient  and  services  were  stopped. 
Mrs.  Lizzie  Lewis,  one  of  the  colored 
worshipers,;  undertook  to  grab  Wel)er, 
who  turned  on  her,  and  she  ran.  Then 
followed  another  scene  of  disorder,  which 
was  only  ended  by  the  arrival  of  three 
policeman  who  arrested  Weber. 


Car   Load   of  Gasoline 
plodes  and    the  Wreck 
Burns.

»Ian8pield,  Ohio,  March,  3.— The 
Pittsburgh,  Ft.  Wayne  &  Chicago  road 
hac  the  worst  freight  wreck  at  Lakeville 
at  ]  o'clock  this  morning  that  has  oc- 
cur jd  for  some  time.  Three  trainmen 
anc  thosands  of  dollars  worth  of  property 
weie  consumed  in  the  fire,  which  fol- 
lowed a  collision.  The  third  section 
of«  west-bound  freight  train  broke 
dovn  a  mile  west  of  Lakeville  and  the 
fou  -th  section  of  the  same  train  crashed 
int(  I  the  rear  end. 

Inmediately  after  the  crash  a  tank- 
car  of  gasoline  in  front  of  the  caboose 
exploded  and  scattered  burning  liquid 
ove- the  debris,  which  took  tire  and 
buraed  fiercely.  On  the  engine  were 
engineer  John  Oman,  fireman  Harvey 
Uatehouse  and  head  brakeman  Edward 
Miler.  All  of  them  received  probable 
fatal  injuries  before  the  fire  reached 
them,  but  when  their  bodies  were  found 
the  hre  had  roasted  them.  Fireman 
tratshouse's  body  was  buried  iu  tiie  de- 
bris and  was  burned  to  a  crisp.  Cowan 
and  Miller  were  married  and  had  two 
chillren  each.  They  lived  at  Alliance. 
(-.atshouse  was  unmarried  and  resided 
at  I'oyelstown. 

O  1  from  two  other  tank  cars  added 
fuel  to  the  fire,  which  consumed  twenty 
freight  cars  and  the  ties  on  about  500 
feet  of  track.  So  intense  was  the  heat 
that  steel  rails  were  twisted  out  of  shape 
and  the  bell  on  the  buried  engine  was 
melted.  The  track  was  so  badly  dam- 
agec  that  freight  and  local  passenger 
traff  c  was  delayed  about  fourteen  houre. 
Through  passenger  trains  were  sent  over 
the.Sypano.  The  cause  of  the  wreck 
was  the  failure  of  the  dead  engineer  to 
stop  when  flagged  by  a  brakeman  from 
the  disabled  train.  The  supposition  is 
that  the  three  were  asleep  on  their  en- 
gine and  did  not  have  time  to  jump  if 
they  did  wake  up  Ijefore  the  crash.

FRENCH    IN    DAHOMEY.

Paris,  March  3.— The  report  has  been 
received  by  the  governor  of  Senegal 
stating  that  8000  of  the  King  of  Da- 
homey's troops  attacked  the  French 
command  under  Commander  Terilon  at 
.\tzebo.  After  a  severe  fight  the  French 
repulsed  the  natives,  killing  and  wound- 
ing 100  of  them.  The  government  in- 
tends to  annex  the  kingdom  of  Dahomey 
and  a  large  expedition  will  be  sent  to 
the  West  coast.

is  a  feather  in  its  cap  as  a  newspaper 
which  any  journal  in  the  country  could 
be  proud  of.  The  Herald  tosses  up  its 
cap  today  therefore  with  pardonable 
self -congratulation. 


The  proposition  to  abolish  secret  ses- 
sions of  the  United  States  senate  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  and  acting 
upon  executive  nominations  meets  with 
increasing  favor.  Last  week  the  senate 
committee  on  rules  had  a  tie  vote  upon 
the  question  whether  the  senate  rules 
should  be  changed  at  all.  Two  mem- 
bers of  that  committee  advocate  open 
sessions  of  the  senate  when  disposing  of 
the  President's  nominations,  unless  the 
committee  reporting  them  desire  the 
proceedings  to  be  secret.  It  is  trouble- 
some for  senators,  even  those  of  a 
Roman  pattern,  to  keep  secrets,  and  it 
is  apparent  that  public  ends  are  very 
seldom  served  by  secrecy,  while  closed 
doors  atford  opportunities  for  the 
meanly  safe  reiteration  of  calumnies. 
Therefore  it  is  that  the  shrewdest  sena- 
tors are  beginning  to  perceive  that  open 
sessions  are  to  be  preferred  to  secret  ses- 
sions of  doubtful  utility  at  the  t>e8t,  and 
so  leaky  commonly  as  to  reduce  the  se- 
cret to  a  farce,  and  vex  them  with  gar- 
bled reports  of  their  proceedings  which 
they  are  not  at  liberty  to  explain  or  con- 
tradict. 

The  ill-hewn  contract  labor  is  disgust- 
ing even  its  makers  and  should  be  re- 
formed at  once.  Its  absurdities  have 
been  more  than  once  held  up  in  the 
bright  light,  and  one  is  now  pilloried  by 
the  decision  of  the  secretary  of  the  treas- 
ury that  a  clergyman  is  a  "laborer"  and 
that  no  church  in  this  country  has  the 
right  to  call  under  contract  for  the  ser- 
vices of  any  foreign  minister  to  fill  its 
pulpit.  This  leaves  the  law  in  such  a 
condition  as  is  remarked  by  a  ready- 
witted  Washington  correspondent  that 
musicians,  actors,  actresses,  acro- 
bats, sword  -  swallowers,  bareback 
riders  and  jugglers  can  come  in  as 
artists,  as  was  decidtd  the  other  day,  but 
a  minister  of  the  gospel  is  barred  out. 
If  the  clergyman  should  come  into  the 
country  seeking  employment  the  govern- 
ment would  not  prohibit  him  from  en- 
tering our  ports,  but  when  he  comes 
with  a  positive  engagement  it  is  sup- 
posed to  be  detrimental  to  the  interests 
of  the  local  clergymen,  who  must  be  pro- 
tected from  foreign  competition.  There 
is  no  evidence    that    a  single    American 


clergyman  has  ever  asked  for  this  pro- 
tection, and  the  framers  of  the  law  prob- 
ably never  thought  of  barring  out  pulpit 
labor,  but  they  made  their  net  so  fine 
that  it  takes  an  artist  to  get   through  it. 


The  exports  of  the  British  tin  plate 
industry  for  the  last  year  are  of  particu- 
lar interest  to  this  country.  The  ex- 
ports exceeded  those  of  any  previous 
year  in  the  history  of  the  trade,  mount- 
ing up  to  a  total  of  more  than  4.30,000 
tons,  valued  at  £0,000,000.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  where  these  exports 
went:

From  this  it  appears  that  we  took 
from  Great  Britain  more  than  77  per 
cent  of  all  her  shipments  of  tin  plate,  to 
the  value  of  623,300,000.  No  wonder  we 
have  the  report  of  the  rapid  develop- 
ment of  this  industry-  in  Great  Britain 
and  the  demand  for  new  storage  accom- 
modations at  Swansea  for  the  export 
trade.  The  English  are  using  our  money 
to  build  up  their  home  industry  in  great 
shape,  and  applauding  the  cheap  cam- 
paign outcry  against  taxing  the  Ameri- 
can workingman's  dinner  pail  without 
caring  to  consider  whether  it 
carries  any  dinner  or  not. 
It  bas  been  calculated  by  the 
secretary  of  the  Ame  icau  Tiu  Plate  as- 
souiation  that  to  produce  here  the  quan- 
tity of  tin  plate  which  we  now  import 
would  employ  the  labor  of  38,0G0  men 
and  1750  women,  thus  distributed:  -,000,- 
000  tons  of  coke  and  coal,  200O  men;  1,- 
000,000  tons  of  iron  ore,  1200  men;  -liJO,- 
000  tons  of  pig  iron,  4500  men;  15,000 
tons  of  Dakota  block  tin,  50U0  men; 
3000  tons  of  lead,  300  men;  (iooO  tons  of 
tallow  or  oil,  750  men;  JO.OUO  tons  of 
sulphuric  acid,  750  men;  30,U0O,O0O  feet 
of  box  lumber,  bOO  men;  turuuig  pig 
iron  into  huesneet  iron,  17,500  men;  turu- 
lug  fine  slieet  iron  into  tin  plate,  1750 
women  and  -450  men;  running  milis  and 
transportation,  30UJ  men;  making  a  total 
of  89,800  men  and  women  engaged  in  the 
production  and  transportation  of  tin 
p.ates.  The  Herald  for  one  would  like 
to  see  this  force  at  work  here,  and  cares 
no  more  for  the  cry  against  the  taxed 
pail  than  it  does  for  the  cry  against  the 
taxed  rail.  The  taxed  rail  is  now  selling 
in  this  country  and  England  at  precisely 
the  same  price,  and  its  price  has  fallen 
steadily  since  the  protective  duty  was 
levied.  Moreover,  we  have  now  c  gr  eat 
thriving  steel-rail  industry  in  this  coun- 
try, which  was  unquestionably  well 
worth  getting  and  holding  whatever  it 
may  have  cost.

SEEN  AND  HEARD. 


"That  telegraphic  account  in  Friday's 
Herald  of  a  minister  who  conducted  his  own 
funeral  service  by  phonograpli,"  said  an  attor- 
ney at  The  SpalUingr  last  evening,  "reminds 
me  of  the  Urst  time  1  ever  saw  any  mechanism 
for  reproducing  the  human  voice.  The  year 
the  phonograph  was  perfected  1  spent  the 
season  at  Washington  and  while  there  formed 
the  acquaintance  of  Stenographer  DeV'ine, 
once  private  secretary  to  James  G.  Blaine. 
DeVine  was  interested  in  the  phonograph  and 
used  to  talk  about  it  a  great  deal.  Tlie 
machine  was  anally  improved  over  the  Edison 
patent  and  reudereil  practical.  Half  a  dozen 
were  made  and  tested.  Ihe  acc-ount  of  Its 
success  given  by  a  prominent  congressman 
sounded  then  somewhat  like  a  fairy  story,  but 
anyoue  will  believe  it  now.  A  memt>er  of  the 
company  owning  the  patent  had  lent  him  a 
"phone"  to  try.  The  following  day  he  (the 
congressman)  was  to  speak  in  behalf  of  a  large 
appropriation  bill  tlien  pending.  The  time 
allotted  to  each  speaker  haJ  been  limited  to 
live  minutes.  How  to  condense  his 
speech  sufficiently  and  yet  make  it 
effective,  he  did  not  know.  At 
last  an  idea  occurred  to  him  that  the  phono- 
graph would  help  him  out.  He  took  it  to  his 
room  and  dictated  to  it  half  an  hour.  Then  he 
reversed  the  crank  and  reproduced  his  dicta- 
tion. Condensing  his  speech  as  much  as  pos- 
sible he  dictated  it  again.  By  repeating  this 
method  several  times  he  at  last  succeeded  in 
satisfying  himself.  Through  his  effort  alone 
the  blU  was  passed.

"That  Is  but  one  of  a  thousand  places  in 
which  the  phonograph  may  be  used.  The 
medium  upon  which  the  voice  is  registered  is 
a  small  wax  cylinder,  costing  but  a  few  cents. 
It  may  be  used  again  and  again  by  smoothing 
its  surface,  or  laid  away  and  kept  for  years. 
Speeches,  legal  documents  and  wills  especially 
may  thus  be  preserved  for  an  unlimited  length 
of  time.  Imagine  a  man's  voice  reading  liis 
own  will  to  you  long  after  he  is  dead.  No,  the 
phonograph  will  never  supplant  shorthand, 
but   it's  a  wonderful   invention;   wonderful, 

sir."

Every    pound    of  ore 
on  the  docks  and  at  the  mines  has   been 
sold,  and  at  prices  which    have    given  a 
gocKi  profit  to  mine  owners,  agents  and 
to  manufacturers.    The  ranges    have  be- 
gun a  new  era  of  prosperity  and  the  out- 
look for  several  years    of    great  activity 
has  never  been  so  good. 

This  increase  in  output  will  not  be 
so  much  from  the  large  mines,  but 
with  the  smaller  ones,  and  this  will  con- 
duce more  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
district;  it  is  the  small  manufactories 
which  give  wealth  and  activity  to  a  city 
or  country.  The  outlook  in  the  copper 
country  is  also  good. 

The  Dululb,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic 
is  making  preparations  for  handling  this 
increased  output.  Last  year  at  Mar- 
quette the  road  handled  about  1^00,000 
tons  of  ore,  but  this  season  it  expects  to 
carry  nearly  2.000,000  tons.  And  for  this 
reason  the  railway's  shops  are  busy,  and 
i(\)  men  are  finding  employment  in  the 
various  departments.  Material  for  100 
new  ore  cars  has  been  received,  and  the 
company  expects  to  have  these  com- 
pleted by  early  spring.  The  South  Shore 
is  getting  all  its  engines  in  shape  for  an 
immense  business.  In  the  shops  seven 
engines  are  undergoing  repairs,  and  they 
will  be  put  early  into  active  service.  The 
road  is  already  shipping  some 
ore  to  the  East  and  Chi- 
cago. The  new  line  to  Dead 
river  is  also  completed,  and  a  large  busi- 
ness is  expected  over  this  branch.  At 
Marquette  the  company  has  completed 
plans  for  a  new  dock.  It  already  owns 
three  docks  with  a  capacity  of  30,000 
tons.  The  new  dock  will  be  the  finest 
one  in  the  world,  so  far  as  equipment  is 
concerned.  All  the  recent  inventions 
for  handling  the  product  will  be  em- 
ployed in  building  the  structure,  which 
will  have  a  capacity  of  30,00*3  tons.  The 
South  Shore  will  also  place  orders  this 
year  for  more  bos  cars,  as  the  increase  in 
Duluth  tratKc  has  been  such  as  to  war- 
rant it. 

At  Escanaba  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western is  making  ready  for  carrying  a 
larger  quantity  of  ore  than  it  has  ever 
handled  before.  Mine  companies  esti- 
mate that  the  output  this  season  from 
Escanaba  will  be  fully  4,000,000  tons,  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  1,000,000  tons. 
These  figures  may  be  reduced,  yet  it  is 
probable  that  the  increase  will  not  be 
less  than  500,(XX)  or  T.jO.OOO  tons.  The 
mines  along  the  Milwaukee  &  Northern 
will  also  increase  their  output  in  the  pro- 
portions cited  at  Marquette  and  Es- 
canaba. 

While  smaller  mines  will  increase 
greatly  the  big  fellows  are  not  at  all 
slow.  Elach  of  the  twelve  "big  mines" 
will  achieve  a  larger  output  this  year 
than  last.  The  Norrie  mine  8<X),iX>0  tons 
and  the  Minnesota  and  Chapin  will  each 
mine  T.5».>,000  tons  or  more.  The  Chandler 
will  mine  oOO,UOC>  tons  this  year,  and  the 
Florence,  Dunn,  Ashland,  Aurora,  Lake 
Superior,  Cleveland  and  Lake  Angeline 
mines  are  each  goo<l  for  300,000  tons. 


BORING    FOR    THE    PIER. 

Oroand   not  SatisfHctory  ito   far  for  a  8nb- 
Htantial  Pier. 

The  boring  to  ascertain  the  nature  of 
the  ground  on  the  south  side  of  the 
canal  is  progressing  rapidly.  The  method 
of  drilling  is  an  ingenious  one.  A  two- 
inch  pipe  is  forced  in  the  ground  by  a 
hydraulic  jack.  Inside  this  pipe  a 
smaller  pipe  is  inserted,  and  as  the  main 
pipe  is  driven  down  a  jet  of  water  is 
pumped  into  it  through  the  small  pipe, 
which  flushes  out  the  dirt.  The  large 
pipes  are  in  five-foot  lengths,  with  a 
thread  on  the  end  of  each  that  other 
lengths  may  be  screwed  on  as  required. 
The  method  of  flushing  out  the  main  pipe, 
although  similar  in  some  respects 
to  that  in  use  for  boring  for  oil  wells,  has 
many  important  improvements  which 
have  been  invented  by  Mr.  Reed.  IIis 
method  of  using  the  jet  is  entirely  orig- 
inal, and  operates  most  satisfactorily. 

It  is  the  intention  to  go  down  100  feet. 
About  half  that  distance  has  been  drilled 
so  far,  the  chief  material  encountered 
being  quicks md,  which  of  course  is  not 
a  desirable  foundation,  and  if  nothing 
more  substantial  is  found,  will  necessi- 
tate putting  in  a  broad  concrete  founda- 
tion.

MARINE    MATTERS. 

The  Nortliern  People  Lease  a   Line ;  Other 
Matters. 

The  Northern  Steamship  company  has 
leased  the  old  Heed  dock,  between  Com- 
mercial street  and  the  Anchor  Line  dock 
at  Buffalo,  and  is  putting  it  in  repair  for 
the  opening  of  navigation.  A  shed  will 
be  built  and  the  creek  dredged  to  the 
depth  of  sixteen  feet.  This  line  will  do 
the  Lake  Superior  business  of  the  Erie 
and  Lackawanna  roads,  and  will  con- 
tinue last  year's  arrangement  with 
Ward's  line.  The  line  has  made  a 
traffic  arrangement  with  the  Inland 
Transportation  company  for  handling 
business  on  the  canal. 

In  Scotland,  where  the  most  extensive 
shipyards  are  located,  it  is  the  custom 
of  the  men  employed  in  a  yard  to  cele- 
brate the  launching  of  the  first  vessel  in 
most  handsome  style.  The  majority  of 
the  men  employed  in  the  steel  plant  of 
F.  W.  Wheeler  A  Co.'s  yard  are  from  the 
great  Clyde  shipyards,  and  in  pursuance 
of  the  old-country  custom  they  are  mak- 
ing preparations  for  a  big  celebration  on 
the  event  of  the  launching  of  the  steel 
steamer  "City  of  Chicago."  A  banquet 
will  be  given  on  the  evening  after  the 
launch,  for  which  several  hundred  invi- 
tations will  be  issued  the  latter  part  of 
this  week  to  local  business  men  and  all 
outside  firms  doing  business  with  F.  W. 
Wheeler  i  Co.  At  least  fifty  of  Mr. 
Wheeler's  Washington  friends  will  also 
be  invited. 

Nearly   Ready  to  Operate. 

Within  a  few  days  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  Lake  Superior  Telegr<:ph  com- 
pany w  ill  have  its  new  line  between  Mil- 
waukee and  Marquette,  Mich.,  in  opera- 
tion. The  line  has  already  been  opened 
for  local  business  between  Marquette 
and  Escanaba,  and  comparatively  little 
work  remains  to  be  done,  as  the  poles 
are  all  up  and  the  wires  strung  for  the 
greater  portion  of  the  distance  between 
here  and  Marquette.  In  Wisconsin  the 
line  will  toucli  Port  Washington,  Kau- 
kauna,  Appleton,  Ureen  Bay  and  Marin- 
ette, and  in  Michigan  Menominee,  Es- 
canaba, Ishpeming  and  Marquette,  and 
will  later  extend  to  Duluth. 


Handlini,-  (lie  Product. 
Iron  Trade  Review;  An  important 
factor  in  the  business  of  1890  will  be  the 
question  of  handling  the  immense  out- 
put, which  will  exceed  the  '89  product 
by  nearly  30  per  cent.  Of  this  increase, 
fully  500,000  tons  will  go  to  Chicago, 
leaving  the  lower  lake  ports  to  handle 
1,500,000  tons  more  than  they  did  last 
year.  This,  of  course,  will  call  for  in- 
creased dock  facilities,  here  and  else- 
where, and  an  extension  of  storage  room 
by  the  railway  companies.  One  Cleve- 
land dock  company  is  endeavoring  to 
double  its  facilities  by  the  opening  of 
navigation,  and  the  Schlesinger  people 
are  reported  to  be  building  2:300  feet  of 
dock  front  in  Ashtabula  to  accommodate 
their  increased  output.  The  vesselmen. 
in  the  meantime,  are  not  very  anxious 
to  secure  employment,  and  a  great  many 
carriers  that  were  chartered  during  the 
season  of  1889  will  go  wild  next  summer, 
if  their  owners  carry  out  their  present 
views.

Within  a  few  days,  articles  of  incor- 
poration for  a  new  railroad  to  tap  the 
Vermilion  iron  country  will  be  tiled  with 
the  secretary  of  state  at  St.  Paul.  The 
projectorsof  this  scheme  have  been  keep- 
ing their  plans  very  quiet,  but  matters 
have  now  progressed  so  favorably,  that 
it  is  probable  that  work  on  the  line  will 
begin  this  year,  and  the  road  pushed  to 
completion  before  '91. 

Several  surveys  have  beeu  made  north 
from  Duluth,  but  exactly  where  the  line 
will  run  is  nut  known. 

But  little  is  known  regarding  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  company.  Among  th(J6e 
interested  in  iron  lands  in  the  range,  and 
probably  also  interested  in  the  develop- 
ment of  any  scheme  to  reach  their 
property  through  sources  other  than  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range,  are  C.  E.  Shannon 
and  associates,  M.  B.  Harrison,  W.  K.

Comber,  Hoover,  John  G.  Brown,  A.  M. 
Miller,  Hartman  &  Mallett,  and  many 
others.  In  the  building  of  this  new 
Vermilion  road  are,  besides  Duluth  and 
Eastern  people,  Faribault  and  Minne- 
apolis capitalists,  among  them  being  K. 
D.  Chase,  who  is  interested  in  the  Mer- 
ritt  properties.  It  is  understood  that 
the  company  has  plenty  of  capital  back 
of  it,  and  the  project  will  not  fail  for 
lack  of  funds.

Des  M01NE.S,  March  4. — Municipal 
elections  were  neld  in  several  Iowa  cities 
yesterday.  The  democrats  cleaned  up 
everything  in  Burlington.  In  Cedar 
Rapids  they  elected  a  mayor  and  enough 
aldermen  to  make  the  council  a  tie.  At 
Clinton  the  democratic  candidate  for 
mayor  defeated  the  republican  and  citi- 
zen's candidates.  Creston  democrats 
have  secured  a  majority  of  their  council. 
At  Ottumwa  the  republicans  secured  a 
majority  of  aldermen.  Republicans  at 
Connesville  elected  their  candidate  for 
mayor.  He  was  the  tirst  republican  ever 
elected  to  that  office  there;  the  demo- 
crats captured  the  remainder  of  the 
ticket.  Port  Dodge  elected  the  entire 
democratic  ticket.  At  Des  Moines  and 
Sioux  City  both  parties  claim  the 
mayoralty.  An  official  count  will  be 
necessary  to  decide.  The  indications 
are  that  the  republican  candidates  will 
be  successful.

Surveys  have  been  tinished  for  a  di- 
rect line  from  Duluth  to  the  Vermilion 
and  Mesabi  ranges  and  even  beyond  and 
negotiations  are  far  along  toward  assur- 
ances that  the  roud  will  be  built  very 
soon.

W.\sHiN(S'ix)N,  March  4. — If  indications 
here  count  for  anything,  it  must  be  con- 
cluded that  the  Minnesota  Scandina- 
vians want  one  of  their  countrymen  to 
lead  the  republican  state  ticket  this  fall. 
They  have  had  the  second  place  for  sev- 
eral years  and  have  intimated  before 
that  they  desired  more  than  this;  now, 
it  seems,  they  are  going  to  demand  the 
first  place. 

This  is  the  stoiy  that  has  drifted  to 
Washington  within  a  short  period.  It 
arrived  alxjut  the  time  that  Marcus 
Johnson,  Minnesota's  brand  new  collec- 
tor of  internal  revenue,  put  in  an  appear- 
ance. Johnson  comes  from  the  home  of 
Lieutenant-Governor,  A.  E.  Rice.  He 
is  a  warm  personal  friend  and  political  ad- 
mirer of  the  Lieutenant-Governor.  Mr. 
Rice  has  a  strong  personal  following  in 
Minnesota  and  certainly  very  few  politi- 
cal enemies.  He  would  make  a  most 
popular  gubernatorial  candidate.  It  is 
said  now  that  Mr.  Rice  will  allow  his 
name  to  be  brought  before  the  republi- 
can state  convention  next  fall.  But  this 
was  to  be  kept  quiet  for  several  months 
yet.  The  republican  politicians  who  are 
opposed  to  Merriam,  it  is  said,  are  will- 
ing the  Scandinavians  should  have  the 
governorship  provided  they  can  "knock 
out"  the  present  state  executive  in  the 
convention. 

If  Rice  should  not  be  cfaoeeo  for  this 
job,  then  Knute  Nelson  may  be  brought 
forth  from  his  obscurity  to  accomplisli 
it.  Tlie  general  plans  of  this  canvass  do 
not  seem  to  have  been  arranged  yet,  but 
that  there  is  some  foundation  for  the 
story  is  conceded  among  politicians  from 
the  North  Star  sta*e  now  in  Washing- 
ton. The  older  politicians  will  for  the 
most  part  be  opposed  to  Merriam's  re 
nomination.  Senator  Davis  is  not  likely 
to  give  him  hearty  support,  and  it  is 
almost  as  obtain  that  Senator  Wash- 
burn will  be  in  line  with  his  colleague  in 
this  respect.  Loren  Fletcher,  R.  B. 
Langdon,  Capt.  Castle  and  others  of  the 
"old  crowd"  are  expected  to  fight  the 
banker  governor.  The  Pillsburys,  it  is 
claimed,  can  be  counted  as  Either  neutral 
or  against  Merriam,  and  this  Ir  possibly 
true  of  Thomas  Lowry  and  other  promi- 
nent business  men.

Na-shville,  Tenn.,  March  4.— Over 
1000  delegates,  representing  a  majority 
of  the  states,  were  assembled  in  Amuse- 
ment hall  at  noon  today  when  Hon. 
John  M.  Thurston  of  Nebraska  called  to 
order  the  third  annual  convention  of  the 
Republican  League  of  the  United  States. 
The  haji^  was  appropriately  decorated, 
and  a  picture  of  President  Harrison 
occupied  a  conspicuous  position. 

States'  delegations  commenced  to  ar- 
rive shortly  after  11  o'clock  and  from 
that  on  until  the  assemblage  was  called 
to  order.  Meml)ers  spent  the  time  in 
admiring  beautiful  decorations  and 
doing  some  sharp  political  work  for  the 
next  president  of  the  organization.  Con- 
vention hall  is  the  largest  in  the  city. 
Its  seating  capacity  is  11(X).  When  Hon. 
A.  J.  Watson,  chairman  of  the  local 
e.\ecutive  committee,  called  the  nsaem- 
blege  to  order  and  made  the  address  of 
wehxjmo,  there  were  nearly  600  delegates 
in  their  seats,  with  at  least  100  more  ex- 
pected before  the  convention  adjourns. 
Chairman  Watson's  aUt^resfl  of  weloom.. 
was  brief  but  eloquent. 

Ho  said:  "Fellow  citizens,  brotht; 
republicans,  it  affords  me  great  pleasii  x- 
to  give  you  a  moat  cordial  and  hearty 
welcome.  You  will  find  here  as  warm-

trial endeavor,  there  is  manifested  that 
homogenity  that  marks  us  as  one  nation, 
one  people.

In  it  is  centered  the  enterprise  and  pros- 
perity of  this  grandest  nation  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  To  the  wise  and 
beneficent  laws  formulated  and  passed 
by  a  republican  congress  is  due  in  great 
measure  the  prosperity  of  this  section 
of  our  country  today.

The  usual  committees 
were  then  appointed. 

Mr.  Thurston  began  by  saying  that 
the  clubs  were  organized  for  an  emer- 
gency and  in  the  beat  and  enthusiasm  of 
a  national  campaign.  It  seemed  doubt- 
ful whether  such  an  organization  could 
long  survive.  Immediate  necessities 
were  their  creation.  In  spite  of  this, 
however,  he  believed  the  Republican 
leas/ue  was  stronger  now  than  it  was  a 
year  ago.  This  condition  he  attributed 
chiefly  to  the  work  Secretary  Humphrey, 
whoso  re-election  he  urged.  "The 
league,"  hie  said,  "is  the  organized, 
active,  aggressive  force,  of  the  republi- 
can party,  always  ready,  it  can  enter 
upon  a  politicaijcampaign  at  a  moment's 
notice.  It  is  not  intended  that  it  shall 
take  the  place  of,  or  antagonize,  the 
regular  party  organization,  but  rather 
that  it  shall  coroperate  an4  in  some 
respects  be  an  auxiliary." 

The  speaker  recommended  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  chairman  for  a  sub-executive 
oommittee  to  have  charge  of  campaign 
work,  to  relieve  the  president.  He  said 
that  each  club  in  the  league  should  be 
put  on  a  permanent  basis,  a  clubroom 
secured  and  regular  meetings  held. 
Political  questions  should  be  studied 
and  discussed  and  every  effort  made  to 
disseminate  valuable  information  and  in- 
creased political  knowledge.  "Repub- 
licanism," he  continued,  "has  nothing  to 
fear  from  educational  methods  and  in- 
tellectual investigation.  The  two  parties 
are  so  evenly  divided  in  the  present 
strength  that  whichever  secures  a 
majority  of  the  first  vote  at  any  national 
election  will  most  likely  succeed.  It  is, 
therefore,  most  important  to  win  young 
men  to  the  republican  party.  The  clubs 
should  therefore  be  republican  schools, 
bureaus  of  information  and  town  meet 
ings  combined.  The  league,  I  believe,  is 
to  be  the  controlling  political  factor  in 
future  in  this  country.  It  will  not 
nominate,  but  it  will  elect  presidents. 
It  is  an  organization  designed  to  make 
politics  popular.  It  utilizes  the  enthu 
siasm  of  youth  and  the  experience  of  age. 
"It  is  a  matter  for  profound  congratu- 
lation that  the  president  of  the  United 
States  is  republican.  His  administra- 
tion should  be  upheld  and  strengthened 
by  the  republican  league,  and  I  ask  this 
convention  to  endorse  it  by  proper  reso- 
lutions, We  rejoice  today  that  we  have 
a  republican  congress  and  that  Mr.  Iteed 
is  speaker  of  it.  Big,  brawny  and  brave, 
he  cannot  be  bullied  or  bamboozled, 
When  he  refused  to  permit  a  minorit) 
either  to  rule  or  ruin  he  put  an  end  for- 
ever to  the  pernicious  practice.  The 
claim  of  the  democratic  opngressmen  is 
more  than  absurd,  it  is  ridiculous.  He 
IS  always  present  tor  buncombe,  but  not 
for  business;  for  salary,  but  not  for  serv- 
ice; for  talk  but  not  for  tariff;  for  wran- 
gling, but  not  for  work,  fqr  cussedness, 
but  not  for  count;  for  party  service,  but 
not  for  public  good." 

The  real  work  of  the  convention  will 
be  done  tomorrow.  A  number  of  new 
candidates  for  the  presidency  of  organi- 
zation have  been  sprung  on  the  dele- 
gates, among  them  being  Gen.  N.  B. 
(ioff  of  West  Va.,  and  Edwin  S.  Stuart 
of  Philadelphia.  A  movement  is  also 
on  foot  to  re-elect  President  Thurston, 
and  altogether  the  situation  is  so  badly 
mixed  that  it  is  anyone's  fight. 

A  letter  from  President  Harrison  re- 
gretting his  inability  to  be  present  was 
read  and  tumultuously  cheered.  In  it 
the  chief  executive  said;  "I  cannot  re- 
frain from  expressing  my  interest  in  the 
success  of  your  meeting,  and  in  the  per- 
manenoy  and  useful  activity  of  the 
clubs  represented.  Such  organizations 
are  wholesome  and  desirable;  not  only 
from  a  party  but  from  a  public  stand-

pomt.  They  interest  young  men  m  I 
public  affairs  and  compact  and  organize 
tbe  interests  thus  excited  into  controll- 
ing public  forces.  The  party  to  which 
you  belong  has  never  suffered  by  an  in- 
telligent discussion  of  its  history  or 
principles,  and  I  am  sure  that  your  or- 
ganization will  continue  to  furnish  cour- 
ageous and  well-appointed  champions 
wherever  the  lists  of  debate  are  opened."

His  absence  at 
the  bank  yeeterday  morning  at  lirKb  ex- 
cited no  suspicion,  as  it  was  supposed  he 
was  at  his  sick  sister's  bedside,  or  in  the 
country  detained  by  the  flood.  When 
no  word  was  received  at  10:;W  o'clock, 
President  James  S.  Pirtle,  Vice-Presi- 
dent James  S.  Leech  and  Castiier  W.  S 
I  arker  became  suspicious.  They  opened 
the  vault  and  a  hasty  examination 
showed  that  somewhere  between  d40,«K>0 
and  §00,000  was  misusing.  The  missing 
money  was  all  large  bills.  All  the  bulky 
gold  and  silver  coin  and  small  bills  w.  re 
left  intact.

The  plain  fact  is  that  the 
possibilities  and  ready    uses  of  this  sec- 
tion have  been  t<x)    long    neglected  and 
the  actual  value    of   the    property  com- 
prised in  it  suffered  to   stand    far  below 
the    market    value    of     sections  much 
farther     from      navigable    water    and 
water  power  needling  development  only 
to  ')ecome  richly  productive.    This  fact 
has  now  come  clearly  before  the  eyes  of 
intelligent  oljservers,  and   ihe   result  of 
its  appreciation  is  shown  in  the  present 
demand  for  holdings  in  this  section. 

The  Herald  has   blown   up  no  hollow 
boom  and  published  nothing  which  was 
not   well    substantiated    news    which  a 
wide-awake  newspaper  would  be  fairly 
expected  to    secure  and    furnish  to  its 
readers.     It  has   what   would  fairly   be 
judged  to  be  reliable  authorities  for  all 
its  statements  and  it  has  aimed  as  strictly 
as  possible  to  state  the  facts  that  came 
to  Its  knowledge  and  leave  its  readers  to 
draw  their  own  inferences  or  conclusions.

that      the     company       was      stirring 
to  some  purpose. 

All  indications  of  this  kind  and  direct 
evidence  as  well  pointed  to  coming    de- 
velopment   and    improvements    in   this 
district,  and  especially  of    the  property 
lying  about  Fond  du  Lac  and  the  sections 
south  to  Walbridge.    That   inside  buy- 
ers are  in  possession  of  information  cov- 
ering the  determined  location  and  char- 
acter   of   these    developments  and  im- 
provements, The  Herald  has   been  fully 
satisfied  and  the  known  purchases  when 
fully  stated    would    satisfy   any  candid 
observer    that   they    were   directed  by 
positive  information  and  not  by  chance 
speculation.      Thus     when      managing 
officials  of  a  railroad  company    buy  per- 
sonally and  heavily  as  has  been  the  case 
within  the  past   few   days   and  favored 
employes  get    direct    tips  to  put    their 
small  savings  into    property  in  a  certain 
locality,  there    is  good    reason    to   pre- 
sume that  a  speculative  boom  is  not  the 
sole  reliance  for  maintaining  the  value 
of  propertj  there. 

The  Herald  has  frankly  given  its  best

tially the  truth. 


The  New  York  mem- 
bers of    the    committee    maintain    that

eshibita    The  senators  are  watching  the 
action  of    the  house  in    this  matter,  and 
some  apprehension  is  felt  that  there  may 
be  a  difficulty  in  getting  such  legislation 
as  will    make    the  fair  a    success.    It  is 
now  understood  that  unless  the  national 
government  stands  formally  behind  the 
fair,  forei,'n   governments;  will   not  send 
their  exhibits,  and  the  absence  of  these 
representative  exhibits  would  be   a  verj' 
serious    drawback  to  the    promotion   of 
the  enterprise  and  its  final  success.    For 
the  sake  of  the  really  national  character 
and  credit  of  the  fair,  we  trust  that   the 
nation  will  not  hesitate  to  give  all  proper 
support  to  the  city  which  has  so  heavy  an 
undertaking  on  its  shoulders. 

A  steadily-rising  wave  of  popular  in- 
dignation  has  followed   the  revelations 
made  by  George  Ken  nan  of  the  horrors 
existing  by  official  creation,  sanction  or 
guilty  apathy  in  the  empire  of  the  Czar. 
Never  before   have  the  oppression  and 
misery  of    the  wretched  prisoners  and 
exiles  in   the  grip  of  the  unfeeling  and 
relentless  machine  of  despotism  been  so 
stirring  and  vividly  portrayed.      George 
Kennan  is  no  unbalanced  crank  or  reck- 
less sensation-maker,  but  a  trained  and 
trustworthy  observer  who  tells  simply 
what    he    himself    has   seen    and    wit- 
nesses  to    what    he    knows   by   actual 
contact,  not  by    hearsay.      To  such   a 
witness    free  America    turns    an   open 
ear  rightly  and  the  protest  against    the 
continuance  of  this  barbaric  inhumanity 
which  Kennan  has  already  stirred  from 
the  heart  of  this  country  is  one  which  no 
sovereign  of  any  country  which  seeks  to 
hold  international  relations    with    civil- 
ized countries  can  afford    to    disregard.

"You  buy  anything  there  that  you  can 
get  hold  of,"  were  the  words  of  advice 
given  several  subordinates  by  a  superin- 
tendent of  the  Northern  Pacific  road. 

"But  we  can't  afford  to  lose  or  even 
jeopardize  our  savings  in  such  a  pur- 
chase," said  the  subordinates  hesita- 
tingly. 

"I'll  guarantee  you  a  profit,  if  you 
don't  get  it  I'll  pay  for  the  loss.  I  know 
what  I'm  talking  about."  So  the  sub- 
ordinates bought  and  there  are  several 
Northern  Pacific  conductors  who 
own  valuable  tracts  of  land  near 
\\albridge  and  Fond  dn  Lac  and 
Its  hard  to  get  land  there  now  at  any 
figure  that  seems  reasonable.  The  Her- 
ald told  Saturday  some  little,  all  it  was 
allowed  to  at  that  time,  of  the  plans  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  road  for  develop- 
ments in  that  vicinity.

luth. The  cost  of  grinding  the  slate  to 
dust  by  centrifugal  power,  Mr.  Cooke 
claims,  will  be  no  more  than  that  of 
grinding  and  preparing  clay.  The  poorer 
quality  of  slate  will  be  used,  leaving  the 
better  veins  to  be  made  into  the  thous- 
ands of  articles  for  which  there  is  de- 
mand.

Superior  People  Visit  Uuluth  to 
I'naniuious  Full. 
A  delegation  from  across  the  bay, 
headed  by  President  Egan  of  the  West 
Superior  chamber  of  commerce,  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  Duluth  Chamber  this 
moiuing.  The  Superior  {people  came 
over  to  ask  co-operation  from  Duluth  in 
securing  excursion  rates  from  Eastern 
points  to  the  heard  of  the  lakes,the  same 
as  are  issued  for  other  cities.  It  was 
thouj^ht  that  a  pull  together  would 
bring  about  this  desired  result.  After 
long  talks  by  citizens  of  both  towns,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with 
railroads  on  this  subject. 

A  communication  from  the  Cincin- 
nati chamber  of  commerce,  relatitg  to 
the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United 
States  was  tiled.  The  committee  ap- 
pointed to  make  all  arrangements  for 
quarters  lu  the  new  chtimber  of  com- 
merce building,  reported  that  a  rental  of 
fltO  a  month  would  be  charged  for  the 
rooms.  It  is  probable  that  the  chamber 
will  not  accept  such  a  proposition.  The 
committee  on  Ontario  plan  asked  for 
further  time  in  which  to  prepare  its  re- 
port. 

The  matter  of  holding  an  international 
regatta  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  was  brought  up,  and  the 
members  of  the  Chamber  unanimously 
approved  the  project,  and  will  do  all 
in  lis  power  to  help  the  matter  along. 

The  matter  of  securing  Professor 
PheJp.-'  services  for  a  term  of  years  is 
still  in  statu  quo.  The  secretary  has 
received  advantageous  offers  from 
Seattle,  Tacoma  and  St.  Paul.  The  citi- 
zeds  of  Seattle  have  oifered  to  pay  his 
expenses  to  and  from  their  city  if  he 
will  visit  them. 


There  was  an  interesting  wheat  mar- 
ket totlay.  At  the  opening  there  was  a 
most  pronounced  bulge,  the  first  sales  of 
May  l)eing  }-2  above  yesterday's  close. 
The  strengtu  was  the  result,  principally, 
of  numerous  buying  orders  from  the  out- 
side and  a  scarcity  of  wheat,  the  rapid 
advance  in  other  markets  just  after  the 
opening  and  heavy  covering  by  shorts^ 
Partridge  alone  is  credited  with  buying 
over  2,000,000  bushels  in  Chicago  and 
other  buying  there  was  in  proportion. 
This  had  a  big  effect  here. 

The  opening  prices,  however,  proved 
to  be  the  highest  of  the  day,  for  sellers 
became  more  common,  and  as  the  shorts 
tilled  up  the  demand  decreased.  There 
was  good  trading  all  day  however.  The 
decline  which  set  in  early  kept  up  to 
I2::k>,  and  was  ;;'4.  After  that  hour  there 
was  a  slight  reaction,  and  the  close  was 
firm  at  last  night's  price. 

There  was  nothing  done  in  cash  wheat, 
but  prices  were  high.  No.  1  hard  closed 
at  79,  No.  1  northern  at  7G'4,  No.  2  north- 
ern 7;j.  May  wheat  opened  at  82;'4,with 
good  sales  at  that,  soon  weakened  and 
gradually  dropped  to  8'2,  recovered  to 
82>4  and  closed  with  buyers  at  that,  sel- 
lers at  82»a.  May  No.  1  northern  sold 
about  11  o'clock  at  7953  and  closed  at 
791^  bid.  May  corn  closed  at  '2D%  nomi- 
nal.

Chica<.o,  March  5.— The  following 
communication  has  been  received  by 
the  Associated  Press:  "I  have  just  re- 
ceived from  Russian  acquaintances  in 
Paris  the  following  letter  with  regard  to 
the  reported  flogging  to  death  of  Mad- 
ame Sigida  at  the  mines  of  Kara  in  East 
ern  Siberia.  I  have  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  my  correspondent  is  trust- 
worthy, and  that  he  has  received  di- 
rectly from  the  provinces  of  Trans-Bai- 
kal the  information  that  he  sends  me, 
•'ut  further  than  this  I  know  nothing. 
The  story  of  the  flogging  of  Madame  Si- 
gida and  the  suicide  of  her  companions 
has  been  officially  denied  by  The  Jour- 
nal de  St.  Petersburg,  organ  of  the  Rus- 
sian foreign  oflioes,  and  by  The  St. 
Petersburg  Novoe  Vremya,  but  these  de- 
nials, unfortunately,  do  not  carry  as 
much  weight  as  they  would  if  the  Rus- 
sian government  had  not  denied  the 
story  of  the  slaughter  of  political  exiles 
in  Kayutsk  last  March— a  story  that  I 
am  now  prepared  to  prove  before  a  com- 
mittee of  the  International  Prison  Asso- 
ciation. 

"Paris,  Feb.  13.  George  Ken  nan.— I 
(end  you  details  we  received  here  yes- 
terday from  Siberia  of  the  tragedy  at 
Kara,  with  regard  to  which  I  wrote  you 
briefly  a  few  days  ago.  Upon  the  sug- 
gestion of  Baron  Korff,  governor-general 
of  the  Amoor  provinces,  it  was  decided 
some  months  ago  to  put  all  pwlitical 
offenders  at  the  mines  of  Kara  upon  a 
footing  with  common  convicts.  Orders 
were  received  from  St.  Petersburg  to 
turn  all  political  convict  women  over  to 
Commandant  Tomilin,  director  of  com- 
mon criminal  prisons,  and  have 
them  shut  up  in  cells  occupied  by 
female  convicts  of  the  common  criminal 
class.  The  Kara  tragedy  was  a  result 
of  this  order,  which  was  made  known  to 
political  prisoners  last  October.  More 
than  half  the  male  political  convicts  pro 
posed  at  once  to  commit  suicide,  but  as 
all  would  not  agree  to  this  they  decided 
to  await  definite  action  on  the  part  of 
the  prison  authorities.  The  men  gave 
notice,  however,  that  they  would  kill 
themselves  at  the  first  attempt  to  carry 
the  order  into  execution.  Madame 
Kavalskaya  had  been  tiansferred  from 
Kara  to  the  Verkhni  Udinsk  prison,  and 
this  had  prepared  the  way  for  the  events 
that  followed.  As  soon  as  her  female 
companions  learned  the  harrowing  de- 
tails of  her  removal  to  Verkhni  Udinsk, 
the  circumstances  of  which  were  as  fol- 
lows: 

Governor  Korff  paid  a  visit  of  inspec- 
tion to  the  women's   political    prison    at 
Ust  Kara  and  entered  the  cell  of  Madame 
Kavalskaya.    who    was  lying  sick  in  bed 
She  was  in  an  advanced  stage  of  prison 
consumption  and  neither  rose  fr  m  her 
bed  nor  noticed   the  governor  general's 
entrance,    according   to     prison     rules. 
Korff,      ignorant     of    the    unfortunate 
woman's  physical    condition,  asked   her 
roughly  whether  she  did  not  know    who 
had  entered  the  cell  and    why   she  did 
not  get   up.    Madame    Kavalskaya   re- 
plied wearily:     "It  makes   no   difference 
now  whether  you  are  the    governor  gen- 
eral or  only  a  turnkey;  I    am   unable  to 
get    up."     Baron      Korff,    irritated     by 
what  seemed  to   him   impertinence,  or- 
dered that  Madame  Kavalskaya  be  taken 
to  the  Verkhni  Udinsk    prison   and  put 
into    solitary  confinement.    This    order 
was     executed       with       great       bru- 
tality.       Madame        Kavatskaya     was 
unable      to      walk,      and      she      was 
thereupon  taken  out  of  her  bed  by  two 
soldiers,  carried  down  to  the  bank  of  the 
Shilka  river  in  a  sheet  and  put  into  a 
small    boat    for    transportation    to  the 
V^erkhni  Udinsk  prison.  Her  companions 
held  Commandant  Masiukof  responsible 
and  appealed  to  the  higher  authorities 
for  his  removal.      When  their  was  disre- 
garded they  proceeded  to  enforce  it  by 
means  of    a   hunger    strike    (voluntary 
self-starvation).      They  fasted   the  first 
time  sixteen  days,  when  Commandant 
.Masiukof  tendered  his  resignation.    The 
authorities  refused  to  accept  it  and  a 
hunger     strike     was      renewed      until 
the    women    were    notified   that   Com- 
mandant Masiukof  would  be  removed. 
The  promise,  however,  was  not  kept,  and 
a  third  strike  lasting  twenty-two  days, 
was  resorted  t^j.    At  the  end  only    Mad- 
ame Sigida    and  Madame    Salova   were 
able  to  stand. 

Madame  Sigida  asked  for  an  inter- 
view with  the  commandant  and  in  the 
course  of  it  struck  him  in  the  face. 
Whether  the  blow  was  provoked  by 
something  that  ho  saia  to  her  or  whether 
she  intended  to  sacrifice  herself  with  the 
hope  of  bettering  their  condition,  is  not 
known.  Madame  Sigida  was  removed 
Ui  the  common  criminal  prison  at  Ust 
Kara,  as  were  also  Mesdames  Kaluzh- 
naya  and  Smirnitskaya  and  Madame 
Kavalskaya.  Governor  General  Korff, 
directed  that  they  be  flogged.  The  pris- 
on surgeon  reported  that  she  was  not  in 
a  condition  to  endure  the  punishment. 
Baron  Korff  was  notified.  He  there- 
upon telegraphed  to  "carry  the  order 
into  execution  without  the  presence  of  a 
doctor."  Madame  Sigida  was  then 
flogged  under  suiiervision  of  the  assist- 
ant of  the  common  criminal  prisons — an 
officer  named  Verbofski. 

She  died  two  days  later  of  heart  fail- 
ure and  almost  imraetliately  afterwards 
Mesdames  Smirnitskaya  ,  Kaluzhnaya 
and  Kavalskaya  poisoned  themselvep. 
The  other  women  were  so  isolated  thnt 
they  did  not  know  what  had  happened, 
but  news  of  the  terrible  tragedy  reached 
the  men's  prison  and  according  to  infor- 
mation furnished  by  the  procurer,  thirty 
male  political  convicts  took  poison.  Only 
two  of  them — Kaluzhnoi  and  Bobokhof 
died. 

In  the  wonls  of  one  of  the  Kara  polit- 
ical convicts:  "This  is  but  the  begin- 
ning of  the  end.''  The  governor  of  tlie 
province  of  the  Trans  Baikal,  the  pro- 
curer, the  district  surgeon  and  two  gen- 
d'arme  officers  from  Irkutsk  have  gone 
to  Kara,  but  for  more  than  a  week,  my

and  to  build  a  breakwater 
and  build  {permanent  piers  at  the  canal. 
West  Superior's  "interests  will  be  en- 
hanced just  as  much  as  Duluth's.  The 
state  would  never  allow  a  canal  to  be 
built  in  the  middle  of  Minnesota  Point. 
It  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  whole 
of  Minnesota  Point  will  be  needed  for 
commercial  purposes.  And  such  a  use 
of  the  point  would  be  better  for  all 
parties  concerned. 

There  is  no  money  available  for  im- 
provement <  at  present.  It  will  be  a 
month  after  the  appropriation  is  made, 
before  official  notification  comes  of  the 
fact  that  the  appropriation  has  become 
a  law,  and  another  before  work  will 
begin  on  improvements  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes."

North  Dakota  Senate  Spends  Another  Day 
In  Useless  Wrangling;. 

^  Bismarck,  ^f.  D.,  March  5.— Attorney 
General  Goodwin's  reply  to  a  request  for 
information  as  to  the  powers  of  the  sen- 
ate committee  investigating  charges  of 
corruption  in  connection  with  the  lottery 
scheme  and  the  election  of  senators  was 
taken  up  in  the  senate  today.  Mr.  Good- 
win replied  in  a  sarcastic  vein,  stating 
that  there  were  a  great  many  ways  of 
compelling  witnesses  to  testify  before  an 
investigating  committee,  and  in  a  flip- 
pant manner  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  dark  a^res  the  "rack"  aud 
other  instruments  of  torture  were  re- 
sorted to.  He  holds  to  this  theory  that 
the  committee  caunot  lawfully  investi 
gate  street  rumors.  Several  senators 
made  addresses  severely  scoring  the  at- 
torney general,  and  his  communication 
was  stricken  from  the  record. 

A  more  serious  matter  was  the  minor- 
ity report  of  Senators  Barlow  and  D.xlcls 
in  the  matter  of  the  bill  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  resident  agents  for 
outside  newspapers.  This  report  was 
construed  by  the  senattjrs  as  a  pers^onal 
attack.  It  was  tabled  and  expunged 
from  the  records  Monday  without  de- 
bate. 

Yesterday's  report,  which  denounces 
senators  who  voted  for  the  lottery  bill 
aa  "unprincipled  demagogues,"  "politi- 
cal deadbeats,"  "shysters  of  the  worst 
stamp,"  and  "organized  corruption ists," 
was  again  taken  up.

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  "Cyclopedia 
of  Paintings  and  Painters,"  a  standard 
work  issued  in  1887,  states  that  at  that 
date  The  .\ngelus  was  owned  bv  Mr.  W. 
T.  Walters  of  Baltimore.  The  News 
then  quotes  the  history  of  the  painting 
as  given  the  American  Art  association, 
with  its  various  owners;  notes  that  the 
name  of  Mr.  Walters  is  not  mentioned 
among  them;  that  the  account  slurs  over 
the  period  between  188o  and  1889,  during 
which,  according  to  the  Cyclopedia,  Mr. 
Walters  was  the  owner  of  the  famous 
painting.

London,  March  5.— Master  Abraham 
Lincoln,  son  of  Robert  Lincoln,  the 
United  States  minister,  who  has  been 
suffering  for  a  long  time  from  blood- 
poisoning  arising  from  a  malignant  car- 
buncle on  the  left  side  below  the  arm, 
died  at  11  o'clock  this  morning.

no  business  with  the  management  of  the 
telegraph;    it  could   not   manage   it  as 
cheaply;    it  could  not  do  it  better,  and 
none  of  the  senders  of  the  telegrams  had 
asked  it.      The  proposed  reduction   in 
rates  by  the  government  would  result  in 
a  deticiency    which   would   have  to   be 
made     up    by    the     57,000,000     people 
who     did      not      use     the     telegraph. 
If    the    government  wanted   to  go   into 
the    telegraph    busin  ss,    it  should  buy 
the  lines  outright.     It  should   not  seek 
to  tix  losing  rates  for  existing  companies; 


holders  of  the    Western    Union.      The 
government  would  need  twice    as  many 
lines    as    were    now    in   existence  to  do 
business.      There    was    a    scheme    pre- 
sented   to   go  to    447    postoflices  where 
there  was  free  delivery,  and  where  there 
were    abundant      telegraph      facilities. 
This    was    the     entering    wedge    of     a 
movement  to   break   down   the    present 
companies  and  establish  a  complete  gov- 
ernment telegrapji,  and  against  that   he 
protested.     He    compared  the  -Imerican 
and    J^nglish    telegraph    systems,     and 
maintained  that  our  rates  were,  in   real- 
ity, (taking  into  account   free  addresses 
and  signatures,  and  the  enormous    area 
of  territory  covered)   much    lower  than 
the    English    low  rates.     And    yet   it  is 
proposed     to    reduce     these    rates    ar- 
bitrarily still  lower.     We  think  that  the 
existing  telegraph  companies  should    be 
treated  with  entire    fairness,  but  the  ad- 
vantage of    the  whole  people    should  be 
put  above  any  individual  preference.     If 
it  is  decided  upon  careful   consideration 
that   it    will    advantage  the    nation    to 
establish   a  postal  telegraph    system,  let 
us  have  the  system,  and  if    it  cannot  be 
maintained  in  fairness  without  acquiring 
the  whole  telegraph  system  of  the  coun- 
try, as  Mr  Greene   urges,  let   the  nation 
take  in  the  whole  system,  but   without 
any  extravagant  allowance  for  the  water 
in  its  stock

Wind-Up  of  the  Old;  Start  Out 

of  the  New  Council; 

Notes. 


Although   the    council    meeting    was 
called  for  l/.V)  last  ni^'ht    it    was    about 
8::K.»  when  President  Costello    called  the 
council  to  order.     With  the  exception  of 
Aldermen  Boattie  and    Thomas    the  en- 
tire   board    was    present.     Outside   the 
railing  the  crowd  was    densely    packed. 
Inside  the  railing  were  several    ex  may 
ors  and  ox-aldermep  and   a  large   crowd 
of    city    and      county   officials.      When 
Mayor  Sutphin  pushed  his  way  through 
the  crowd  he  was  greeted    with  a  cheer, 
and  when  Mayor- Eiect  Davis  sprang  up 
to  greet  hiiu  and  the  two    6h<xik    hands 
heartiiy.  the  applause  could   easily  have 
been  hea-d  away  out  on  the  street. 

The  old  council  adopted  Aid.  Kugler's 
two  final  resolutione,  one  authorizing 
the  erection  of  a  building  for  $(J00  for 
the  use  of  the  tire  department  at  some 
poim  above  Fourth  street,  and  the  other 
allowing  the  board  of  tire  commissioners 
to  purchase  an  extra  team  of  horses. 
Aid.  ArmstroDg  engineered  a  resolutioa 
thanking  Prei^ident  Costello  for  the  able 
manner  in  which  he  had  presided  over 
the  council  during  the  year.  Aid.  M.  J. 
Davis  tnen  urged  the  acceptance  of  the 
Milwaukee  bid  for  a  police  patrol  wagon, 
and  the  Minneapolis  bid  for  patrol  wagon 
harness,  and  after  a  little  opposition  from 
Kennedy  and  Kugler  tiie  motion  was 
adopted.  The  papers  in  the  aldermanic 
desks  were  then  placed  on  the  clerk's 
*'*^>ie,  and  the  old  council  adjourned  sine 
die.

new  council  convened  imme- 
and  Aldermen-elect  Sorenson,  J. 
Dingwall,  D.  J.  Sinclair,  George  F.  Ash, 
T.  W.Hugo,  C.  O.  Nelson  and  T.  B. 
Perry  took  the  oath  of  office.  Alderman 
Long  was  elected  temporary  chairman, 
and  after  a  vain  attempt  by  Alderman 
G.  W.  Davis  to  "rattle"  the  'new  incum- 
bent, the  council  proceeded  to  the  elec 
tion  of  a  president.  Alderman  Long 
was  elected  on  the  tirst  ballot  but  re- 
fused to  serve,  and  T.  W.  Hugo  was 
elected  on  the  fouth  ballot  by  a  vote  of 
7  to  1  for  Alderman  Costello."  The  elec- 
tion was  made  unanimous. 

President    Hugo  then    took  his   seat, 
and      in     thanking     the     councd      for 
the    honor     said      that    if      he  could 
only  till     the    position    as     honorably 
and     efficiently      as     bis     predecessor 
had  done  he  Aould  be  satisfied.      He  be- 
lieved that  the  present  time  was  one  in 
which  a  unified   council  was  a  necessity. 
The  members  should  pull  together  and 
look  over  and   beyond   the  narrow  con- 
lines  of   ward   boundaries,  and  then  the 
grand  old   chariot  of   Duluth   could   be 
pulled  over  the  hills  of    all  opposition 
and  rest  on  thesumrait.     He  said  that  an 
alderman  who  would  allow  his  votes  and 
actions-  lo   be   governed  by  any  personal 
spite  or  any  clique  was  a  traitor  to  the 
cilys  bests  interests.    His  remarks  were 
received  with  applause. 

The  council  then   proceeded  to  elect  a 
vice-pres.dent,  the   choice   falling   up<jn 
Alderman  Long  in  the  first  ballot.    The 
balloting  for  city  clerk   was  short  and 
sweet,  the  weteran  Charles  E.   Budden 
being  re-elected  on  the   first  ballot.    At 
this    juncture    Alderman    M.  J.   Davis 
tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  im- 
mediately, and  .\luermaa    Kennedy  said 
Bomelhmg  about  "it  is  a  pity  to  loose 
such  a  good  alderman."  but  the  resigna- 
tion was  accepted  after  Alderman  G.W. 
Davis    had    tried    to     block    proceed- 
ings     by      a        motion      to      adjourn. 
The  council  took  up  the  task  of  electing 
an  alderman  to  fill  this    vacancy.    The 
battle  at  first  lay  between  Robert  Louden 
and     Joseph    Mannheim,    but    on    the 
fourth  ballot  the  Louden  men  shifted  to 
J.  K.  Shaw,  but  Mannheim    was    finally 
elected  on  the    seventh    ballot.     Mayor- 
elect  Davis  received  the    oath    of    office 
and    immediately    commenced    the  de- 
livery of  his  first  message,  of   which   the 
following  is  a  brief  summary: 

Having  assumed  the  office  of  mayor,  I 
herewith  present  certain       mat- 

ters       which      appeared      to      demand 
your     earnest      consideration.        Then 
followed    a    detailed  statement    of    the 
financial  condition  of  the  city,    showing 
the    total    bonded    indebtedness  to    be 
$781,ii.jO;    other      indebtedness.  890..^48. 
The  city  treasurer's    receipts  were  §838,- 
042.57  and  the  disbursements  8847,120.55. 
The  assessed  valuation  of    real  and  per- 
sonal properly  is  *22,I47,;]22,  upon  which 
the  bonded  indebtedness  allowed   by  the 
charter  can    mount    as    high  as  81,102,- 
3CG.10.    There  is  due  the  city  from  street 
aaaessments    $;juC,.j<X).17,    and  the   total 
cost  of  city  government  for  the  past  year 
has  been  eJ>Ai~iOl:iiS.      The  tire  depart- 
ment was  complimented  for  its  efficiency 
and  ..  largely  increased  membership  and 
additiocai      appliances      recommended. 
The  health    department    received  con 
siderable  of   a  "roast."      Although  the 
mayor  did  not  feel  like  pointing  out  the 
particular  officials.  >et  he  intimated  that 
changes   would    take    place    very  Boon. 
The  burning  of  the  garbage  was  recom- 
mended, also  the  removal  and  extension 
of  the   intake   pipe  of    the   water  com- 
pany's pump  house.    The  sewage  system 
came  in  for  some  judicious  recommenda- 
tions,  and   the  street-cleaning    matters 
were  touched  upon. 

The  message  was  very  firm  in  hand- 
ling the  liquor  license  and  gambling 
questiona  liogarding  the  former  all 
liquor  laws,  whether  state  or  municipal, 
will  be  enforced,  and  the  gamblers  will 
have  to  go. 

The  mayor  then  handled  the  city 
lockup  in  a  manner  that  must  have 
made  the  cockroaches  and  more  obnox- 
ious bugs  tremble.  He  characterized  it 
as  a  place  unfit  for  the  reception  of  hu- 
man beings.  He  will  also  appoint  a  po- 
lice matron  to  look  after  female  prison- 
ers at  an  early  day. 

The  subject  of  franchise  was  touched 
upon  and  the  message  sensibly  recom- 
meded  that  all  such  gifts  be  rigidly  scru- 
tinized, and  it  hinted  that  they 
should  be  a  source  of  revenue  to 
the  cit.  instead  of  -an  expense. 
The  necessity  of  a  bridge  connecting 
Park  Point  with  the  city  was  shown,  the 
same  tu  be  owned  and  operated  by  the 
city.  The  importance  of  the  park  com- 
mission was  made  plain  and  in  this  con- 
nection the  mayor  urged  that  all  pos- 
sible speeil  in  preparing  the  parks  and 
boulevards  be  used  as  the  World's  fair 
m  1892  in  Chicago  will  attract 
tourist.^  who  will  travel  this  way. 

On  the  matter  of  general  city  im- 
provements the  mayor  dwelt  at  length 
his  remarks  on  allowing  smsdl  contract- 
ors to  have  a  chance  being  interrupted 
by  applause.  He  recommended  the 
Ontario  plan  of  six  years  in  which  to  pay 
street  assessments.

And  Therefore  AmriiHble   to  Law;  A  New 
Fish  Warden. 

The  news  is  brought  from  Ely  that 
some  of  the  miners  of  the  Chamller  and 
neighboring  properties  at  that  place, 
have  been  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
slaughter  of  valuable  fish  in  the  lakes 
neiir  by,  especially  in  Long  lake.  Their 
object  is  to  get  fo<xl,  but  they  destroy  so 
many  fish  that  the  dead  can".ot  be  eaten 
and  are  left  to  rot.  Now  as  these  fish 
are  in  most  cases  "land  hwked  salmon," 
that  rare  and  valuable  class  of 
fish  being      found        in        one      or 

two  of  the  northern  lakes,  and  <i8 
the  killing  is  done  by  the  explosion  of 
dynamite  cartridges  under  the  ice.  the 
destruction  can  he  imagined.  It  would 
take  but  a  short  time  to  wipe  out  all 
salmon  found  in  the  northern  lakes  of 
Minnesota,  notwithstanding  the  care 
that  has  been  taken  to  preserve  them. 

Most  of  the  men  who  are  doing  this 
killing  are  ignorant  Italians  and  the 
state  should  at  once  stop  them.  There 
is  a  fish  warden  here,  appointed  to  look 
after  these  matters,  but  no  funds  are 
provided  for  his  expenses  or  support. 
Said  a  leading  fisherman  this  afternoon: 
"We  have  out  of  our  own  funils  stopped 
illegal  tishing  and  netting  on  the  shores, 
but  we  don't  feel  able  to  go  up  there 
now." 

Jacob  Hector,  the  fish  warden,  has 
just  been  appointed  master  of  the 
steamer  Dixon,  vice  Capt.  Martin 
Wheeler  whose  long  and  arduous  ser- 
vices have  earned  him  the  rett  he  now 
intends  to  take.  Capt.  Wheeler  will  live 
now  under  his  own  vine  and  fig  tree. 
The  appointment  of  Capt.  Hector  will, 
of  course,  necessitate  another  fish  war- 
den, and  such  a  man  should  soon  be  rec- 
ommended by  the  local  association  and 
appointed.  But  some  way  should  be  de- 
vised by  which  his  services  could  be  made 
more  effective  by  the  provision  of  a 
salary  and  expense  account  that  would 
let  him  get  around  and  look  after  things 
further  from  home. 

The  government  hatchery  is  beginning 
to  attract  attention  again  and  it  is  in  full 
operation.

congress.  The  new  company  is  called 
the  Duluth  &  Northwestern,  and  it  w;« 
referred  to  last  night  in  the  line  of  sur- 
vey that  was  published  and  that  was 
obtained  not  less  than  seven  months  ago 
from  the  chief  of  the  engineer  corps. 
Those  notes,  and  many  other  facts  in 
connection  with  the  road,  have  been 
"pigeonholed"  in  this  office  ever  since. 

The    Duluth    .fc    Northwestern      will 
build  a  part  of  its  line  this  year.     It  has 
behind  it,  prospectively  at    least    or    on 
.partial  promise,   a    very   heavy    corpor- 
ation doing  business  in  the  East    and  in 
England,  and  it  is  for    this    corporation 
that  it  expects    to    buUd    to   Winnipeg, 
eventually.        It       is       intended        to 
piiss    through    town     and     build    ore 
docks  near  Oneota.  It  had  been  thought 
possible   by    projectors  of    the    road  to 
build  on  Minnesota  Point,  but    the  fact 
that  ore  cars  must  be  at  an  elevation   of 
thirty  or  forty  feet  on   an  ore  dock  con- 
demns that  locality  utterly.
